TRAGEDY AT SAN BERNARDINO. 



A Horse-Trainer Wounds a Woman 
and Then Sends a Bullot 
Through His Head. 



Ban Diego, March 7.— One of the best 
laid trups yet discovered in this city to 
swindle a purchaser of real estate, and in- 
volving a forged deed and perjury, was 
accidentally discovered yesterday by J. M . 
Clark, who was about to pay over $2250 for 
a worthless piece of paper. So cunningly 
had the scheme been worked that no sus- 
picions whatever had been raised until the 
last moment, when Clark, by asking a 
question, laid the whole thing bare. Some 
weeks ago Clark was offered three Kits on 
Florence Hcighis for $2300. He accepted 
the offer and pat up a $50 deposit. 

Yesterday at 1 o'clock he was to pay over 
the balance and get a grant deed. It ap- 
peared that the owner, B. Etcheverry, had 
made a deed in San Francisco on Septem- 
ber 10, ISM, conveying the property to 
Frank Etheridge of this city for $10. This 
deed was sent to the Merchants' National 
Bank here with instructions to deliver it 
to Etheridge on payment of $2300, less 
$112 50 for commissions. Clark was as- 
sured that Etheridge would take up the 
deed, convey the property to him by grant 
deed and place them both on record, thus 
completing the transactien. 

It now develops that the deed was forged, 
Etcheverry having been in France for 
nearly two years. Etheridge and J. 
AValnier, another real estate man here, 
from whose list the property was obtained, 
both appeared in a bad light, and it is 
alleged that the deed was signed here and 
later acknowledged by some one imperson- 
ating Etcheverry before John F. Lyons, a 
notary public of San Francisco. As he 
could not have known the person, the lat- 
ter must have been introduced to him by 
some one in the conspiracy to defraud, and 
whose identification will complete the 
chain of evidence needed to convict three 
or four men of felony. 

Several other fraudulent transactions 
h»v» tmea brought to light during the day 
which aiake it probable that a searching 
inquiry will not be lacking in results.

The captain has disappeared and no infor- 
mation has been obtained regarding his 
Whereabouts. 

TRA GEDY AT SAX 1SERXARDIXO. 

A Horse-Trainer Tries to Kill a Woman 
and Commits Suicide. 

San Bernardino. March 7.— John W. 
Kellett shot and dangerously wounded 
Nettie Jones this evening and then put a 
bullet through his own brain. The scene 
of the tragedy was Rose Cottage, a house 
notorious from one end of this valley to 
the other. The woman, who had been liv- 
ing with Kellett, came here from Los An- 
geles a week ago. Kellett, who lives in 
Los Angeles, arrived here Tuesday and 
urged her to return. She refused. He 
called at noon to-day, and they remained 
in the room till the shooting occurred. No 
quarreling was heard. The woman re- 
ceived one bullet in the cheek and another 
In the abdomen. Kellett's death wound 
was in the temple. 

Kellett was a horse.trainer and sporting 
man. aged 27 years. A few minutes after 
the shooting there was a very dramatic 
scene when Minnie Kellett, sister of the 
auicide, who is an inmate of the house, re- 
turned from a ride and found her brother 
dead by his own hand. The wounded 
woman has made no statement, but the in- 
ference is that Kellett again importuned 
lier to return, she refused again and then 
be fired. _ 

MIPE CHERRIES FROM VAC A VILLE 

First of This Season's Crop Sent to A: 
temblyman Rait ford. 

Vacavilie, March 7.— That the present 
season will be an early one for fruit is 
demonstrated by the fact that ripe cherries 
are now being sent from here. The first 
box of cherries of the purple Guigncs vari- 
ety was sent to Sacramento Monday to As- 
Eemblyman H. M. Bassford, they having 
been taken from his trees. By next weelc 
several boxes will be ready for California 
and Eastern markets. 

The fruit prospect in general in this great 
fruit center is quite flattering at present, 
with the exception of the aprirot crop. 
Trees of this variety were well filled with 
blossoms, but from the cause of some un- 
known affection they failed to set. On 
some trees nearly every fruit bud has 
fallen, while on others not one-fonrth re- 
main. Young trees, however, are all right, 
and on them the young apricot is well set, 
but as there are not many young orchards 
this will not have much effect on the total 
yield. Careful estimates have been made, 
and it is generally conceded that there will 
not be one-third of a rrop. 

There are good prospects of a large peach 
crop. The blossoms are well distributed 
and are setting firm. This can also be said 
of nearly every other variety, but it is too 
early to make positive assertions, espe- 
cially on the prune crop in general, as this 
fruit not unfrequently drops after it is half 
grown. 

A Xapa Will Contest. 

Napa, March 7.— About one month ago 
Charles \V. Plass, a wealthy farmer of this 
county, died, leaving a will which gave his 
property in trust to his wife, Catherine 
Plass, and his brother, Philip Plass, to be 
held and used by them during their life- 
time, and at their death to go to his two 
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sons, Philip Plass Jr. and Charles Plass 
Jr., four-fifths to the former and one-fifth 
to the latter. The will was duly filed for 
probate, but the matter has not yet been 
heard in court. To-day Charles Plass Jr. 
filed a protest against the admission of 
the will to probate, alleging that undue in- 
fluence was used on deceased against him 
at the time of making the will. The mat- 
ter has not yet been set for a hearing. 



SUICIDE AT VICTORIA. 

Vice-Principal of the High School Kills 
Himself in a Fit of Despair. 

Victoria, B. C, March ".- A great sen- 
sation was produced this morning by find- 
ing the body of Neil Heath, B.A., late 
vice-principal of the high school, in a field 
near this city with a bullet-hole in his 
head, having shot himsoll Friday last. 
Heath was suspended for six months for 
using language highly disrespectful to the 
Catholic doctrine of transubstantiation. 
There was religious feeling over the mat- 
ter, and. Heath, who was in straitened 
circumstances, brooded over his suspen- 
sion. He was 52 years old and a native of 
Scotland. He had a family in Australia 
and was a fine scholar. 



SVlCITtE OF A SA DEC GIRT.. 

The Last Shoots Herself for Some Reason 
I'nknotrn. 

Riverside, March 7.— Details of a suicide 
which occurred Tuesday last near Radec, a 
remote settlement in the east end of the 
county, were received in this city to-day 
when the Coroner returned from the scene. 
The unfortunate victim was a 16-year-old 
girl, named Carrie E. Tripp, who for some 
cause unknown ended her life by shooting 
herself. The Coroner held an inquest yes- 
day and the jury rendered a verdict of 
suicide. 

Miss Tripp w?s a lady of cheerful dispo- 
sition and her relatives are at a loss to ac- 
count for the rash act. There is a strong 
belief that the shooting was accidental. 



A MYSTERY OF LOS ANGELES 

Finding of a Woman's Leg Re- 
calls Mrs. Hoffman's Dis- 
appearance 



Authorities Resume Work on a 
Strange Arroyo Seco 
Case. 



Los Angeles, March 7.— Mrs. Etta Hoff- 
man, wife of Philip L. Hoffman, a butcher 
residing at Arroyo Seco, has long been 
missing from her home and cannot be 
found. 

Mrs. Hoffman was a young and rather 
handsome woman of about 25 years of age. 
It was one evening during the latter part 
of October, 1894, that Hoffman came to the 
house of Mrs. Walbridge, his mother-in- 
law, and stated that his wife hail suddenly 
left him. Since that time the missing wife 
has not been seen or heard from. When 
Hoffman called on Mrs. Walbridge to tell 
the news of the sudden disappearance of 
the woman he acted strangely and ap- 
peared to be greatly excited. He afterward 
paid *veral visits to the house of his 
mother-in-law, and shortly after one of 
these a note came to Mrs. Walbridge 
signed "Etta," in which the writer re- 
quested her mother to deliver a photo- 
graph to the Dearer. It is now not believed 
that this note was written by Mrs. Hoff- 
man, but that murder is behind the affair, 
and that the woman's leg found in the 
heap of debris on Broadway a few days ago 
belongs to the body of Hoffman's wife. 

Daring {heir short period of married life 
the Hoffmans had many quarrels. Their 
homo in Arroyo Seco, which is located 
about two miles outside of the city limits, 
was the scene of many bitter wordy en- 
counters, and the story that the wife had 
left her husband did not create much sur- 
prise at the time Hoffman told his story. 
As the days went by and months passed 
and the missing woman did not return 
her relatives became suspicious and em- 
ployed detectives to work on the case. 
Absolutely no clew was discovered which 
would lead to information as to the where- 
abouts of Mrs. Hoffman, and the officers 
were inclined to give up the search when 
the leg was unearthed in a back yard the 
other day. 

Is the mortified limb a part of the dead 
body of the young butcher's wife? That 
is the question which the authorities are 
now trying to determine. 

DISPUTE OVER A SEWARD. 

Claimant* to the Amount Offered for the 
Capture of Roseoe Robbers. 

Lob Angeles, March 7.— It has not yet 
been decided who is entitled to the reward 
for the arrest and conviction of Alva John- 
son, the Roseoe train-robber. Detectives 
Frank Dowler, A. B. Lawson and Leslie D. 
Rogers have all laid claim to the $1300 in 
dispute, and Charles Etzler also wants a 
share. 

Etzler if the man who accompanied 
"Kid" Thompson to Arizona and helped 
him spend some of the Mexican money 
secured at the robbery. Etzler made a 
confession and Johnson finally admitted 
his guilt. The latter was given life sen- 
tence, and Etzler, not having taken any 
part in the "hold-up," was not arrested. 
"Kid" Thompson is now awaiting trial. 

Wells-Fargo and the Southern Pacific 
companies have asked the court to deter- 
mine who is entitled to the reward for 
Johnson's conviction. As soon as Johnson 
received his sentence he refused to testify 
at the examination of his partner in crime, 
knowing that the law did not provide 
greater punishment for contempt of court 
than the sentence he had already received. 
It is now said that he has changed his 
mind and will testify. Thompson has se- 
cured the services of three attorneys to 
conduct his case. 

A Neglectful Husband in Trouble. 

Los Angeles, March 7.;-Otto Raackc, 
the son of a wealthy brewer of St. Louis, 
was arrested here to-day at the instance of 
his wife, for non-support. Raacke is said 
to have spent $200,000 in two years in a 
merry life. He has been a resident of this 
city for several years. He was formerly a 
newspaper man. He is well educated and 
has a pleasing address. He married his 
wife in tnis city. He has two children. 
Highbinders Attempt Murder. 

Los Angeles, March 7.— Highbinders at- 
tempted to kill Charley Ah Goon in China- 
town Tuesday. He is a partner of Ah 
Suey, killed by highbinders a few days ago, 
and an important witness at the trial of 
Wong Chce, charged with the murder. 
Charley Ah Goon is now at the home of 
the attorney in the case and will remain 
there until the trial. Chinatown is all ex- 
citement over the affair.

Budd's Appeal to 
the Legislature for 
Economy. 



SEYMOUR'S BILL A TEXT. 



Urging the Creation of a State 
Board of Charities and 
Corrections. 

PRESENT WASTEFUL METHODS. 



The Numerous Expensive Boards In 
Existence He Says Should at 
Once Be Abolished. 



Sacramento, March 7.— Governor Budd 
transmitted a message to the Senate and 
Assembly to-night strongly requesting the 
Legislature to pass the bill introduced by 
Senator Seymour, providing for a State 
board of charities and corrections, which 
should displace the various boards con- 
trolling the different insane asylums and 
reformatories. 

The Governor refers to his inaugural ad- 
dress, in which he called attention to the 
heavy taxation in California and the great 
expense of the State government in Cali- 
fornia as compared with those of other 
commonwealths. He declares that the 
asylum reports show that the cost for the 
various institutions for the insane is dis- 
proportionate to the costs of other States. 

He recommends the abolition of the local 
boards, and concludes with a strong request 
for the passage of the bill. 

The text of the message is as follows: 

To the Senate and Assembly of the Stale of 
California: In my inaugural address delivered 
to your honorable bodies I called attention to 
the extravagance of our Slate government and 
to the high rate of existing taxation. I made 
a comparison in that address between the ex- 
penses of California and those of the oiher 
principal States of the Union, showing by 
tables presented that while California in popu- 
lation was twenty-second, In the matter of 
total expenditures it ranked fourth. 

In that Inaugural I alsocalled your attention 
to the reports of the Superintendent of the 
Napa Lunatic Asylum and the former Super- 
intendent of the Stockton Lunatic Asylum, 
showing the large number of persons therein 
maintained, who, under the law, should not be 
inmates of these institutions. I said in this 
connection, after indicating the great dispro- 
portion between the expenses of California and 
other States of the Union : 

As ,a step In the direction Indicated I would 
recommend a bill be passed abolishing existing 
asylum hoards and providing for one non-partisan 
board of from seven to nine members to control tbe 
entire system of lunntic asylums, with power to 
employ one general supervising bead, who shall be- 
an expert and not otherwise connected with any of 
the institutions. The saving by such a system 
would be larae, and local persuasion and Influence 
could circumvent neither the expert nor the gen- 
eral board. 

Since my inauguration and In the discharge 
of my duties as Governor 1 have more fully in- 
vestigated the institutions and affairs of the 
State than was possible prior thereto. I have 
discovered ample proof of all I Faid in that ad- 
dress and that its statements were far short of 
the actual facts. 

A bill was Introduced, without suggestion 
from myself, by Senators and Assemblymen of 
the State, going beyond even the recommenda- 
tions of my address, which bill, in my belief, If 
adopted by this Legislature, with such amend- 
ments as It may deem proper, would save to the 
State hundreds of thousands of dollars each 
year. I refer to the Senate bill known as the 
Pendleton bill (No. 693). 

In another portion of my address I spoke as 
follows: 

The extraordinary Increase In the number of our 
lunatic asylums and other State Institutions had 
its origin in two causes: VI rat, the desire of mem- 
bers of the Legislature from pnrllcular sections to 
securr the approval of their constituents by con- 
ferring upon them certain supposed benefits, and 
the consequent Iniquitous system of trading to 
which this gave rise. 

These observations, first, as to the endeavor 
of the members of the Legislature to secure 
the approval of their constituents at the ex- 
pense of the people at large, and second, local 
persuasion and influence exerted upon them, 
have been put to the test in this Legislature 
and have been exemplified in the considera- 
tion of the so-called Seymour-Pendleton bill. 

We have seen In the corridors of the Capitol 
either the trustees of the various institutions 
affected by these bills or their rcpresentativas 
using every influence within their power for 
the purpose of defeating the measures. We 
have seen local boards of trade and local mer- 
chants not only appealing to the members 
from their respective localities for the defeat 
of these measures, but even demanding that 
the measures be withdrawn. 

When local communities or the business men 
of leading towns publish to the Legislature and 
to the world that they demand that their rep- 
resentatives in the Legislature shall abandon 
measures of this nature because of threatened 
loss of business it is a virtual admission that 
the loss to the localities would be a saving to 
the taxpayers of the State and constitute a 
very strong reason why the proposed legisla- 
tion BhouM be adopted. While these boards 
of trade and other like bodies are making such 
strenuous efforts before the Legislature, I fail 
to find one recommendation emanating from 
them in the interest of economy. 

The Board of Examiners of this State, of 
which the Attorney-General and Secretary of 
State, both upright Republicans, are members, 
will bear out the executive in his statement 
that the extravagance of these institutions and 
the burdens placed upon the people by their 
mismanagement are things so far beyond the 
conception of the people that, if known, they 
would create a storm of general indignation 
which would cause local trustees and local 
merchants to pause before assaying to dictate 
to the Legislature what ought to be done in the 
interest of the people. 

The Investigation made by the Board of Ex- 
aminers show that but few Institutions are not 
in violation of the letter and spirit of the law, 
misapplying public funds, in some places us- 
ing the maintenance fund for the purpose of 
making purchases and improvements, and In 
others spending money for the State in luxur- 
ies for the heads of the departments such as 
would not be contemplated by any judicial 
regulation, and in still others maintaining 
many inmates that should not be there. 

The maintenance of State officers, housed find 
cared for at the expense of the people, is an 
item in the list of extravagances of no small 
Importance. The Attorney-General, the Secre- 
tary of State, the Surveyor-General and other 
officials of equal abllltv, who are elected by the 
people, receive but $3000 a year to maintain 
themselves, whereas persons selected for im- 
portant positions in State Institutions by local 
boards aro allowed larger salaries by these 
boards, and arc maintained in luxury at the 
expense of the State. 

This measure that I now recommend to you 
has no politics in It, but la a proposition of 
such great importance to the people and will 
work so great a saving to them that I feel even 
at this late hour of the session called upon to 



urge its passage, so that something may be 
done to change the existing state of affairs In 
California and give the people some relief, for 
which they are asking, and to which they are 
entitled. 

I hope you will pass this measure, and that I 
may not be compelled in the future, In the 
selection of boards of trustees of the Institu- 
tions affected by It, to select three men who 
will be members of each and every board, and 
thereby, under the law, constitute a Board of 
Charities in fact, although not in 



IGNORES THE MESSAGE. 



Virtual Defeat of the Bill the 
Governor Wanted. 



Sacramento, March 7.— No fiercer con- 
test has been waged this session than that 
which was precipitated upon the Assem- 
bly this evening by the message from 
Governor Budd. 

Pendleton's bill, identical with that of 
Senator Seymour's, vliich gives a board of 
three commissioners the entire controling 
power of the Mendocino, Napa, Stockton, 
Agnews and the Southern California asy- 
lums for the insane, the Industrial Home 
fur the Adult Blind at Oakland, the Deaf, 
Dumb and Blind Asylum at Berkeley, the 
Home for Feeble-minded Children, the 
Whittier school and Preston School of In- 
dustry at lone, has been awaiting action 
on the urgency file for some time. It gives 
these three commissioners power to engage 
all employes and buy all supplies. 

Naturally such a bill would be regarded 
with suspicion when coming to a Repub- 
lican Legislature from a Democratic Gov- 
ernor. It was natural that the Democrats 
should try to advance the measure, but 
when Republicans tried to give the Gov- 
ernor the power of appointing a commis- 
sion that would control more patronage 
than the Governor himself the House 
called a halt and it did so by 45 ayes to 25 
noes. The roll call was as follows:

This vote was (aken on a proposition by 
Huber of Los Angeles to strike out the 
section of the bill enumerating the institu- 
tions over which the commissioners were 
to exercise control. 

It is hardly probable that the bill would 
have come up had it not been for the Gov- 
ernor's message. While the urgency file 
was being considered the Sergeant-at-Arms 
announced a message from the Governor. 

Under pressure of this statement, Pen- 
dleton had his measure considered out of 
order. 

This aroused Hubar. He objected to 
taking the measure up out of order. "The 
gentleman from Los Angeles was in the 
House last night live ^.linutcs before the 
bill was called last night," he said. "Five 
minutes after it had been passed on the 
file because of his absence, he returned. 
This it seems to me is very significant, 
when we consider that the bill is eagerly 
brought forward as soon as the Governor's 
message with its covert threat arrives." 

Pendleton protested that there were no 
politics in the bill. He urged that it was 
for economy's sake. One concession he 
gladly agreed to. This was an amend- 
ment providing that no more than two of 
the Commissioners should be of the same 
political belief. 

Thomas of Nevada also joined in defense 
of the bill. He told how costly the present 
boards of directors were and of the im- 
mense sqving that would follow having 
three directors for all the homes instead of 
five for each one. 

Huber wanted to amend by striking out 
the Whittier School, and then moved to 
strike out the whole of section 5, enumer- 
ating the schools to be governed by the 
new board. This would, of course, be equiv- 
alent to killing the bill. 

North of Alameda and Spencer of Lassen 
supported Huber. 

Bachman. Reid and Laugenour, all Dem- 
ocrats, made stirring speeches in favor of 
the bill. 

Jones of Stockton denounced thebill as 
most iniquitous. The Democratic Gov- 
ernor, by trying to force his will upon the 
Assembly, he said, was following closely 
in the footsteps of President Cleveland. 

Nelson, Wade and Wavmirealso opposed 
the bill. 

Laugenour said that the present Boards 
of Directors discriminated in favor of local 
merchants. This he thought the commis- 
sion would correct. 

Then the amendment was voted upon 
and section five killed. 

A consultation was held between the ad- 
vocates of the bill. At length Laugenour 
gave notice that he would "reconsider the 
vote by which the bill had been killed." 

Upon a point of order being raised he 
changed his motion. This time he gave 
notice of his intention on the next Legis- 
lative day to consider the vote by which 
the amendment was lost. Again a point 
of order was called upon him. As the con- 
sideration had to be ruled on this evening 
he knew the House was against him. 

Another hole was punched in the bill by 
striking out the tenth section, ordering the 
State Treasurer to turn over all moneys to 
the commissioners when they should be 
appointed. 

Then further consideration of the bill 
was postponed till to-morrow. 

LIEU LANDS INVESTIGATION. 

Governor Budd Seeks Informa- 
tion From Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wright. 



Sacramento, March 7. — The lieu-land 
squabble which has developed over a bill 
introduced in the Legislature probably 
prompted the following:

MEMBERS VIOLATE PLEDGES. 



In Spite of the Opposition the Meas- 
ure Passes by a Good 
Majority. 



Sacramento, March ".—In the Assembly 
this afternoon there was a long debate on 
bill 501, the idea of which came from the 
San Francisco Board of Trade, proposing 
to lessen the amount of expenses necessary 
for an insolvent debtor to turn over his 
goods to his creditors. The bill is the work 
of the Judiciary Committee, and was the 
result of long, hard work by men who rec- 
ognized the viciousness of the present sys- 
tem. 

But the word went around that the bill 
was intended to give the "rich merchants 
of San Francisco" a lever with which to 
pay their bills. It was on this ground 
alone that the fight was made. 

When the bill first came up Reid of Trin- 
ity had an amendment he wanted accept- 
ed. The law in its present form makes it 
a prima facie evidence of intent to defraud 
if a merchant mortgages any of his prop- 
erty within thirty days of tiie time he goes 
into insolvency. Keid wanted this stricken 
out. He argued that the banks would fear 
to loan money to merchants whose credit 
was shaky, and that the latter would often 
be ."orced to the wall when, if they could 
mortgage their property, they would have 
been able to weather the storm. 

Powers of San Francisco spoke of the 
frequency with which convenient brothers- 
in-law got property on mortgage. To 
amend the bill at the present stage of pro- 
ceedings was endangering its passage. He 
thought the gentleman should have put in 
his amendments before, when the bill was 
being carefully considered. "The bill is 
only against the dishonest debtor," he said. 
"The debtor class cannot be opposed to it, 
since it lessens the amount of expense 
they now have to endure to make a settle- 
ment. The only men who will be injured 
will be lawyers, who will lose fees, and the 
sheriffs, whose bills will be cut down ma- 
terially." 

Bulla of Los Angeles announced that 
every honest debtor would be in favor of 
the bill. "He will no longer have to go 
down in ignominy as only paying 10 cents 
on the dollar, because the fees of the 
Sheriff, keepers, assignee and attorneys 
have eaten up all his property," said he. 
"Instead he will be able to show that he 
was able to return at least 35 or 40 cents." 

Judge Waymire and Mr. Spencer spoke 
in the same line, showing the value of the 
bill and its many terrors for the man who 
would try to cheat his creditors. 

Then the previous question was moved. 
Keid wanted a chance to close the debate, 
but the ruling of the previous question 
shut him out. Reid's amendment was lost. 

Then the question of the passage of the 
bill came up. Not enough votes were cast 
to carry the measure and a call of the 
House was demanded. As soon as the 
doors were closed the real lobbying began. 
It was evident that the pity for the mer- 
chant was only put on. The trouble lay in 
the fact that the Sheriffs' fees would be cut 
down. In San Francisco the perquisites 
of the Sheriff alone would be cut down at 
least $10,000. The Sheriffs of the smaller 
counties would lose porportionatcly. Of 
course their influence was actively at work, 
and the rumors of an active "sack" grew 
to ominous proportions. 

There were large enough interests at 
stake to give these rumors the aspect of 
fact and a number of members were forced 
to object to the presence of lobbyists hov- 
ering about the doubtful members. At 
first it was thought the San Francisco dele- 
gation would be solid for the bill. Bettman, 
Dinkelspiel and Powers were foremost 
among those pressing the bill, although 
they were aided materially by all the lead- 
ing attorneys on the floor. 

At last the call of the House was dis- 
pensed with and the roll was finished. 
Then it was shown that the bill was passed 
by a vote of 44 to 30. One of the votes in 
the aflirmative was oast by Thomas of 
Nevada, who was actively fighting the bill 
in the interests of the Sheriff of his county. 
He moved a reconsideration for to-morrow. 

The action of those San Francisco mem- 
bers voting against the bill has caused 
much unfavorable comment. The Demo- 
cratic platform pledged its members to 
"aid the commercial and mercantile inter- 
ests and avoid unnecessary delays and 
needless expense by passing such amend- 
ments to the insolvent act as would shorten 
the time when assignees might be chosen 
to ten days, and limit the fees and ex- 
penses connected with keeping insolvents' 
assets, prior to the election of assignees, to 
the amount allowed Sheriffs for holding 
property under attachments." The reso- 
lution concluded: "And we pledge our 
legislative and municipal nominees to 
carry out the spirit of this resolution." 

Coughlin, McCarthy, O'Day and Twigg 
voted against the bill. 

The Republican platform pledged its 
legislative candidates to similar measures. 

Boothby, Devitt, Lewis, Merrill, Wilkin- 
son and Zocchi voted against the bill. 

Among the others who opposed the 
measure were: Ash, Cargill, Coleman, Col- 
lins, Gay, Holland, Huber, Hudson, Keen, 
Laugenour, Osborn, Pendleton. Price, 
Reid, Richards, Robinson, Sanford, Staley, 
Stansell and Tibbitts.

Sacramento. March 7.— There is no play 
in the actions of the Assembly now. When 
an opportunity comes for relaxation they 
take it. Every working hour is being taken 
advantage of. To-day an equal number of 
important bills were considered. 

Most of these were appropriation bills. 
The passage of the larger part was abso- 
lutely necessary to meet obligations al- 
ready incurred by the State. Other bills 
represent just claims. Measures asking 
for appropriations that are not an urgent 
necessity are very closely scrutinized and 
meet scant courtesy. 

Laugenour's bill appropriating $10,000 to 
pay the Commissioner of Public Works I 
and his employes for completing the labors 
ouMined when the commission was estab- j 
lished, was beaten by a vote of 37 to 28. 
Many members expressed the opinion that 
it would be well to abolish the commis- 
sion, and they were not in favor of allow- 
ing it any money. A call of the House 
was demanded, but receded from. Mr. 
Laugenour, however, gave notice of recon- 
sideration, and the bill will probably be 
passed to-morrow. 

Considerable discussion was evoked by 
the question as to whether the bill appro- 
priating $120,000 for additional buildings 
for the Home for the Inebriates at Los An- 
geles should be read a second time. 
Speaker Lynch resigned the chair to speak 
in its favor, showing that it was already 
crowded and that the appropriation had 
been cut down from $250,000 to its present 
size. The bill passed to its third reading. 

Reid objected strenuously to the bill ap- 
propriating $4750 to pay the California 
Demokrat, a German paper, for printing 
the constitutional amendments last year. 
Bachman of Fresno read the section of the 
constitution directing that the amend- 
ments be printed only in English, and de- 
clared that to pay the bill would be uncon- 
stitutional. After lowering the amount 
allowed to $2000 the bill was passed to its 
third reading. 

Among the bills finally passed in the 
Assembly were: 

Appropriating $25,0O0 for the completion 
and equipment of the branch of the Deaf and 
Dumb Asylum at Berkeley. 

Appropriating 3JJ306 to pay Ira H, Locey and 
Henry Locey for services to the State Board of 
Forestry. 

Appropriating $1131 to pay C. 8. Merrill for 
services as stenographer upon Court of Inquiry 
held in San Francisco September 8, 1894. 

Appropriating $831 to pay moneys advanced 
the forestry stations by the State University. 

Appropriating 5*00 for two additional clerks 
and a phonographic reporter for the Attorney- 
General. 

Appropriating If5000 for the Home for 
Soldiers' Widows and Orphans and Army 
Nurses at Evergreen.

POLICE COMMISSION BILL. 



The Assembly Votes Against the 
Measure. 



Sacramento, March 7. — An unexpected 
opposition has arisen to the scheme to 
abolish the life tenure of the Police Com- 
missioners, and to-night the bill was voted 
down in the Assembly. For several days 
it has been known that a vigorous light 
would be made against the bill of the Ju- 
diciary Committee. The bill was framed 
by a Republican committee. It is being 
urged by Cutter of Yuba, an ardent Re- 
publican, yet it is being opposed on the 
ground that it is a Democratic measure. 

The San Francisco delegation is divided 
on clear political lines, those voting for the 
proposition being: Coughlin, Devine, 
Dwyer, Healey, McCarthy, O'Day 
and Twigg, all Democrats. Those voting 
against the bill were : Bettman, Boothby, 
Devitt, Dinkelspeil, Dixon, Lewis, Merrill, 
Powers, Wilkinson and Zocchi, all Rebub- 
licans. Ewing, the Populistic Republican, 
voted with the Democrats and then 
changed his vote to "no," in order to move 
a reconsideration. In the total the vote 
stood, 31 to 37. 

There was no fight over the measure to- 
day. It came up as the special order and 
an unsuccessful attempt was made to stave 
it off. Since this could not be done 
opponents of the measure moved the pre- 
vious question to prevent amendments, de- 
feated a demand for a call of the House, 
put it on its final passage and beat it. 

The truth then appeared. The oppo- 
nents|of the billjwere fighting to perpetuate 
bankers Alford and Tobin in office. The 
friends of the bill think that when the 
truth becomes known the allies of the Re-

Republican party to convey such power to 

the Democratic party, a power which they 
would undoubtedly make use of in tne in- 
terests of that party." 

"That is just the object," continued the 
Postmaster. "It was to lift the Police 
Department out of politics that I, as a 
member of the Legislature in 1878, secured 
the passage of a bill creating the present 
Police Commission. This act gave the ap- 
pointing power to the Judges of the Dis- 
trict Courts of the Fourth, Twelfth and 
Fifteenth districts and they appointed two 
Democrats, Major Hammond and Judge 
Tobin, and two Republicans, Mr. Alvord 
and Chief Crowley, who is ex-officio a 
member, to office. I, myself, advised the 
appointment of Crowley. 

"The complexion of the Legislature that 
passed this net was Democratic in both 
the Assembly and the Senate ; the Gov- 
ernor who signed the bill was a Democrat, 
Governor Irwin, and two of the three 
Judges who made the appointments were 
Democrats. Therefore it comes with very 
bad grace for Chief Crowley to raise the 
cry that this is a Democratic measure,

drafted and designed for the purpose of 
gaining control of the Police Commission 
for that party. He owes his office to the 
Democracy. The Chief is a good man, an 
honest man, has certainly earned his $4000 
a year for the last seventeen years, but 
that has nothing to do with the case. He 
above all men should try to keep the de- 
partment out of politics. 

"In such connection the department is a 
great power. In years gone by it has been 
used by different persons to serve private 
political ends. There is no question about 
that. It was a political machine. 

"When the people of San Francisco 
selected me to serve them as their chief 
executive I was immediately called upon 
to consider some 1500 applications for 
places on the police force then 
held by other men. I then saw the 
evil of politics in this department 
and determined to correct it. I did 
so when I went to the Legislature and 
after the hardest fight of my life succeeded 
in getting through the bill that created 
this august body. Now the members of 
the commission are all my enemies, and 
simply because I offered a little friendly 
criticism on the danger of allowing the de- 
partment to drift into politics; machine 
politics at that, the lowest, the nastiest 
politics. 

"I was the creator of this Police Depart- 
ment as much as I was the creator of any- 
thing in my life. I naturally feel an in- 
terest in it. I have watched its growth; 
studied its development, and when last 
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year I published an open letter to Chief 
Crowley, warning him of the danger that 
surrounded hini as head of the department, 
for I at once saw the drift of the time, he 
fell into a violent rape, and has not recov- 
ered from it since. 

"After fourteen years the 1'oliitf Commis- 
sion, non-partisan in character, and cre- 
ated through Democratic influence, had its 
independence destroyed through the death 
Major Hammond, a Democrat, and the ap- 
pointment of D. M. Burns, a boss Republi- 
can, to succeed him. Thus the non-parti- 
san character of the board was destroyed 
and the result is that it is now a party ma- 
chine. 

"It rested with Chief Crowley to say 
whether the department should be turned 
back into the political machine of seven- 
teen years ago. The drift of his mind is 
suggested in his appeal to keep the com- 
mission and the department strictly parti- 
san. I am in favor of the new charter," 
and the Postmaster left the impression 
with the interviewer that this was the 
remedy he had in mind for the evil of 
which he spoke.

Sax Jose, Cal., March 7.— The trial of 
the Barron will contest came to a close this 
afternoon by the rendering of a verdict in 
favor of the contestant, George Barron. 

The instructions of Judge Lorigan this 
morning seemed favorable to the widow of 
the testator, Eva Rose Barron, indicating 
that the preference of law was upon their 
side. The case was given to the jury at 11 
a. M., and they retired to deliberate. 

At 2 o'clock thisafternoon the jury came 
into court, and asked to hear read again the 
instructions as to undue influence. Juror 
Crandall also asked if the jury could bring 
in a verdict upon one of the special issues 
in the case, if there could not be an agree- 
ment upon both of them. 

The court said it was desirable, if pos- 
sible, to secure a verdict both upon the 
question of soundness and unsoundness of 
mind and undue influence. The jury 
again retired but soon returned with a 
verdict. After reading it the court ordered 
the contestant to pay over $648 jury fees, 
which was done. The clerkrof the court 
then read the verdict. 

It was only partial, as it answered only 
one of the special issues present. The ques- 
tion as to whether or not undue influence 
had been exercised by Eva Rose Barron 
upon Kdward Barron when he made his 
will was answered in the affirmative. On 
both counts the jury stood 9 to 3. 

At its own request the jury then listened 
to the reading of the instructions upon un- 
soundness of mind. They retired and soon 
brought in a verdict upon that issue, also 
in favor of the contestant. The question 
was: 

"Was Edward Barron upon February 4, 
18)2, the date when the will in question 
was subscribed by him, of sound mind?" 

The answer of the jury to this question 
was "no." 

There was much enthusiasm among the 
spectators in the courtroom upon this an- 
nouncement and Judge Lorigan had much 
difficulty in checking a rising storm of 
applause. 

On motion of Attorney Garber for the 
proponents a twenty-day stay of proceed- 
ings was granted, during which time the 
attorneys for the contestant will file a mo- 
tion for the revocation of the will.

A Suit Against the Trustee of the Michael 
Sultiran l'roperty. 

Sax Jose. March 7.— Mrs. Ellen Sheehan 
to-day commenced an action in the Su- 
perior Court to have her father's $145,000 
estate distributed. The property is now- 
held by her mother, Margaret Sullivan, by 
virtue of a deed executed by the latter's 
husband, Michael Sullivan. 

According to the complaint Sullivan was 
badly addicted to liquor, and in Septem- 
ber, 1887, his wife induced him, on the plea 
that he was getting old and firm and liable 
to be defrauded out of his property while 
under the influence of liquor, to deed her 
everything he possessed.

Minneapolis, March 7.— Erwht resumed 
his long effort before a jury for the life of 
Harry Hayward this morning. 

It developed that in the case of a con- 
viction — confidently expected by the State 
— immediate sentence would l>e moved. 
The defense has made every preparation 
for a stay and an appeal. Erwin was ex- 
pected to finish at 4 this afternoon, and if 
he does so Judge Smith will at once 
charge the jury. 

Not a third of the crowd applying for 
admission this morning got into the 
room, which was packed to suffocation. 

Erwin attacked the testimony of Blixt, 
which, he admitted, was the very focal 
point of the case. It was full of the most 
furious contradictions and inconsistencies, 
and unworthy of credence, he said. The 
immunity promised by the State to Blixt 
and Adry Hayward for the sake of con- 
victing Harry, he declared, was a revival 
of the vicious practice of turning State's 
evidence in vogue in England, and he 
called upon the jury to stamp it out. 

The end is not yet. At 5 o'clock Mr. Er- 
win turned to the court and asked for an 
hour to-morrow morning. The court was 
loth to grant the request. The members 
of the jury were suffering, but consent was 
finally given. All through the day Erwin 
i kept up one line, ta break down the evi- 
dence of Claus A. Blixt and incidentally 
that of Adry Hayward. 

The case will go to the jury at the close 
of the seventh week at noon to-morrow.

SACRAMEXTO'S <}KAXI> JURY. 

Two Indictment* That Created Surprise 
at the Capital. 

Sacramento, March 7.— The Grand Jury, 
which has been in session for several weeks, 
made a partial report this afternoon, re- 
turning seven indictments, the principal 
ones being those found against William P 
Rutherford, a member of the local police 
force, who is charged with manslaughter, 
and against Charles .f. Merkley, Justice of 
the Peace for Sutter Township, near this 
city, charging him with the crime of per- 
jury. 

The charge upon which Policeman 
Rutherford is indicted is the shooting 
while on duty of a young lad named Smith. 
The shooting took place on May 28, 1894. 
On the evening in question a man was gar- 
roted and Rutherford suspecting a group 
of young men attempted to arrest them. 
One, Elmer Smith, ran away and refusing 
to halt the officer fired a shot, as he says, 
merely to frighten the fugitive and cause 
him to stop. The bullet, however, struck 
and killed Smith. The officer was ex- 
| onerated by the Coroner's jury and nothing 
I was ever done about the matter until now. 
Justice Merkley was a member of the 
Republican County Central Committee, 
and swore before the Grand Jury that he 
did not accept the sum of $200 to change 
his vote from one faction to the other. 
On the other hand it is claimed that the 
Grand Jury possess evidence that will 
prove that he did receive that sum. Both 
j men have been released on $5000 bonds. 

The present Grand Jury, of which Hugh 
| La Rue, Railroad Commissioner, Is chair- 
] man, is conceded to be the best that ever 
sat in Sacramento County.

Santa Cbcz, March 7.-For the fifth time 
in nearly three years the divorce case of 
Elizabeth Stewart vs. Dr. J. A. Stewart i 
was to-day continued for trial in the 
Superior Court by request of plaintiff, who 
asked that a commission be issued to take I 
the testimony of Mrs. J. Dickson in Bos- 
ton. Each postponement has been at the 
request of plaintiff, while defendant was 
always ready for trial. Whenever the case 
comes to trial, which is expected to be next 
month, it will prove among the most sen- 
sational ever known in this county. The 
property involved is estimated to be worth 
$60,000 or more. 

According to the story of the attorneys 
the Stewarts were married in Scotland 
many years ago. Then they went to Foo 
Chow, China, where Dr. 8tewart built up 
an extensive practice. To educate their 
children Mrs. Stewart went to Europe, 
remaining there some years. After the 
defendant had accumulated a eompetency 
he returned to Scotland on a visit to rela- 
tives and met his half sister, Mrs. Cathe- 
rine McKenzie, who bad a large medical 
practice in Boston. Dr. Stewart talked of 
going to Central America, but Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie advised him to locate in California 
or New Mexico. He finally came to this 
county, purchasing a vineyard.

Fresno, March 7.— The first general gath- 
ering of raisin-growers this year was held 
in Kutner Hall this afternoon. It was the 
result of a call issued by Thomas E. 
Hughes, F. C. White, William Harvey and 
other large growers who for some weeks 
past have been working on plans for a 
raisin combine to take the place of that of 
last year. 

Thomas E. Hughes presided at the meet- 
ing, which was well attended by represen- 
tative raisin-growers. Itlasted three hours 
and the recommendations of the projectors 
were unanimously supported. Several 
representatives from Kings County were 
present. 

The marketing of the crops is to be in 
the absolute control of a committee com- 
posed of one or more delegates from each 
district. The sole power to represent a 
district will be left to the delegate. The 
central committee will meet often during 
the season, and will determine the prices 
and styles of packing. The receipts from 
sales are to be divided among the packing 
districts in proportion to the number of 
boxes of raisins each house has ready for 
shipment. No one who is not a grower 
can belong to the combine. 

As the packers themselves elect the 
members of the executive committee there 
will be no chance for commission men to 
gain control. 

T. C. White, a raisin-grower and promi- 
nent banker, is confident that the money 
necessary for building the packing-houses, 
holding goods, etc., can be obtained from 
the local banks. One dollar a ton will be 
taken from the pack of each district to pay 
the cost of building the packing-house of 
each district. Five dollars -a ton can be 
saved to the growers by packing their own 
raisins. This single item means a saving 
of $200,000 to the growers of the valley. 

A ma=s-meeting was called for Saturday, 
March 16, and meetings will be held all 
over this and adjoining counties before 
that time, to discuss the prgposed plan. 

T. C. White, Colin Chisholm, Jacob 
Vogel and William Harvey were appointed 
to draft a constitution and set of by-laws 
which will be distributed widely before the 
mass-meeting. The feeling among growers 
is much better than for a long time past. 

From January, 1894, to January, 1895, 
there were shipped from Fresno, Kings, 
Tulare and Madera counties about 3700 
cars of raisins. Of these a large part bore 
the seal of the "State of California Raisin 
Growers' and Packers' Company." The 
total shipment for last year was 200 cars 
greater than that of the preceding year. 
Ninety per cent of the growers of the four 
counties named entered last year's com- 
bine, but of these 1400 growers only 550 
actually bought stock. 

During the season thirteen official in- 
spectors were employed to oversee the 
packing in the different houses. It is gen- 
erally believed that last year's combine 
was a failure because the commission men 
were allowed to control the organization. 
After an existence of a few months it 
broke up. 

Five or six years ago raisins brought the 
grower 5 cents a pound, cash being paid at 
the time of delivery to the packing-house. 
Last year many growers received only 
enough to pay the actual cost of picking. 
Cash sales have brought only from 1 to 2 
cents for the finest raisins, and a number 
of growers have fed their crops to hogs. 

The recommendations of the projectors 
of the new combine are as follows: 

1. That a c o-opiTntive raisin-packing com- 
pany be formed In each raisin district. 

2. That such co-operative company shall con- 
sist of rai^in-groners only, who shall be 
pledged to oppose the present system of mar- 
keting the crop through the commission 
packer. 

3. That each co-operative company when 
formed shall officiate with a central marketing 
committee, whic h committee shall consist of 
one member to be setected by each of the affil- 
iated co-operative companies. Such committee 
shall market all raisins that arc packed by Its 
tributary packing companies direct with the 
Eastern wholesale trader for cash, and not, as 
heretofore, through the agency of Eastern 
brokers. 

5. That each grower shall be entitled to re- 
ceive from his imckingcompanyon the security 
of his crop an advance sufficient to enable him 
to pick, and when the crop Is delivered at the 
packing house he shall be entitled to a further 
advance not to exceed in all 50 per cent of the 
market value. 

8. That each district be encouraged to build 
packing houses as near to the railroad as pos- 
sible, which packing houses, together with the 
necessary machinery, should not cost more 
than $2000.

The 
trophy striven for was a cup, which the 
college winning the race for two years in 
succession was to possess. Princeton won 
the first year and Pennsylvania last year. 
To-day the Pennsylvania athletic authori- 
ties received a letter from Dr. James Jr. 
notifying them that the Princeton team 
would not race this year, and would lose 
the cup by default. 



Judge Risley lieellnes to Grant a Decree 
to Plaintiff. 

Fresno, March 7.— Judge E. W. Risley 
to-day denied a divorce to Lillian Denicko 
from Martin Denicke on the ground that 
there had been a condonation by the wife. 
The case was tried behind closed doors. 

Denicke was a rich bachelor, twenty 
years older than his bride. There was 
trouble almost from the day of their mar- 
riage a few months ago. But after each 
offense the husband begged and was 
granted forgiveness. The court, in deny- 
ing the divorce, severely arraigned the 
plaintiff and defendant for having agreed 
upon the terms of the distribution of their 
large proportion of property. 

A counter suit begun by the husband has 
been abandoned. 



"PARSOX" DAVIES' STARS. 

He Has Arranged an Exhibition of Some 
Clerer lioxers. 
Kansas City, March 7.— "Parson" Davies 
of Chicago has made arrangements for an 
exhibition of his stars at the Auditorium 
in this city Monday evening. The pro- 
gramme will include a four-round go be- 
tween Tommy Ryan, the famous welter- 
weight, and Enimctt Mallory, the Kansas 
City middle-weight. Joe Choynskt will 
also meet Mike Madden, the local heavy- 
weight, in a four-round contest.

Steamship Havel Goes 
Aground in GedneysJ 
Channel. 



All Efforts of Tugs to Release 
the Big Vessel Made 
in Vain. 



New York, March 7.— The North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Havel went ashore 
on the north shore of Gedney's channel 
early to-night, while entering the harbor. 
Most of the passengers were asleep and no 
excitement prevailed. At the time of the 
accident Pilot Conner was in charge. The 
engines were reversed when the buoy 
marking the entrance of the channel was 
observed alongside the vessel, whose stern 
fell off to port, and before her headway 
could be stopped she ran aground on the' 
bar north of the outer buoy which indi- 
cates the entrance to the channel. The ice 
in the harbor had again made useless the 
electric lamps, and the buoy not being 
lighted, was not seen until too late to pre- 
vent the steamship grounding. The en- 
gines were at once reversed at full speed" 
but failed to move the vessel. 

When the tide began to fall the Havel 
listed heavily to the starboard. Eight' tugs 
were soon alongside the steamer in 
readiness to assist in floating her at high 
tide. There were 185 cabin and_271 steer- 
age passengers on the boat. 

The steamboat George Starr and another 
side-wheel steamer took off some of the 
passengers during the afternoon. One of 
the crew said that the Havel lay in a very 
bad position, laying northeast, with her 
hows toward Rockaway. At low water 
her bow below the water mark showed ten 
feet of water, and her stern propeller was 
half out of the water. 

At 4:30 o'clock this afternoon, when it 
was high water, the tugs repeatedly pulled 
on the steamer, but their united efforts, 
with the assistance of the steamer's en- 
gines, did not succeed in getting her off. 

At 6 p. M. a dispatch from Sandy Hook 
said the position of the vessel was un- 
changed and that the tugs were leaving her. 

Among the saloon passengers on the 
Havel are twelve officers of the Japanese 
army, who have been ordered home by 
their Government. They have been study- 
ing the tactics of the German army in 
Germany for some time past. They will 
start for Japan via San Francisco. 

XO ACID HAS USED. 

Union Pacific Detertires Puzzled Over the 
Check- Raising. 
Omaha, March 7.— Agent Tecl of the 
Underwood Chemical Paper Company is 
in Omaha to inspect the raised Union Pa- 
cific checks which were so cleverly manip- 
ulated in Denver a few days ago. He said 
that had the writing in the body of the 
check been heavy no acid would have re- 
moved it, and he is of the opinion that 
some other means were employed other 
than acid to remove the ink marks. Ac- 
cording to the officials no more checks 
have appeared, and they feel sure that the 
experts have moved ou to other railroads. 
The secret service force of the Union Pa- 
cific is at work on the matter and startling 
developments are promised.

Baltimore, March 7. — Captain Glori 
gives his side of the existing trouble with 
Fitzsimmons in about the followinK words: 

"Fitzsimmons and I realized before the 
company was organized that if he could 
force Champion Corbett to make a match 
with him we would make money with 
a show with which he was connected. 
When the time came for signing the 
articles of agreement and putting up the 
first stake deposit of $2o00 we had cleared 
$1500 with our show already, $750 of which, 
of course, was mine according to the 
partnership agreement. I then skirmished 
around and got a friend to advance us 
$1000, making the required sum for the 
first deposit. 

"The show continued successfully, and 
there was not much trouble in gathering 
the second $2800. Meanwhile we reached 
St. Louis. Fitzsimmons was throwing 
away all the money we made, in the most ! 
reckless fashion. He was spending from 
$00 to $i«J a week on hotel bills alone. He 
bought a diamond ring costing $850 and 
clothes worth $050. To aggravate matters 
he had himself interviewed in several 
cities, and stated that all the money on 
deposit with the stakeholders for his match 
with Corbett was his alone. I spoke to 
him about this and his extravagance. 
Then it was that he turned on me and 
used epithets that I could not afford to 
notice. 

"He wanted me to break the agreement 
with him. This I consented to do if he 
would only refund the $750 which I had 
in the original stake. I got the richest 
cursing I ever heard for my pains. Now 
comes the statement from Fitzsimmons 
that he has dissolved the company, of 
which I am half owner, and formed a new- 
one, known as the Martin Julian Specialty 
Company. This, I take it, is in contempt 
of the ruling of the Buffalo Judge, and it 
is liable to make trouble for my ex-friend 
from Australia. 

"Fitzsimmons is acting the part of an in- 
gratc. For four months he was without a 
cent. I housed and fed him out of pure 
pity .for his condition, and after I ad- 
vanced him money to start out on the road 
again he takes the earliest opportunity to 
throw me down. But that is not of con- 
cern to the outside public." 

Fitzsimmons says: "Glori's comments 
in reference to my meeting Corbett are be- 
neath contempt and need.no reply. In 
Buffalo a receiver was appointed, Captain 
Olori lieing notified of my desire for a I 
termination of our agreement. The court 
directed that Captain Olori could not pre- 
vent my playing for any one else, and that 
he (Glori) would have to look to his legal 
right for damages, if he suffered any by 
the contract not being carried out. 

"The organization made money each 
week, with the exception of two, the pro- 
ceeds being divided. These weeks, when 
we were short, Mrs. Fitzsimmons, from 
her own pocket, loaned the concern the 
money to meet the necessary expenses. 

"There is $750 of the side bet which be- 
longs to Glori. Of this $500 was borrowed, 
and this has been paid back. On more 
than one occasion I have offered to repay 
his $750, and if he will call on my attorney 
in this city to-morrow it can be very 
readily arranged. My contract with the 
Martin Julian Specialty Company is sim- 
ply as a performer. If he pays me my sal- 
ary weekly in advance I will perform for 
him, but not otherwise. The articles 
Glori says I published for myself and my 
wife with the proceeds of the show were 
paid for out of my wife's income, and his 
statement ii absolutely false and ma- 
licious."

Birmingham, Ala., March 7. — News 
reached here to-day from Temprane Oak, 
Limestone County, of a triple tragedy 
which occurred there last evening, as the 
result of which James and Martin Lentz, 
brothers, are dead, and Luke Coleman is 
seriously wounded. 

AU were prominent young men and the 
best of friends until a few days ago, when 
Coleman repeated a story, which he claimed 
the Lentz boys told him, which was 
defamatory to the character of several of 
the highly connected young ladies in the 
neighborhood. 

When friends of the young ladies heard 
the story they began to trace it down. 
Coleman referred them to the Lentz boys, 
but the latter denied they had told the 
story. This caused bad blood between the 
young men, and last evening when Cole- 
man was returning home he was waylaid 
by the Lentz boys. They sprang out as he 
passed, and one of them seized his horse's 
bridle while the other struck him with a 
rock and shot him in the arm. 

Coleman quickly returned the fire with 
a revolver. James Lentz was shot in the 
abdomen and Martin in the lungs. Cole- 
man then rode hurriedly away, sending 
medical aid to the wounded men. but both 
have since died. Public sympathy seem - 
to be with Coleman, who claims self- 
defense.

Oppose the New 
Law. 



IT HAS NO UNIFORMITY. 



Lawyer Guthrie So Argues Be- 
fore the Supreme 
Court. 



CEETAIN CONCERNS FAVORED. 



Companies In New York Exempted 
Purposely by the Wording of 
the Act. 



AVaphinoton, March 7.— The Supreme 
Court dui not reach the income-tax cases 
until S o'clock to-day, when W. D. (iuthrie 
was recognised to open the case for the ap- 
pellants. He appeared especially for 
Messrs. Pollock and Hyde, who appealed 
their cases against the Farmers' and Conti- 
nental Trust companies of New York from 
the decision of the I'nited States Court of 
Appeals for the southern dl>trict of New 
York. Mr. Guthrie devoted himself to an 
outline of the argument proposed to be 
made by the counsel for the appellants and 
had not concluded when the court at 4 
o'clock adjourned for the day. He stated 
they would depend principally upon show- 
ing that the present income-tax law was 
unconstitutional because of its want of uni- 
formity, and quoted at length from the 
provision of the law to show that the tax 
is not uniform, contending that Congress 
had no right under the constitution to 
levy a tax for the duty, excise or import, 
which was variable or lacking in uniform- 
ity as to individuals and corporations, be- 
cause it was the fundamental rule that 
burdens in these respects should be equal 
upon all. 

Guthrie said the two cases against the 
trust companies were very similar, but that 
he would devote himself principally to the 
Pollock case, because in that case the in- 
terests involved were greater than in the 
other, hut while this company conducts an 
immense business its business is one which 
might be carried on as well by a private 
partnership as by a stock company, in 
which case it would be exempt under the 
laws from the income tax. 

He said Pollock was a shareholder in 
this company, the net income or profits of 
which during the past year, subject to the 
income tax. exceeds $300,000, of which 
$.V).oOO represents rents of real estate and 
about $60,000 investments in municipal 
bonds, which latter investment could not, 
he claimed, be taxed under a former de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. Guthrie 
asserted that the provision of the law ex- 
empting all incomes under $4000 would 
cause it to fall upon less than 2 per cent of 
the population of the United States and 
the law was therefore class legislation. He 
also showed that the tax was not uniform 
as regards corporations, of which a favored 
class were exempted, as, for instance, 
mutual insurance companies and building 
associations, as well as partnerships and 
religious and benevolent institutions. 

As to the exemption of churches, benev- 
olent concerns, etc., counsel would have 
nothing to say, as there was enough in the 
other exemptions in cases where the ex- 
emptions were in the interest of share- 
holders, thougn called by another name, 
to afford sufficient text for all they could 
say. As illustrative of the effect of the 
operation of the law he pointed out that an 
individual owning real estate bringing an 
income of $8000 would pay $80 in taxes, 
while a corporation would be required to 
pay double that amount. He also in- 
stanced the case of a partnership of five 
persons doing a business amounting to 
$50,000 a year which would be required to 
pay no tax, while a corporation composed 
of the same persons would be compelled to 
pay $500. In a word, he said, the applica- 
tion of the law would vary according to 
ownership. 

The corporation was only an aggregation 
of individuals, and in moifccorporations a 
part, at least, of the stock, was owned by 
the middle classes. Guthrie dwelt upon 
the exemption in the interest of the build- 
ing and loan associations, who were, he 
said, relieved of the annual payment of 
$600,000, and whose assets, it has been 
asserted, were greater than the combina- 
tion of all the national banks. All men 
would have to do to evade the operations 
of the law would be to organize building 
Bnd loan associations. He argued if the 
present law should be held to be constitu- 
tional, Concress could levy a duty of 25 per 
cent on the imports of individuals and of 
50 per cent of those of corporations, or if 
the sentiment in Congress should change, 
it could as easily reverse the process and 
favor the corporations. The principle 
would be the same. 

Referring to the exemption made in the 
interests of mutual insurance companies, 
he asserted that in the United States there 
were 1900 such companies and that of 
these 1600 were doing business on the mu- 
tual plan, and he said in New York alone 
the wording of the act exempting such 
companies would relieve a thousand mil- 
lion dollars' worth of property fromjts op- 
eration. The leading mutual insurance 
company would secure the benefit of an 
exemption on its income amounting to 
$200,000 per year, while its rival, oreanized 
on the stock plan, would have to pay its 
income tax. This advantage was given in 
the law, he asserted, simply because some 
one wanted to favor some particular mu- 
tual company. 

Taking up the provision of the constitu- 
tion requiring uniformity in levying im- 
ports, taxes, etc., he refuted the argument 
that the word uniformity was meant to 
have only a geographical application to 
prevent discriminating in favor of one 
State as against another, but contended it 
was meant to secure equality of taxation. 

Guthrie will resume his argument at 12 
o'clock to-morrow. 



LUBIX'S PLAN IXDORSMIi. 

Remedies for the Depression in the Frier 
of Farm Products. 

Washington, March ".—Last December a 
resolution passed the House requiring the 
Committee on Agriculture to investigate 
and report what is the cause of the depres- 
sion in prices of farm products, detrimental 
to farmers' interests generally. A majority 
of the committee have filed a report in 
which they say chief among the causes of 
depression were the demonetization of sil- 
ver, the high tariff and food adulteration, 
and that the remedy lies in the adoption of 
the plan proposed by D. 1-ubin of Sacra- 
mento, Cat., when he appeared before that 
committee last December, viz.: a bounty 
on certain agricultural products. Then 



there must be anti-option and pure-food 
bills passed by Congress and silver must 
be remonctized before there can be any sub- 
stantial relief for farmers. 



BVT1NG AMERICAN CLOTH. 

New Market for Woolen Goods Found in 
Engla nd . 

■Washington, March 7.— Anomalous as it 
may appear, American cloth is being sold 
in the English markets and right in the 
center of the English clotli-manufacturing 
districts. United States Consul Meeker, 
who has reported the fact to the State De- 
partment, says this seems to justify the 
predictions made at the time of the pas- 
sage of the Wilson tariff act. He states 
that a representative of an American 
house has been buying English cloth in 
England and has at the same time been 
selling cloth there. The American cloth 
is woolen stuff suitable for coating and 
men's suiting, selling at from 50 to 60 
cents per yard.' The English merchants 
pronounce it to be superior cloth for the 
grade, made of short woo] and cannot see 
how it can be produced and sold for the 
price. 

JTO FREE SEEIi FOB FARMERS. 

An Item Left Out of One Appropriation 

at Ctttelani'M Request. 
Washington, March 7.— It transpired to- 
day that the agricultural appropriation bill 
as passed by Congress omits the usual ap- 
propriation of $:iti0,000 for seeds, to be dis- 
tributed to farmers by members of Con- 
gress. The conferees on this bill received 
a quiet tip from the White House that 
President Cleveland would veto the bill if 
this provision for seed distribution was in- 
cluded. The conferees eliminated this 
item, but made no report of the same to 
the House and Senate for fear of raising a 
row that might endanger the bill's passage. 
There is now some talk among members- 
elect of holding an investigation into this 
matter in the next Congress and to place 
the responsibility where it belongs. 



C1TIL SERVICE AMENDMENTS 

Some Important Provisions 
Are approved by the 
President. 



Good Character and Faithful 
Work to Figure in Pro- 
motions. 



Washington, March 7.— The President 
has approved sundry amendments of the 
civil service rules. These amendments 
were largely formal and were made neces- 
sary in consequence of the recent exten- 
sion of the classification in the depart- 
mental service to include messengers, as- 
sistant messengers and watchmen and 
classification of the internal revenue ser- 
vice. One of the amendments gives the 
Civil Service Commission authority in its 
discretion to reject the application or to 
refuse the certification of an applicant who 
has been guilty of a crime or of infamous 
or notoriously disgraceful conduct. Prior 
to this amendment the commission only 
had the ]>ower with reference to certifica- 
tion in such cases. 

Age limitations have been prescribed for 
the new classes brought within the classi- 
fied service by the recent extension. These 
limits are for messengers or assistant mes- 
sengers not under IS; for page or mes- 
senger-boy not under 14 nor over 18 years 
of age. 

A further amendment provides for trans- 
fers from the internal revenue service to a 
bureau in the Treasury Department in 
which business relating to the internal 
revenue is transacted and from such a 
bureau to the internal revenue service, this 
amendment being in all respects similar to 
the provision now existing with reference 
to transfers from the customs service to 
the Treasury Department, and from the 
department to the customs service. A 
proviso has been added which authorizes 
transfers from one department in Wash- 
ington to another without examination. 
This amendment has been made in view of 
the fact that the service law has now been 
in operation in departmental service more 
than eleven years, and that a large propor- 
tion of the employes now in these depart- 
ments have entered the service through 
the civil service examinations, and the 
further fact that those who have not been 
so appointed have had long experience 
and have acquired valuable knowl- 
edge not only of the business 
of the department in which they 
are employed, but of the public service 
generally. In view of these considerations, 
it was believed the time had come when 
transfers from one department to another, 
where the transfer is to be to a place and a 
class of duties similar to those performed 
in the department from which the trans- 
fer is made, might be without examina- 
tion and without detriment to the public 
interest. A further amendment to the 
rules provides that persons appointed as 
messengers, assistant messengers, watch- 
men or in any other subordinate capacity 
below the position of clerk and copyist, 
may be transferred after completing the 
probation of six months, if not debarred 
by age limitations, to any other like sub- 
ordinate positions. But they may not be 
promoted to the position of clerk or copy- 
ist, or to any place the duties of which are 
clerical. An exception is made with re- 
gard to printers' assistants in the Bureau 
of Printing and Engraving, who are only 
eligible to transfer to the grade of opera- 
tives in that b ureau.^ 

REV. MR. /f At' II K DISAPPEARS. 

There Is Mueh Mystery Connected With 
the Missing Man. 

Nkw York, March 7. — The disappearance 
of the Rev. John Owen Bache, New York 
financial agent of the Union Central Insur- 
ance Company of Cincinnati, is still unex- 
plained. President Pattison of the com- 
pany, who is in charge of Bache's office 
here, said to-day : 

"The more thought I give to this unfor- 
tunate affair the more perplexed I become. 
Our company has all confidence in the in- 
tegrity of Mr. Raphe, anil we believe that 
all things will right themselves before 
long." 

President Pattison attributed Mr. Bache's 
disappearance to illness. Mr. Bache s pri- 
vate box in the office safe has not yet been 
opened. Mr. Bache was born in this city. 
His father was a wealthy coal merchant. 
The son inherited considerable property 
from his mother. He was assistant rector 
of Holy Trinity Church under the Rev. 
Staple King's pastorate. He left the min- 
istry to engage in the life insurance busi- 
ness. Bache was related to Bishop Burran 
of Trinity Church, who, it was said, fs a 
descendant of Benjamin Franklin. 

To Close a Texas Rank. 

Washington, March 7.— The Comptroller 
of the Currency has ordered Bank Exam- 
iner Johnson to close up the First National 
Bank of Texarkana, Tex. The capital 
stock of the bank is $50,000 ana the liabili- 
ties are $40,000. The stock, however, had 
become impaired and on the failure of the 
stockholders to make good the order to 
suspend was given.

Vindication for F. B. Noyes of 
the Associated 
Press. 



THREE COUNTS IN THE BILL. 



There Was Evidently No Cround for 
the Bitter Attack on the Wash- 
ington Editor. 



Washington, March 7.— The Grand Jury 
of the Supreme Court for the District of 
Columbia has returned an indictment for 
criminal libel against Charles A. Dana, ed- 
itor, and William Laffin, publisher, of the 
New York Sun. The presentment was 
formally made to Judge Cole, presiding, by 
the foreman of the jury to-day. It is a 
formidable document of many pages, set- 
ting forth the malicious motives of Messrs. 
Dana ami Laffin in criminally libeling 
Frank B. Noyes, proprietor of the Wash- 
ington Evening Star and one of the board 
of directors and of the executive commit- 
tee of the Associated Press. 

The District Supreme Court is a United 
States court, and according to the proceed- 
ure of such courts District Attorney Birney 
will transmit a certified 
copy of the indictment 
to the District Attor-

District of New York, 
located in New York 
City. It will be sub- 
mitted to a United 
States Commissioner, 
who on satisfying him- 
self of the formal reg- 
ularity of the indict- 
ment will issae a crim- 
Charles A. Dana, inal warrant for the 
arrest of Messrs. Dana and Laffin. 
j The Commissioner also fixes the 
amount of bail. The accused have the 
right of applying for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus to contest the prima facie sufficiency 
of the procedure before being arraigned 
on the merits of the indictment. It is ex- 
pected the transmission of the indictment 
to New York and the arrest of the two 
accused will be accomplished within a day 
or two. 

The indictment, as returned, contains 
three counts setting forth different circum- 
stances of criminality on the publishing of 
the libel. The proceeding is according to 
the common law, which, as modified by 
certain acts of Congress, constitutes the 
jurisprudence of the District of Columbia. 
Before specifying the three criminal counts 
the indictment sets up the circumstances 
and motives leading up to them. It states 
that the Associated Press is an incorpor- 
ated news agency for the wide distribution 
of news, with branches in New York, Chi- 
cago, Washington, St. Louis, San Francisco 
and throughout the country. Its affairs 
are conducted by a board of directors, of 
which Mr. Noyes is a member. 

The indictment states the international 
organization of the United Press, which 
has Charles A. Dana as president and Wil- 
liam A. Laffin as vice-president. Mention 
is made of the two rival associations to 
show the animus of the subsequent acts 
charged against Dana and Laffin. It also 
gives the organization of the Sun Printing 
and Publishing Association, with Charles 
A. Dana as editor and William A. Laffin 
publisher. The three counts of criminal 
libel are then given. The first count states 
that on February 22 last the New York 
8un published an editorial, from which 
following is an extract: 

The corporation (meaning the Associated 
Press) is organized under the Illinois State 
law, and the provisions of the statute respect- 
ing the personal liability of directors are amus. 
ing. We commend a careful study of them to 
the unfortunate newspaper managers who 
have been roped in. They may see their way 
to making such a thoroughly dishonest direc- 
tor as V. B. Noyes of Washington, for instance, 
refund to them the amount of the extra assess- 
ments out of which they have been bunkoed. 

The indictment, after stating that the 
foregoing libel was circulated in New York 
City, charges also that on the same day 
Messrs. Dana and Laffin sent 300 copies of 
the paper to Washington arid thereby pub- 
lished the libel in Washington. The two 
accused are charged with full knowledge 
of what appears in the editorial columns of 
their paper and with responsibility for the 
same. 

The second count refers particularly to 
the publication of the libel in Washing- 
ton. The third count is general in terms- 
accusing Dana and Laffin of composing 
and publishing a criminal libel without 
specifying the sum or detailed circum- 
stances of the charge. The first count is 
the most specific and gives the gravamen 
of the charges on which the Grand Jury 
acted. 

Besides the foregoing there are features 
of libel set forth and there is the usual for- 
mal and severe language of the law in 
specifying an allegation of crime. The 
proceedings have been under the direction 
of District Attorney Birney also, he has 
assigned Assistant District Attorney Tag- 
gart to conduct the case before the Grand 
Jury. Being a criminal and not a civil 
case, the prosecution is conducted by the 
public officers as an offense against the 
public rather than as against an individ- 
ual, the theory of the law being a libel 
against Mr. Noyes or any other citizen is 
an offense against the peace and quiet of 
the community to be prosecuted in the 
same manner as any other disturbances of 
the public peace. 

When the warrants arc issued Messrs. 
Dana and Laffin will have three courses 
open to them. They may submit to ar- 
rest and decline to give bail, in which case 
they will be brought to Washington to 
stand trial. If they give bail it will insure 
their coming to Washington at the time 
the case is called in the United States 
court. In the meantime they may test the 
sufficiency of the face of the indictment, 
without going into its details by applying 
for a writ of habeas corpus. The action of 
the Grand Jury in indicting Messrs. Dana 
and Laffin will undoubtedly add another 
celebrated case to thennnals of American 
criminal law. While the indictment is one 
in behalf of the public against the libelous 
course of Mr. Dana and his coadjutor, Mr. 
Laffin, yet it incidentally protects the 
reputation of Mr. Noyes and others who 
have been maligned by this source. It is 
assumed these persons arc willing to at- 
tempt to justify in court this publication 
against Mr. Noyes, and such an effort at 
justification is welcomed. It is fitting that 



the case should be triedjin Washington, 
where Mr. Noyes was born and has always 
lived, and where his reputation is best 
known. 

It has been a source of gratification to 
Mr. Noyes and his friends that many 
United Press papers have risen above the 
bad feeling engendered by the contest be- 
tween the Associated Press and the United 
Press to severely rebuke the Sun's attack. 
This has been particularly noticeable at 
Mr. Noyes' home here in Washington, 
where the two United Press papers, the 
Post and the News, have taken occasion to 
express their high regard for him and their 
contempt for Mr. Dana's libel. The Wash- 
ington Post in a leader editorial deplores 
the violent and rancorous controversy and 
the unfortunate tone and temper of the 
New York Sun. It says of the Sun edi- 
torial of February 22 that Mr. Noyes is one 
of the directors of the Associated Press 
and as such had incurred the animosity of 
the Sun. It adds: 

We are very sure, however, that the Sun's 
accusations against him will not bear inquiry, 
and, for our part, we take pleasure in saying of 
a fellow-townsman, albeit a competitor in busi- 
ness, that no one who knows him as well as we 
do will be in the very least disturbed by the 
Sun's extraordinary attack. 

The Washington News, also a United 
Press paper, speaks of Mr. Dana's pro- 
pensity for saying "a bitter thing now and 
then for the pleasure of saying it," and 
adds: "The business integrity of Mr. 
Noyes has never been questioned by those 
who know him best." 

The Washington Times also editorially 
referred to Mr. Noyes' high character, and 
deplored the "vials of Billingsgate" of the 
Sun. 

Similar expressions have come from 
papers throughout the country. 



AH EXTRA SESSION LIKELY. 

Cleveland May Call Congress 
Together at Very Short 
Notice. 



It Would All Seem to Depend 
on the Condition of the 
Gold Reserve. 



Washington, March 7.— A Cabinet officer 
is authority for this notable statement, the 
accuracy of which would be questioned 
were it not for the source from which it 

comes: 

"There is a general assumption that it is 
definitely decided there will be no extra 
session. The decision is erroneous. 
Whether there will be an extra session or 
not depends upon circumstances. The 
public is not aware of the fact that the 
President almost decided last Sunday that 
there should be an extra session. The sub- 
ject would be considered by the Cabinet. 

"The immediate cause was the sundry 
civil and deficiency appropriation bills. 
The President was very much disposed to 
veto both of them. At one time he had 
nearly decided to do so, but he concluded 
that it would be better to allow the country 
to have a rest for a time, and to await the 
progress of events and not to call an extra 
session now. 

"But if there shall be a run upon treas- 
ury gold and the treasury reserve shall be 
depleted in spite of the arrangement which 
has been made to protect gold, the Presi- 
dent unquestionably will convene the next 
Congress as soon as that fact shall be made 
clear or prooable." 

This statement is of much significance. 
The result wilt be that the people will 
watch the treasury gold reserve with in- 
creased interes t. _ 

IMPORTATION OF BOOKS. 

An Interesting Question Involving a 
Copyright Law. 

Washington, March 7. — An important 
question relating to copyrights has been 
raised by a well-known publishing house 
and is now under consideration at the 
Treasury Department. 

The old copyright law made it illegal 
to bring into the United States foreign 
copies of books copyrighted in this coun- 
try. The law of 1891 amended the old in 
some unimportant particulars, but ex- 
pressly stated it was not to go into effect 
until a subsequent date, July 1, 1891. The 
question involved is whether the new law, 
not being retroactive, did not release from 
the importation prohibited all books of 
American authors copyrighted prior to 
July 1,1891. Should it be held that the 
new law took the place of the old, foreign 
editions of all American books written and 
copyrighted prior to 1891, might hereafter 
be imported free of duty and without re- 
gard to American copyright laws which 
would necessarily interfere with the pub- 
lishing business in this country. 

BEXYER'S WOMEN BVBGLARS.~ 

Charges Against Mrs. Shaw and Mrs. 
Pike IHsmissed. 

Denver, March 7.— The case against Mrs. 
Bertha K. Shaw, charged with receiving 
stolen goods, was dismissed to-day and the 
defendant discharged. Mrs. Shaw, with 
Mrs. Henrietta E. Pike, was arrested De- 
cember 26. Mrs. Pike, it was claimed, en- 
tered the residence of Mrs. Ives, in a fash- 
ionable quarter of the city, and during the 
family's absence carried away valuables 
and household articles, a portion of which 
she stored in her room at Mrs. Shaw's 
house, near by. 

Mrs. Pike was the wife of a former gen- 
eral manager of the Denver and Rio 
Grande, and Mrs. Shaw's husband was a 
wealthy liquor-dealer in Denver, but now 
in Montana. Mrs. Pike is now in Califor- 
nia, where she is living with her husband. 

RE-ENTERS THE REBELLION. 

Da Gama Back in Brazil With a Big

Montevideo, March 7.— It is reported 
that Da Gama, leader of the recent rebel- 
lion in Brazil, has re-entered Brazil and 
taken up arms against the Government in 
the province of Rio Grande do Sul, with a 
force of 3200 men, comprising a naval bat- 
talion with twenty-two naval officers. 

Lisbon, March 7.— Advices received here 
from Rio de Janeiro say that diplomatic 
relations between the Governments of 
Portugal and Brazil, which were inter- 
rupted at the close of the recent rebellion 
in Brazil, as a result of the escape of Ad- 
miral da Gama and some of his adherents 
from a Portuguese vessel on which they 
had taken refuge, will shortly be resumed. 

Fire on the Transport Fern. 

Boston, March 7.— Fire broke out on 
board the United States transport Fern 
during her trip from Philadelphia to the 
Boston navy-yard, where she arrived last 
night, and it was only by hours of hard 
fighting on the part of the officers and crew 
that the flames were kept from the maga- 
zine where 500 pounds of powder were 
stored. 

Cause, of the White Ash Mine Horror. 

Denver, March 7.— The Coroner's jury 
has found that the gas explosion in the 
White Ash mine, February 27, which killed 
twenty-four men, was due to lack of air, 
one air-shaft being obstructed by water. 
Heavy damage suits will be instituted 
against the company by relatives of the 
victims unless a compromise is effected.

EXTRAVAGANCES OF THE LAST. 



Work of the " Billion-Dollar Con- 
gress" Outdone by the Cleve- 
land Followers. 



Washington, March 7. — Representative 
Cannon of Illinois, on behalf of the Repub- 
lican minority of the House Committee on 
Appropriations, has prepared a summary 
showing the total expenditures of the 
Fifty -third Congress and comparing them 
with the expenditures of the so-called 
"Billion-dollar Congress," in which Mr. 
Cannon was at the head of the Appropria- 
tions Committee. The statement will be 
published to-morrow as a part of the Con- 
gressional Record. It says: 

I avail myself of the opportunity to present 
for the information of the public and of the 
country a statement of the aggregate of appro- 
priations made by this Congress— the first half 
of Cleveland's administration— as compared 
with the aggregate of the appropriations for 
the Fifty-first and Fifty-second Congresses, re- 
spectively, under Harrison's administration. 
For this purpose I insert a comparative state- 
ment, which has been carefully compiled and 
is correct. 

From this statement it appears the appro- 
priations of the Fifty-first Congress, when 
Reed was Speaker of the House, and the Presi- 
dent and the Senate were Republican, were in 
round numbers $988,000,000, while the appro- 
priations for the Fifty-second Congress, when 
the House was Democratic and Crisp 
was Speaker, was in round numbers 
91, 027,000,000, and the appropriations for 
this Congress, with the President, House and 
Senate all Democratic, are in round numbers 
$990,000,000; moreover, the late sale of thirty- 
year 4 per cent I'nited States bonds— the pay- 
ment of interest upon which Is permanent- 
swells the total appropriations for this and the 
next fiscal year by $2,900,000, making th<- 
grand total actually appropriated by this Con- 
gress in round numbers $993,000,000. Thif 
exceeds the appropriations made by the Fifty- 
first Congress, called by our Democratic friends 
the "billion-dollar Congress," In round num- 
bers by $5,000,000. 

This Congress furthermore in addition to the 
actual Increase in appropriations has author- 
ized public works to be done under contract, 
leaving the next Congress to make appropri- 
ations therefor as follows: By the fortifica- 
tions act $325,000, by the sundry civil act 
$<>.385,0(K), by District of Columbia act$2«l,- 
764, by the nava! appropriation act $13,715,- 
000. Total, $21,680,754. 

Thus the appropriations and authorizations 
of this Congress are seen to be in round num- 
bers $1,015,000,000. The appropriations for 
the public service as a rule make dry reading, 
but to the careful student of public questions 
they tell more of the policies of administrations 
and parties than can be gathered from volumes 
of words and protestations. I call attention 
to the fact that appropriations of pensiuns to 
the defenders of the republic in war and to 
their widows and orphans, by this Congress 
under Cleveland, are $42,129,616 less than 
those made by the Fifty-second Congress, the 
last two years under President Harrison. This 
$42,000,000 decrease gives in figures the tangi- 
ble result of an unfriendly— I will go further 
and say unjust— administration of the pension 
laws under Cleveland. 

The condition of the country was far differ- 
ent under Harrison's administration from 
what it has been and is now under this ad- 
ministration. Then there was universal pros- 
perity. Now there is universal adversity. 
Then, .under wise revenue laws, the people 
cheerfully contributed to the support of the 
Government from their abundance, and were 
glad when the treasury poured from its full 
coffers the necessary money liberally and 
wisely to carry on the Government, and after 
all there was done a surplus still remained to 
anticipate the payment of the war debt. Now 
our people are out of employment, values are 
shrinking and the people pay their taxes into 
the treasury with great effort and find such 
payment oppressive. The surplus has disap- 
peared from the treasury. The debt of the 
Government, instead of decreasing, is increas- 
ing, and increasing not to maintain resump- 
tion, as it Is claimed, but to pay current ex- 
penses. 

This administration has issued and sold 
United States bonds time and again for the 
avowedpurpose.it is true, of maintaining re- 
sumption, but in point of fact H has taken the 
proceeds, It is taking the proceeds and will 
continue to take the proceeds to pay the cur- 
rent expenses of the Government. This Con- 
gress has wholly failed to provide sufficient 
revenue, while it has increased appropria- 
tions. In the mean time the administration 
has rejected every practical effort to assist in 
remedying the evils that beset the treasury. 

This is a Government of the people, through 
parties, and there can be no true relief in the 
premises until the people correct the error 
made in 1892. by giving the Republican party 
full power in 1896, thereby enabling the party 
to write its policy on the legislation and ad- 
ministration. 




STRIKE OF COAL-MINERS. 



It 



Extends Throughout the 
Big Pittsburg 
District. 



So Far Only One Firm Concedes 
the Demands Made by 
the Men. 



Pittsbcbo, March 7.— The strike of the 
miners of the Pittsburg district is on in full 
force, and it is expected that to-day will 
see a general suspension of work, except 
by less than 1000 men. It was estimated 
that before night 15,000 miners would quit 
work. 

Reports received at the miners' head- 
quarters up to noon showed a general susj 
pension of work throughout the district. 
From the report of the Commissionor of 
Labor, it is estimated that the number on 
strike is over 21,000, and the number em- 
ployed at the mines, where there is to be 
no strike, is about 1300. 

Considerable uneasiness was caused the 
operators to-day by the Hackett Coal Com- 
pany at Findlcyville, controlled by Boyle 
Bros., posting a notice that their mines 
will resume to-morrow at 69 cents, the rate 
demanded by the men. William Flore- 
sheim's men in the same section asked a 
similar concession, but were refused. 

The Boyle Bros, were asked by the 
operators to rescind their notice under 
promise of having their orders filled from 
the mines at work for 55 cents, but they 
replied that it was their intention to con- 
duct their own business. 

The men at Catsburg, on the Mononga- 
hela River, have returned to work, the 
company having conceded the scale. 

Reports from all parts of the district to- 
night confirm the earlier reports that the 



strike is complete with the few exceptions 
mentioned. 

Trenton, N. J., March 7.— Six hundred 
of 7500 employes of S. K. Felton's wool 
mill have struck for a restoration of a sec- 
ond 10 per cent reduction made in wages 
last summer. They claim the promise to 
restore wages on January 1 has been vio- 
lated. 

Des Moines, Iowa, March 7.— The session 
of coal miners and operators here broke up 
in a disagreement. The vote taken by the 
operators taken on the 80 per cent scale 
carried by 43 to 23. The miners refused to 
abide, claiming they represent three- 
fourths of the coal output of the State. 
They then entered into a conference with 
the operators, but nothing was done to- 
day.

Madrid, March ".—An official dispatch 
receivcil here to-day from Cuba states that 
Geneial Carrido has captured the town of 
Bairc. Two of the rebel chiefs were 
wounded. Forty-three insurgents sur- 
rendered to the Spanish troops. The re- 
mainder fled and are being pursued by the 
Government forces. 

In the Chumherof Deputies to-day, Senor 
Leniaquest asked the Government as to 
the attitude of the United States toward 
Spain in regard to Cuba. The Minister of 
the Colonies said he had only spoken to 
the I'nited States Minister, Mr. Taylor, 
respecting the penalties forced upon Amer- 
icans in Cuba, lie added, however, that 
the relations between the United States 
Stnd Spain were cordial, as the reception of 
' the Spanish cruiser Neueva Espana at 
Tampa demonstrated. The commander 
of the cruiser had spoken warmly of the 
friendly demonstration in favor of the 
Spanish flag which had been made by the 
authorities at Tampa. 

Key West, Fla., March 7. — The report is 
received hertt of the engagement on Tues- 
day near Santa Clara, Cuba, between a 
band of insurgents and a battalion of Span- 
ish soldiers. The Government forces were 
defeated, with the loss of several men. A 
corporal was wounded. The Cuban loss is 
not stated. 

Tampa, Fla., March ".—The killing of 
Manuel Garcia is denied. Oarcia's band, 
on the day that he was reported killed, 
raided a store at Sebamocha. After ob- 
taining what they desired and were about 
to mount their|horses, a volunteer acolyte 
in the church and a regular soldier, both 
in civilian's dress, came upon the party. 
In the encounter one was killed by the 
acolyte, who in turn was killed. This oc- 
curred on February 24, in the evening. 

As there was a price on Garcia's head of 
$10,000 from the Government and about 
125,000 from the sugar planters in the vi- 
cinity, there was quite an incentive in 
claiming that the dead bandit was Garcia. 
Parties who have seen the pictures of the 
dead bandit taken and published after bia 
death assert it is not the likeness of Gar- 
cia. When Garcia's wife was asked by 
the soldiers to go and identify the body 
she attired herself in black and went with 
them. When the party alighted at the 
station she put her handkerchief to her 
eyes and pretended to be sobbing. She 
then told fhem she knew the body of her 
husband and there was no use to look at it. 
She did this to deceive the soldiers. It is 
stated that Garcia still lives in the vicinity 
of the place where he was reported to have 
been killed. This report comes direct from 
Sebamocha by a gentleman who was there 
last Sunday. Garcja is a much smaller 
man than the man killed. 

Washington, March T. — Neither the 
State Department nor the Spanish lega- 
tion here has had any confirmation of the 
reported demand for the recall of United 
States Consul-Ge neral Williams at Ha- 
vana. Williams was made Consul-Gen- 
eral in 18*1 and has held the place ever 
since, owing, it is said, to his high abili- 
ties. It is surmised here that he became 
persona non grata with the Spanish 
Government in the discharge of some 
diplomatic duty connected with the pro- 
tection of American citizens in Cuba.

London, March 7.— The president of the 
Board of Agriculture in the House of Com- 
mons to-day was asked by Mr. Jeffreys, 
member for North Hampshire, whether 
his attention had been drawn to a state- 
ment in the Times concerning the pre- 
paring and packing of meat at Chicago 
said to be diseased and intended for ex- 
portation to England, and whether he had 
reason to believe that though a bullock at 
Chicago might be condemned as diseased 
and unfit for food, yet its tongue was pre- 
served and exported, while its fat 
was made into oleomargarine, and 
whether it was a fact that in 
many instances diseased meat which 
had been condemned had nevertheless 
been taken out of the condemned tanks 
after theinspector had left and then pre- 
served and exported to England. Finally 
Mr. Jeffreys asked whether the Govern- 
ment would endeavor to prevent such 
meat being used as food in England. 

Replyine to the question of Mr. Jeffreys, 
Herbert Gardner, president of the Board 
of Agriculture, said he had received the 
statements referred to and proposed to 
make the necessary inquiries through the 
Foreign Office. 

He would also bring to the notice of the 
sanitary officers here any information 
which reached him in respect to the ex- 
istence of danger to the health of the pub- 
lic arising from imported foods.

Glascock's Suit lilsmissed. 

Washington, March 7. — The suit for di- 
vorce brought by Charles Glasscock against 
Carrie Glasscock, his wife, in which Sen- 
ator Stewart of Nevada was named as co- 
respondent, was dismissed in the Equity 
Court to-day. 

Glasscock had charged Senator Stewart 
with improper relations with Mrs. Glass- 
cock, and the 8enator had denied the 
charge and claimed collusion between hus- 
band and wife with the purpose of black- 
mailing him. The suit was first brought 
during August last. 



PLEASES THE GRAND TRUNK 

Trouble Again Looming Up 
Between Western 
Lines. 



TO ABOLISH THE DISTRICT. 

Fresno and Kings County Land- 
Owners in a Great Law- 
Suit. 



The Sunset Irrigation District 
Alleged to Be Fraudu- 
lent. 



Now the Alton Road Forces 
Matters in Reference to 
Differentials. 



Chicago, March 7.— Trouble is again 
looming up before the Western lines over 
the question of Canadian Pacific differen- 
tials. The Alton is the road which has 
forced matters this time and if it sustains 
its present position for any length of time 
it will certainly force the Canadian Pacific 
to withdraw from its agreement with the 
Western lines. 

The specific troubles in this instance 
originated with the Grand Trunk which 
for several weeks has been working to 
break up the Western Trunk Line com- 
mittee agreement. Its first effort in this 
direction was a refusal to maintain standard 
rates. When it went below the schedule 
the Canadian Pacific, which had been 
allowed a differential from Grand Trunk 
rates by the Western roads, promptly took 
advantage of its differential in meeting the 
rates made by the Grand Trunk. The 
Alton road has now announced that it will 
not allow the Canadian Pacific differentials 
as against the cut ratesof the Grand Trunk. 

Chairman Caldwell, when the matter 
was brought to his attention, ruled against 
the Alton, declaring the Western roads 
had agreed to reorganize the differentials, 
irrespect ive of any action for or against the 
differentials which might be taken up by 
the Eastern roads. He produced the rec- 
ords from the meeting in which the dif- 
ferential was allowed and they fully sus- 
tained him in his position. 

The present conditions are highly pleas- 
ing to the Grand Trunk, which desires 
nothing so much as the disruption of the 
committee agreement. A representative of 
the Grand Trunk declared that one of the 
roads which had signed the agreement had 
said that it would stand by the Grand 
Trunk in its fight acainst the Canadian 
Pacific. 

The 8tate Board of RaUway and Ware- 
house Commissioners was in session to- 
day listening to evidence in the ease of 
James Brown of Dwight against the Chi- 
cago and Alton Railroad. No decision 
was reached nor will be until after the 
Commissioners have considered the briefs 
to be submitted by both sides. 

The complaint involves the alleged over- 
charges of $2 per car on the part of the 
railroad for shipping facilities at the 
Union stock yards, and is to be made a test 
case. An effort is to be made to see 
whether or not, under the laws of Illinois, 
the railroads doing business in Chicago 
have the right to charge shippers on stock- 
cars at the stock yards. 



The Sunset irrigation district of Fresno 
and Kings counties, which waB organized 
February 5, 1891, is to be wiped out of ex- 
istence if a strong array of legal talent can 
prevail in the courts. A suit at law for 
that purpose will be filed in the Superior 
Court of Fresno County at the instigation 
of the owners of the property composing 
the district and by the sanction of the At- 
torney-General as against a corporation. 

The irrigation district in question em- 
braces 294,774 acres of land situated in 
Fresno and Kings counties. At the time 
the district was organized Kings County 
was a portion of Tulare, but the subsequent 
division of the latter county threw a por- 
tion of the irrigation district's lands into 
Kings. 

Shortly after the district was organized 
an election by the property-owners was 
held and it was decided by a largo major- 
ity vote to issue $2,000,000 of bonds. Of 
thi3 amount $334,000 has been disposed of 
at face value in payment for water rights, 
surveys, rights of way and incidental ex- 
penses, but not one foot of ditch has been 
dug nor nas one drop of water been arti- 
ficially placed on the land. Of the bonds 
floated $250,000 was paid over to the own- 
ers of the Laguna de Tache Rancho for 
water rights in Kings River. 

The remainder of the $334,000 is held by 
individuals in this State. None of the 
bonds have been sold for cash, nor can 
they be advantageously disposed of. There- 
fore the very work for which the district 
was organized cannot be carried out. That 
is one reason why the property-owners de- 
sire an order of court. to abolish and vacate 
the district and all the legal proceedings 
that have been gone through thus far. 

The largest portion of the land involved 
is owned by the Southern Pacific Compar- 
and the Bank of California. But there are 
many individual owners as well, and most 
of them are anxious to have the district set 
aside and the bond issue nullified. There 
are 800 property-owners in all. At the 
present time the bonds already floated and 
the accrued interest places an immediate 
tax of $1 45 on each acre of ground in the 
district, and as an offset to this tax the 
property-owners have received nothing. 
The petition to the court for the setting 
aside of the organization alleges among 
other tilings that the district was fraudu- 
lently organized. 

Assessments have been levied against 
the property owners in the district, and C. 
O. James, Tax Collector of Fresno County, 
has published notice of delinquent sales, 
to take place on the 16th inst. This list 
shows that all of the property-owners are 
delinquent, and the pending assessment 
and threatened sale of the property have 
precipitated the suit in question. 

The attorneys who have prepared the 
petition and will participate in the court 
proceedings are: John W. Bourdette and 
Allen & McAllister, of San Francisco, and 
Frank H. Short of Fresno. The petition 
particularizes the points of eomplaint sub- 
stantially as follows. 

First, "that there was fraud practiced in 
the presentment of the petition. The law 
governing the organization of irrigation 
districts requires that the petition therefor 
shall lie signed by not less than fifty bona- 
fide residents and property-owners in the 
territory proposed to be embraced. In this 
case, there were only twenty-seven names 
attached to the petition. Milton Mc- 
Whorter, who subsequentlv| became a 
director in the concern, devised and carried 
out a plan which is now set up as one of 
the reasons for abolishing the district. He 



purchased forty acres of land by paying a 
nominal sum in cash, and the remainder 
secured by mortage. These fortv acres he 
then had subdivided into twenty-four lots, 
and a non-resident owner was secured for 
each lot. The names of these owners were 
then placed on the petition, therebv se- 
curing fifty-one names, one more than the 
law required. 

Second— That in the area embraced bv 
the specified boundaries of the district 
there are 100,000 acres of Government land 
which is not susceptible to the operation 
of the irrigation district laws. 

Third— That the system of irrigation, as 
proposed in a contract entered into by the 
old board of directors anil P. Y. Baker, is 
impracticable and cannot be carried out. 
The complaint will also charge irregularity 
in the advertisement and sale of the dis- 
trict's bonds. 

Before the suit to abrogate and nullify 
all proceedings in the creation and main- 
tenance of the district is filed, however, a 
suit for injunction will be entered in the 
Superior Court of Fresno Conntv. This 
proceeding will be begun next Tuesday, 
the 12th inst. Its purpose will be to se- 
cure a restraining order against the Tax 
Collector of Fresno County, prohibiting 
him from collecting the assessments that 
have been levied, as already ftferred to, 
and to prevent the advertised sales of prop- 
erty for delinquencies, as published in one 
of the newspapers of Fresno Countv, under 
date of January 28, 1895. 

The committee to whom was intrusted 
the initiative work of abrogating by pro- 
cess of law all action heretofore tak'en in 
the organization and maintenance of the 
district is composed of G. Howard Thomp- 
son. James D. Byrnes and James Jerome 
Smith. Those gentlemen have sent a cir- 
cular letter to each owner of property in 
the district. The following quotations 
from that letter are self-explanatory : 

The Sunset irrigation district was organized 
under the Wright Irrigation law. Since the or- 
ganization no action of any kind toward the 
construction of the necessary work has been 
done saving and excepting a survey made by 
G. Eastwood, engineer. The bonds of said dis- 
trict have been aavertised and placed on the 
market, both In England and America, for sale: 
but, owing to the faulty construction of said 
district and the uncertainty of the so-called 
"Wright irrigation ait," the directors have 
been, and still are, unable to place tie same. 
It is plain to be 6een that tinder the existing 
circumstances the lands of the said district are 
held and tlrmly bound to the Sunset irrigation 
district and its board of directors. 

Since the date of the organization of the Sun- 
set irrigation district, the board of directors 
Have issued bonds to the amount of $334,000, 
with accumulated interest to date amounting 
in the aggregate to the sum of $409,900, there- 
by making a subsisting lien and tax at thistimo 
upon each and every acre of land in said dis- I 
trict at the rate of $1 45 per acre. If you per- ! 
mit said district to remain as it at present ex- 
ists, nothing can or will be done toward fu- i 
ture development of your land by bringing 
water thereon, assessments will be levied and • 
the land burdened with additional liens and i 
incumbrances. But if, on the other hand, the i 
district is disorganized, annulled and all exist- I 
iug liens removed, private capital can be had 
to build the necessary canals etc., and thereby 
turn the most fertile part of the San Joaquin 
Valley into thousands of happy homes. 

On the 6th day of February, 1895, an elec- 
tion was held for the purpose of electing direc- 
tors for the ensuing two years, at which elec- 
tion a majority of the directors, vii. : four, were 
elected favoring the abandonment and disor- 
ganization of said district— demonstrating the 
feeling of the residents of said district. To 
that end a number of land-owners met and 
organized for the purpose of devising ways and 
means to disorganize the Sunset irrigation dis- 
trict, and remove all existing Incumbrances 
now on said land by reason of the issuance of 
the bonds of said district heretofore mentioned 
and to enjoin said directors from advertising 
or selling said bonds under and bv virtue of 
the assessment levied on the 28th day of Janu- 
ary, 1895. It is the desire of this committee 
that all land-owners co-operate with them by 
signing the Inclosed contract and remitting the 
cash payment thereon at once. 

The old board of directors consisted of 
Olvet Whitesides, George M. Kohler, Mil- 
ton McWhorter, L. M. Frederick and D. S 
Fish. The new board is made up as fol- 
lows: J. N. King, D. S. Fish, Milton Mc- 
Whorter, E. T. Mitchell and H. W. Scott. 
Of the new board all except Mr. McWhor- 
ter are in favor of sweeping the district out 
pf existence and repudiating by process of 
law all previous action. 

A brief review of the history of the dis- 
trict may be of interest at this time. Im- 
mediately after the issuance of the $2,000..

Bids were then advertised forfor thecon- 
struction of the works and J. W. Smith of 
the Portland Construction Company put in 
a bid to do the work for $1,750,000. Mean- 
while efforts w«re made to float the bonds 
here and in New York, but without stu- 
cess. After that overtures were made to 
1 sfeure English capital. The Manchester 
trust Company of London agreed to take 
! the bonds provided that Attorneys Guntii- 
son and Booth and Engineer William C. 
, Alberger passed upon the value of the 
bonds and pronounced them good. This 
I was done, and a favorable rtport was made. 
I But a new and unforeseen trouble sprang 
j up to block the progress of the proposed 
I work. The financial crisis in Australia 
! i n which the Manchester Trust Company 
j was deeply involved, so crippled that con- 
I cern that it was unable to purchase the 
bonds or my part thereof. The Portland 
; Construction Company was anxious to CO 
ahead with the work, but as there was iio 
money in sight and the company being un- 
willing to acmptnhe bonds, the" work win 
given up. 

Shortly after this Reed 4 Baker con- 
tractors of Reedley, appeared on the scene, 
they made an offer to take the contract 
for $1,500,000. Mr. Reed came to San 
F rancisco and asked George W. McNear to 
place the bonds, if possible, at 85 or 90 
cents on the dollar. Mr. McNear took the 
proposition under advisement. 

Mr. Reed went back to Fresno and stated 
that he had placed the bonds and that C. 
P. Huntington had agreed to take $1,000,000 
in his own name, and that the Southern 
Pacific Company would take the balance. 
Mr. Huntington subsequently stated that 
he had never seen either Mr. Keed or his 
partner, Mr. Baker, and had never agreed 
to take one dollar's worth of the bonds. 
All of the other Southern Pacific officials 
repudiated the assertions of Mr. Reed. In 
short, it was a false boom which died 
a-borning. Reed and Baker were inter- 
ested in the Summit Lake Water Com- 
pany, the property of which thev endeav- 
ored to sell to the Sunset irrigation dis- 
trict. The principal assets of this company 
was a dry ditch. 

P. Y. Baker of the firm of Reed A Raket 
finally succeeded in making a contract 
with the old board of directors of the Sun- 
set district to build and equip the irriga- 
tion plant for $1,500,000. The contract is 
contingent on a future decision of tho 
United States Supreme Court in the case 
of Trcgea vs. the Board of Directors of the 
Modesto irrigation district as to tho con- 
stitutionality of the Wright irrigation law. 
The attorneys for the plaintiffs in the case 
assert that this contingency clause invali- 
dates the contract, and this is another of 
the points on which they base their suits.

SWEPT OFF SIERRA FARIMA. 



Two Seamen and two Appren- 
tices Drowned in the En- 
glish Channel. 



The Lifeboat Lashings Parted 
and the Men Went Down 
Into the Sea. 



The British ship Sierra Parima, now on 
her way from Liverpool for Portland, Or., 
made a bad start on her voyage. The first 
day out she lost four men overboard and 
one of her lifeboats was smashed to bits. 
A brief dispatch to this effect was received 
at the Merchants' Exchange on the 16th 
nit A private letter, giving the particu- 
lars of the tragic death of the men, reached 
here yesterday. The unfortunate sailors 
were thrown into the sea from the poop- 
deck and were drowned n broad daylight 
before the eyes of their horrified ship- 
mates, who were powerless to render them 
any assistance. 

The Sierra Parima towed out from Liver- 
pool on February 15, and the accident oc- 
curred while she was going down the 
English Channel. The boats were swing- 
ing in the davits out from the poopdeck, 
and orders had been given to take them in. 
The boats wain, an able seaman and two 
apprentices were in one boat hanging out 
over the sea.

structions, the boatswain went to \v.

Ont of the 1000 new men which Congress 
has added to the complement of the navy 
the Marion and Boston, now at Mare 
Island, will be equipped. The Marion 
has been prepared for sea and only awaits 
a crew, which requires about 150 men, and 
the cruiser Boston double that number. 
This will necessitate the immediate enlist- 
ment here of about 400 men, for which 
purpose a recruiting otfiee may. be estab- 
lished temporarily in this city ,*tbnngh the 
number required could be enlisted at 
Vallejo, on board the receiving ship Inde- 
pendence.

"Go on with the fight," is the recom- 
mendation of the Rev. Dr. Farkhurst to 
the Civic Federation of San Francisco. His 
letter to the Rev. D. Hanson Irwin was 
read at a meeting of the body yesterday, 
and it was unanimously decided to inform 
the great Xew York reform agitator that 
the federation would follow his instructions. 

Much business of importance was trans- 
acted at the meeting. Dr. Dille gave a de- 
tailed account of his labors in behalf of the 
Lexow bill in Sacramento. According to 
him the Democrats favored the bill in the 
hope of mp.king political capital out of it. 
and the Republicans opposed it because 
they could not afford to have an investiga- 
tion of their a"tions. 

'Governor Budd did not say he would 
veto the bill," continued the reverend 
gentleman, "but he did say that he was 
opposed to a recount, and you can't blame 
him for that." According" to the speaker 
the federation should compel the police 
to do its duty by persistently forcing upon 
their attention the "flaunting vices of the 
community." 

William' Bradford brought up the ques- 
tion of the contest for the office of Re- 
corder. 

"Harry Piper, Chief Deputy County 
Clerk, was the most interested man in the 
fight between Allen and Cllynn," said he. 
"Piper admits that he assisted Allen in the 
fight, with the understanding that should 
Allen be successful he, Piper, should con- 
trol the patronage of the office. After the 
contest was declared off Piper was heard 
to say that the matter had been arranged. 
From this it appears to me that there was 
something in it for Piper." 

Mr. Bradford was in favor of an investi- 
gation, but no action was taken. 

Motions congratulating the Grand Jury 
on the good work it was doing; urging the 
Legislature to pass the Cutter police com- 
mission bill, making the commissioners' 
term of office four years, and indorsing the 
Senate constitutional amendment making 
representation in each house strictly pro- 
portionate to population, were all unan- 
imously carried.

may have as much greed as avarice, are 
unable to eat as much as they can steal. 

One of the few things done by the late 
Congress that can be counted to its CTedit 
was the appropriation which permits the 
Navy Department to put five more ships 
Into commission, and thus make some 
effective use of them. We are continually 
finding new needs for the navy in the 
Pacific Ocean, aud could well employ on 
various stations between Bering Sea and 
Samoa every warship we now have on both 



A WORD T O THE STATESMEN. 

The Republican members of the Legisla- 
ture have evidently forgotten three things. 
In the course of their legislation they have 
considered neither the platform to which 
they were pledged, the part} - that elected 
them nor the people to whom they are re- 
sponsible. There have been a few note- 
worthy and noble exceptions to the rule, 
but most of them have ignored their 
pledges, defied the party and mocked at 
the people with a degree of insolence that 
argues an extraordinary misconception of 
their position. 

If the gentlemen who enjoy the high 
honor of representing the Republican 
party in the legislative council of the 
commonwealth will look around them, 
they will see that the great mass of the 
party is dissatisfied with their concmct, 
and, if they reflect at all, they will discern 
the further facis that they are to be states- 
men for only a little while, but the party 
is going to live a long time. These things 
being true, it would be profitable for the 
distinguished temporary statesmen to pay 
some attention to what the party demands 
through its platform, its press and its 
leaders. They have a little brief authority 
which they are using in such a fantastic 
way as to make the angels laugh, but the 
party, through its press and its leaders, is 
going to have authority later on to pro- 
nounce judgment on these capers and deal 
with the caperers. 

There may be some of the statesmen who 
are indulging the belief that in the two 
years that intervene before the next cam- 
paign the people will either forget their ac- 
tions or arrive at a mood sufficiently for- 
giving to accept their apologies, excuses or 
explanations. That belief is vain. The 
Republican party keeps faith with the peo- 
ple, for it is itself the better part of the peo- 
ple. It has made a record in the Nation 
for honor and fidelity to every pledge, and 
it does not propose to forfeit that record 
for the sake of the Sacramento statesmen. 
The press has told the story of each day's 
proceedings of the Legislature and that 
story will never be blotted out. It is 
printed for keeps and will be ready for ref- 
erence by the party when the time comes 
to choose candidates for the great campaign 
of 189(5. 

It is high time in fact for the statesmen 
at Sacramento to be looking after their 
fences and to give a little attention to what 
the party wants. There has been too much 
consideration shown heretofore to useless 
attaches, non-partisans, bloviators and 
every sort of people except the people. 
There are, for example, a whole lot of bills 
providing for primary elections before the 
Legislature and among them is one that 
has been approved by the Republican 
State Central Committee. That is the bill 
to be adopted.

There is no other way to carry on a popu- 
lar government, and ii the statesmen at 
Sacramento think otherwise they will have 
a good chance to see how they can get 
along without the party a» the next elec- 
tion. 



BUILDING THE NEW EOAD. 



Having incorporated and organized, the 
directors of the valley railroad now come 
to the consideration of practical details of 
building and stocking the road. Of course 
there will be a lively competition among 
eastern rai'-makers, car-builders, etc. 
What, if anything, has been heard from 
local manufacturers ? 

As a matter both of business and senti- 
ment the road should be ironed and 
equipped, if possible, by California in- 
dustry. The feeling of the management 
of the road is to that effect. It rests with 
our shops to como forward with proposals 
to do the work. No doubt they will be 
offered a liberal margin over Eastern 
figures in the competition. The cost of 
transportation from Eastern manufactur- 
ing points to this coast will cover a con- 
siderable part of that margin. Rails would 
naturally make the long trip round the 
Horn unless they can be furnished here. 
Rolling stock would come over the trans- 
continental roads. We can make locomo- 
tives and cars here and our manufacturers 
aud the directors of the road should get 
promptly together in an effort at co-opera- 
tion. 

Not a dollar should go out of California 
that can be kept here in putting this en- 
terprise in operation. The rails should be 
rolled at the Potrero. There are half a 
dozen plants in this city and vicinity cap- 
able of turning out locomotives. Let our 
car-builders and other woodworkers put 
in their bids for freight, baggage, express 
and passenger cars. If they have the 
originality and ingenuity to devise any 
features that will be an improvement on 
the output of Eastern shops, so much the 
better. This popular railroad enterprise 
should be a stimulus to both head aud 
hand work. 

But our shops and foundries are not 
alone to profit by this work. A million 
ties will be wanted and our woodsmen 
should be making their preparations to get 
them out ready for delivery. Trestles and 
bridge timbers must be provided. Stations 
must be built. All these things will call 
for a great deal of labor skilled and un- 
skilled. It is the business of our captains 
of industry to have their forces in hand 
ready for the emergency. 

There is also the work of grading. It is 
very likely that the farmers along the line 
of the road will have the opportunity to 
do a large share of that. They have the 
teams and the tools. If any arrangements 
can be made between them and the 
directors so that they can do the work at 
such times as they are not confined to 
their farm labors it will be to the conven- 
ience and interest of both parties. 

It is time now to be making preparations 
and organizing the industry that is to go 
to the building and equipping of this road. 
The coming season should see the work 
well advanced. 



the world with manufactured goods. In 
that competition they need cheap food. 

But even if they could bring about such 
a union we need care but little if we will be 
guided by sound, business-like views in our 
domestic policy. The longer we go on ex- 
porting foods and raw material aud taking 
our pay in European manufactured goods 
the longer we delay our own industrial in- 
dependence and prosperity. The more we 
pay for foreign freights, both ways, the 
less profit we have in our trade. A man's 
best customer is his neighbor engaged in 
some other business. The factory is the 
best neighbor for tho farm. The bulk of 
the crops of the great West would rot in 
the fields but forthedemandsof our manu- 
facturing population. The surplus only is 
exported. On the other hand we of Cali- 
fornia export the bulk of our breadstuffs 
because we have not the manufacturing 
population to consume it. When we have 
an urban industrial population to take up 
the surplus of Eastern and the bulk of Cali- 
fornian farm products what shall we care if 
Europe combines to shut them out? 

The Republican party by its tariff policy 
was in a fair way to bring about this 
required development of our manufac- 
turing industries when the disaster of 
November, 1802, literally threw thecountry 
on its beam ends. Since then we have 
been struggling to right ship, with but 
little success. Bat now the skies are clear- 
ing, and the prospects are better. Repub- 
licanism will again be at the helm in a 
short time. The day of economic experi- 
ment is about over. We are going to get 
back to the sound doctrine of protection 
and encouragement of American in- 
dustries. 

Republicanism will also revive the prin- 
ciple and practice of reciprocity, originated 
by James G. Blaine, and made a cardinal 
doctrine of the parly. So long as that pre- 
vailed we had no trouble about European 
markets. All ports were opened to our 
trade. It was the simple proposition of 
"give our goods a chance and we will do 
the same by yours." Triumphant Democ- 
racy threw aside that policy, and in trying 
to win the markets of the world lost those 
we had. Republicanism will get them 
bacV With reciprocity re-established we 
shall hear no more of European combina- 
tion against us. 



OUR EC ONOMIC POLICY. 

The scheme now afoot in German official 
circles for a customs union of Europe 
against the United States is no new idea. 
It has been a favorite plan with statesmen 
of Germany, France, Austria and some 
other Continental states ever since Ameri- 
can breadstuffs and provisions x began to 
compete with their home products. Eng- 
land has taken little stock in such a move- 
ment because she depends too largely upon 
importations to feed her people, nor has 
Russia because she is a large exporter of 
such products. The other countries men- 
tioned occupy middle ground. In seasons 
of plenty they can nearly or quite feed 
themselves or each other. Under less 
favorable circumstances most of them be- 
come food importers. They probably 
expect by a customs union against us to so 
stimulate their own agricultural and pas- 
toral industries as to become independent 
of us. 

There is very little probability that they 
will get this scheme into operation for 
several reasons. Agricultural production 
cannot, like the manufacturing industry, 
be expanded at will. It is governed by 
necessities of soil, climate and density of I 
population. Furthermore, these nations 
are competing with each other and with 
Great Britain in supplying the markets of | 



THE LICK TRUST. 

The Lick trust, after twenty years of 
most successful management, is in a con- 
dition to be closed and its remaining as- 
sets delivered to the residuary legatees. It 
is no flattery to speak in terms of the 
highest praise of the trustees in whose 
hands James Lick placed his vast prop- 
erty, charged with the many benefactions 
to which he had devoted it. The manner 
in which this trust has been administered 
merits for the men who are about to be re- 
lieved, an immortality of remembrance on 
the part of the people of California equal 
to that accorded him who conceived the 
philanthropy and created the trust. 

An examination of the instrument by 
which the eccentric millionaire made final 
disposition of his wealth will show the ex- 
traordinary difficulties which surroufuled 
the trustees of the Lick trust in their effort 
to execute its terms. The property itself 
was mainly in the form of real estate scat- 
tered all over California. A considerable 
portion of it was involved in litigation 
with the State about certain mortgage 
taxes which it required an act of the Legis- 
lature to adjust. The son of James Lick 
also invited the trustees into court in an 
attempt to set aside his deed. This matter 
required the most delicate attention to 
bring about the compromise which was 
finally effected. 

The next difficulty arose out of the 
nature of the trust itself in the variety and 
novelty of the objects to which its funds 
were to be applied. An observatory, the 
most extensive ever yet conceived, was to 
be constructed upon a mountain top, and 
within it was to be swung the largest tele- 
scope in the world. Baths were to be 
buildcd, statuary designed and made, asy- 
lums and educational institutions of va- 
rious sorts to be endowed or erected, and 
all with property which had yet to be 
turned into money, and not only into 
money but into enough of it over and 
above these expenditures to satisfy the 
claims and expectations of several residu- 
ary legatees. 

It has taken twenty years of constant 
and faithful service to execute this trust, 
and that the work of the trustees has been 
done nobly and well is matter of history. 
During the first decade of their service 
there was occasional cavil at the policy 
of hastening slowly which the trustees 
adopted. These murmurs, however, died 
away as the vastness of the uudertaking 
and the excellence of its performance be- 
came impressed upon the minds of men. 
The great Lick Observatory excited world- 
wide admiration. The lesser benefactions 
gave increasing blessing. The funds de- 
voted to the School of Mechanical Arts, 
the Free Baths, the Key Monument 
and the City Hall statuary were 
well and wisely expended. To these pur- 
poses the trustees have devoted almost 
two million dollars, and yet, so prudently 
have they managed aud conserved their 
trust properties that there remains about a 
million dollars for the Academy of Sciences 
and the Society of California Pioneers, who 
are the residuary legatees. 

Such a record of success in the manage- 
ment and application of a great trust prop- 
erty devoted to the public weal is some- 
thing of which the State of California has 
good reason to be proud. When, there- 
fore, the eulogist of James Lick shall speak 
or write of his practical wisdom as dis- 
played in the selection of his beneficiaries 
it will be none the less fitting and just to 
add as a conclusive evidence of that wis- 
dom, the most fortunate choice which he 
made in his trustees. 



NO THIRD PARTY. 

It is not likely that the proposed silver 
party will find much favor among the 
truest friends of bimetallism, or cut much 
of a figure in politics when the next cam- 
paign begins and party lines are stronglv 
drawn. A few Populists, wearied of the 
cranks who have forced a way to the lead- 
ership in that party, may join it as a means 
of escaping from an association they ab- 
hor; some Democrats, disgusted with the 
Cleveland administration and seeing no 
hope for Democracy in the near future, 
may ally themselves with the new move- 
ment; and perhaps some silver men who 
can see no other issue in the country 
may give support to a party devoted ex- 
clusively to silver; but all these even in 
the aggregate will amount to little. The 
people are Republicans, the future belongs 
to Republicans, and certainly every intelli- 
gent man can see if bimetallism is to be 
restored in this country, it must look for 
that restoration through the medium of 
Republican statesmanship. 

W'hat Republican can hope for any suc- 
cess for silver outside the ranks of his 
party, or what Republican who takes a 
broad view of politics would leave his 
party to seek for such success elsewhere 
even if he could hope to find it? A great 
party is in a certain sense a great National 
institution. It is charged with the respon- 
sible duty of organizing those citizens who 
think alike concerning the fundamental 
principles of government in order that 



those principles may be applied in practi- 
cal statesmanship to the upbuilding of the 
Nation and the advancement of the wel- 
fare of the people. 

The Republican party is such an insti- 
tution. It has a history, a philosophy of 
government, a well-understood code of 
statecraft, an established organization and 
a clearly defined duty to perform in the 
making of the destiny of the Nation. 
Around it cluster a thousand associations 
of noble leaders and National achieve- 
ments that render it heroic and sublime. 
It appeals both to the business and the 
bosoms of men, and affeats at once the 
sense and the sentiment of the people. It 
is the party of Lincoln, and the party that 
ended slavery; the party of Grant, and the 
party that saved the Union; the party of 
Blaine, and the party of protection, recip- 
rocity and prosperity. 

From such names and from such deeds 
the Republican party has inherited a spirit 
that is almost vital enough to be called a 
soul. It has a magnetic charm for patriotic 
hearts, an inspiration for youth, a sacred 
memory for the old, and within the limits 
of National destiny, it is immortal. What 
old Republican who has fought its battles 
and shared in its triumphs for the last 
thirty years will forsake it? What young 
Republican who has been kindled to en- 
thusiasm by its history and who with 
ardor looks forward to an honorable career 
in its sen-ice, will abandon it? What 
earnest citizen who remembers its past ac- 
complishments and realizes the pressing 
need of equal accomplishments at this 
juncture, will oppose it? 

Such questions answer themselves. The 
hope of silver, like the hope of every other 
interest and industry of the country, is 
inseparably bound up with Republicanism. 
The dead statesmen who solved with such 
comsummate wisdom all the complex 
problems of the past have transmitted to 
living statesmen a lore of patriotic policy 
that will solve all the problems of the 
present. To talk of division in Republi- 
can ranks at this time is folly, and to at- 
tempt to put it into effect would be a polit 
ical crime. We are confronted by a condi- 
tion which is rapidly becoming a crisis. 
At this time more than at any other since 
the close of the war, is it necessary to close 
up the ranks and standing together for the 
Union and for the people, fight the good 
fight and keep the faith.

0. F. McCord, a resident of Fall River, Mass., 
who was at the Baldwin yesterday, says the 
celebrated Borden case recently again came 
into public notice through a report that Lizzie 
Borden was about to marry the foreman of the 
jury who found her guiltless of the terrible 
crime of which she was accused. "It appears 
that the fascination which this case possesses 
for the people of Fall River will never die out," 
said Mr. McCord. "Some new rumor about the 
case is constantly springing up, and the com- 
ings and goings of the Borden sisters are always 
sources of curiosity to the people of the place. 
Beyond a few stanch friends who have stood 
by her through all her troubles, Lizzie Borden 
receives no visitors, and her life is spent in 
almost complete isolation. She drives quietly 
through the streets at times and is a regular 
attendant at church, those being about the 
only occasions in which she appears in public. 
It is a source of wonder to nearly every one 
w hy she still continues to make Fall River her 
home. She has but few defenders or friends 
and the fact that the case refuses to die must 
bo a source of terrible annoyance to both the 
women. There is some circumstance con- 
stantly arising which has the effect of keeping 
the case fresh in the minds of the public." 

"Is Los Angeles improving? Well, I simply 
never witnessed anything like it," said J. T. 
Rader, a brother of the Mayor of that city, at 
the Palace yesterday. "In the two years which 
ended in March there were issued in the city 
3348 building permits, or an average of over 
four structures each day. In the year just past 
1925 permits were issued, or an average of over 
five houses a day. The records show that the 
most of these new edifices are solid business 
blocks aud small dwellings, and that tho latter 
will average I £2000 each in cost. In a conver- 
sation recently the manager of a leading ab- 
stract company in the city stated that they 
handled an average of fifty abstracts a day, 
while 1 am informed that here In San Francisco 
the firm which does the heaviest business in 
their line looks upon twenty-five abstracts a 
day as being pretty good work."

| wore five-ounce gloves— and in de Northern 
States there's laws against five-ounce gloves. 
You have heard from the witness that Mr. Cor- 
bett gave Mr. Mitchell one blow that knocked 
him senseless — an' then they say they warn't 
flghtin'. Warn't fightfn', indeed. 

At this the advocate grew very sarcastic: "If 
they'd shot at each other with rifles loaded 
with slugs, I suppose they would have come 
here and said they warn't flghtin'. But you 
know better, you know dey war flghtin'." 

After that the lawyer for the defense, a de- 
fiant-looking fellow, who reminded one of 
Phil Sheridan, got up, w ith the contract for the 
fight In his hand. "Gentlemen," he began, 
with a sarcastic drawl, " we have 
heard a lot of nonsense about slugs 
an' rifles an* five - ounce gloves. II 
they'd fought with steel gloves it wouldn't 
have been to the point. Here's the contract by 
which Mr. Corbett and Mr. Mitchell agreed to 
have a scientific contest— and remember, there's 
no law in Florida against havin' a scientific 
contest." 

Then he read the contract, In which a purse 
was offered for a scientific contest at a place 
agreed upon, and, looking hard at the jury, 
said impressively:

The Yosemite Commissioners were par- 
tially successful in their attempt to keep 
the appropriation at the old figure. A 
committee, accompanied by Professor 
George Davidson of the Sierra Club, went 
to Sacramento, and the result of their visit 
was that the appropriation was reduced by 
only a few hundred dollars. 

Emboldened by their success the Com- 
missioners are now asking that a number 
of petty restrictions in regard Ut matters 
pertaining to the government of the valley 
be done away with. They want to lease 
the various buildings there, and thus place 
the responsibility of keeping them in re- 
pair on somebody else. 

With this end in view a meeting was held 
a few days ago at which Commissioners 
Kidder, Sperry, Church, O'Brien, Field and 
Lowe were present and the matter was 
fully discussed. A letter to Governor Budd, 
setting forth all the facts in the case, was 
written and sent. A reply was received 
yesterday stating that the chief executive 
had given the matter due consideration, 
and that in company with the Commis- 
sioners he would visit the valley next 
month and see what was necessary to be 
done in order to secure a thorough anil 
economical administration of the valley. 
The party will leave here the latter part of 
April and expects to be gone about two 
weeks. 

"It is ridiculous the way things are at 
present," said one of the Commissioners 
yesterday. "We have to keep all the 
houses in the valley in repair. If a key is 
lost, or a hinge on a door is broken a re- 
quisition has to be sent to San Francisco 
and passed upon by us before that key can 
be replaced or a new hingepttt on the "door. 
It is the same with everything else, and in 
consequence the commission is kept in a 
constant state of annoyance over petty 
trifles that ought to be se'ttled on the spot. 
I think the Governor will agree with 
and if he does we will lease the buildings 
by the year and not from month to month. 
In that way we would escape the responsi- 
bility of having to keep the places in re- 
pair. With our present appropriation I 
think that next year we will be able to 
carry out the sugeestion of the Sierra Club 
and send out a landscape-gardener to re- 
port upon the best method of beautifying 
the valley."

ident in 18S6 and recognized by the French 
Government as of public utility. Its ob- 
ject is to do missionary work for the 
French language, making its dulcet ac- 
cents as familiar to the ends of the earth 
as they are on the boulevards of Paris. 
The San Francisco branch of the Alliance 
has been in existence for some years and 
the members have always cherished the 
hope of some day opening classes very 
much on the lines of the Italian schools. 
Last month they commenced work in ear- 
nest by obtaining permission from the 
Board of Education to use the schools best 
situated for the French population, the 
Washington and the Whittier. Professors 
were appointed and the classes are just 
getting into running order. 

M. Lamare, a professor, well known in 
San Francisco and Berkeley, has been ap- 
pointed to the Washington School. He 
holds his class from half-past 3 till 5 
o'clock every day but Saturday, and he has 
his hands full in trying to guide forty chil- 
dren through the mazy intricacies bf the 
first steps in the language. They vary 
from infants of tender years to young men 
and maidens. Some of the small fry can 
chatter in French like natives. 

"It takes time to bring them all up to 
the same standard," said the professor, as 
he dismissed his class at 5 o'clock, "but 
those who cannot speak French will soon 
learn from those who can." 

At the Whittier School, on Harrison 
street, Mme. Leonie Bousquet, who has 
been a teacher in the public schools in 
France, conducts a class of twenty-three 
children. The majority of them are girls, 
and with two exceptions they are French, 
so that the lessons go as if on oiled wheels. 
Mme. Bousquet says that the two Ameri- 
can pupils are learning very rapidly, as

the other children translate for them when 
they cannot understand. "And then you 
see," she said, showing a book filled with 
pictures of the birds of the air and the 
beasts of the field, "all those creatures have 
the names in French written under them 
so that the children's eyes teach them a 
great deal." 

The Le Conte school is entirely managed 
by Madame Marshall, formerly principal 
of the Cosmopolitan school. Her class is 
advanced, as it has been in existence since 
last September. The Alliance begged 
Madame Marshall to take any children it 
might send into her class, and it pays for 
them, instead of letting the parents do so. 
There are thirty-four children in the Le 
Conte school. b"ut the classes take place 
every Monday, Wednesday and Friday, 
from 3:30 to 5 p. M., instead of every day 
during the school week. 

The French Alliance is entirely non-sec- 
tarian. Parents who send their children 
to its school are expected to pay a nominal 
monthly subscription, but the work is 
really a labor of love among some of the 
French residents.

"McMurtrie's answer to that friendly 
invitation was to bend down to his horse's 
neck, set in the spurs and get out of that 
canyon ahead of Sam and back to Bodie as 
fast as hoofs could carry him. He knew 
Sam Brown, and that if that worthy once 
got alongide him he wouldn't hesitate to 
shoot him off his horse so as to get a better 
mount for himself. After they all got 
back to the settlement he didn't go round 
to places where he was likely ta meet Sam. 
lest it might stir him up to unpleasant 
recollections of their Indian campaign- 
people were that considerate of others' 
feelings in those days when the other liap-

BE REQUIRED. 



The Newly Instituted Labor 
Exchange Will Abolish 
Poverty. 



APPEAL TO THE SUPERVISORS. 



A Co-Operative System That 
Will Provide Employment 
for All. 



A committee of the Labor Exchange will 
go before the Finance Committee of the 
Board of Supervisors to-morrow and urge 
the adoption of their plan for the issuance 
of 11,000,000 worth of bonds or warrants in 
small denominations, receivable by the 
city for taxes. The bonds or warrants 
would be paid to any workmen who would 
accept them for labor on public works. 

This is one way by which the Labor Ex- 
change hopes te give work to the unem- 
ployed and prove the usclessness of "legal 
tender" money and the absolute sin of in- 
terest. 

The Labor Exchange has attracted pub- 
lic notice of late and some interest is man- 
ifested in its theories and operation. Its 
fundamental purpose is to give work to the 
unemployed. 

Tne exchange professes to have solved 
the riddle of hard times, and to be pre- 
pared to banish them the moment its doc- 
trines are accepted. It professes to be 
the only one of its kind that is ready to 
bring relief at once and to all. All other 
svstems, the exchange founders say, re- 
quire political majorities, or if not that, 
then the tearing up of all the social rela- 
tions of a sufficient number of jieople and 
the isolating of these into communities 
and thus the beginning of life again. 

Its cardinal principle is to snub money; 
not the love of money, but the money 
itself. That men should trade in money 
and charge high prices for what is sim- 
ply designed as a medium of exchange 
and should represent actual product is, 
they say, at the bottom of all the trouble. 

So the Labor Exchange has a laoor check 
of its own which it issues to any one who 
gives value for it. No such thing as inter- 
est shall ever contaminate this check. It 
represents value always. The farmer who 
brings wheat to the" exchange gets his 
check for the value and may turn the 
check into boots, blankets or whatever he 
wishes, just as he would with money. It 
has nowhere reached that point, but the 
local organizer, Carl Gleeser, declares that

it is rapidly marching toward it. In the 
meantime be says there are benefits at 
hand. They have enlisted a number of 
producers in a great variety of different 
lines, "and," he says, "so soon as we can 
make a complete circle in this way, cover- 
ing all the necessaries of life, a great step 
will have been taken, and the members in 
the circle will be certain of such comforts 
as their own efforts entitle them to. 

"Our aim is to secure a building to be 
used as a depository and exchange — one 
central depository first, which should de- 
velop into a great department store. As 
the movement progresses others could be 
established in different districts, railroads 
could be built, ann so the exchange would 
reach out to distant points, just as we see 
the ramifications of trade under the ham- 
pering restrictions of money. A branch 
up in Oregon is even now building a rail- 
road to connect with a trunk line. But I 
am sensible that the chief interest is felt 
by those who might seek the benefits of 
the movement now, as to what it offers and 
how it works in its present incipient stage. 
We are working hard to secure members 
and to complete the circle I speak of. The 
list of business houses and workers in this 
city who will now accept 'Labor Exchange 
checks' for goods they have for sale or 
services they can perform includes the fol- 
lowing:

"You see how easy this system could be 
put into operation if only people were 
willing. And 1 know that the rapidity of 
its growth is merely a matter of the time 
required to educate the people up to it. 
Its application here would soon set every 
idle man in the city to work, and with that 
accomplished every branch of business 
would take on a boom and soon all the so- 
called 'floating population' would be per- 
manently absorbed. 

"This proposition that we make to the 
city about the bonds is not new. It has 
been tried and very successfully. In 
Pfafftown. N. C, a three-story brick build- 
ing has been erected on the principle of 
paper checks, not a cent of legal tender 
being used in any way in its construction. 
It has no debt for interest hanging over it. 
A college has been started on this principle 
in Texas, the students working in the 
fields and paying the professors with the 
product of the labor of their hours of 
physical exercise. The school thus pro- 
vides an education of the highest order, 
technical instruction going with moral, 
mental and physical development, and 
when the students graduate thev already 
have a knowledge of practical affairs that 



costs so mauy other students years to 

secure. 

"The newspapers tell us how the weevil 
is destroying thousands of tons of wheat," 
continued Mr. Gleeser, "while at the same 
time men and women are going hungry 
because they have no work. Suppose this 
wheat was turned over to them for their 
labor would it not be a great blessing, not 
only to the persons directly benefited, but 
to all Californians?" 

G. B. de Bernardi, author of "Trials and 
Triumphs of Labor," is the father of the 
movement, as his book, which teaches that 
the "legal tender" act is responsible for 
the great handicap on labor, is its gospel. 
The movement languished, however, until 
the great crash of '93, when the real prop- 
aganda began and under the educating in- 
fluence of very hard times has thrived 
greatly. The past year it has received a 
great impetus. 

Carl Gleeser was commissioned State 
organizer for California in July of last year 
and now there is scarcely a county in the 
State where there is not an active branch 
with growing members. Mr. Gleeser's 
headquarters is at 30 Tenth street, where 
he publishes a little journal in the inter- 
ests of the order, called Living Issues. 



SNEEZING AND SNUFFLING. 



La Grippe Is Once Again Be- 
coming Epidemic in This 
City. 



Some of the Cases Will Prob- 
ably Prove Fatal— The 
Victims. 



La grippe has again made its appearance 
in the city and threatens to become epi- 
demic. Millionaires and paupers, states- 
men and their antitheses, Caucasians and 
Chinese are sneezing and snuffing in 
melancholy chorus and suffer from such 
nervous tension that condolences are most 
unwelcome. Nob Hill is feeling the effects 
of the plague, and the Western Addition, 
Barbary Coast and the water front are full 
of trouble. 

In some cases the disease is likely to 
prove fatal. Frank Wadsworth, assistant 
weigher in the Custom house and one of 
the oldest employes in the service, is dying 
from its effects. He caught cold some days 
ago and it gradually developed into a bad 
case of la grippe. Last night he was un- 
conscious and the physicians gave him up. 
He is not expected to survive the day. 
Mr. Wadsworth is a member of Garfield 
Post of the Grand Army. He lost an arm 
at the battle of Gettysburg and has in con- 
sequence drawn a pension of $40 a month 
during the past few years. For twenty- 
four years he has been employed in the 
Custom house. He is also a member of 
the Ancient order of United Workmen. 

Another victim of the disease is Colonel 
Southard Hoffman, United States Com- 
missioner and clerk of the District Court- 
He was laid up for five days with a severe 
attack, and yesterday when he attempted 
to visit his office he suffered a relapse and 
is now in bed a very sick man. 

United States Commissioner Hancock is 
just recovering from the disease, and 
Secret Service Agent N. R. Harris of the 
Treasury Department is also among the 
sufferers. Assistant Secret Service Agent 
R. Harris is prostrated by a severe attack, 
though he does not suffer so much as his 
father. 

Naval Officer John P. Irish and his as- 
sistant, George W. Branch, are numbered 
among the victims. The colonel thinks he 
receives little sympathy, for his friends 
seem inclined to poke fun at him. Tbey 
attribute his suffering to the fact that he 
appeared in public recently wearing a 
necktie. 

Chief Sullivan of the Fire Department is 
confined to his bouse, and much uneasi- 
ness is felt as to the result. Charles C. 
Bruce and George Bowen, of the shipping 
firm of Bruce, Bowen & Co., are also pros- 
trated with the disease. Eugene Davis of 
Davis Brothers is confined to his Belvedere 
home for the same cause. He will not be 
able to attend to business for a week yet. 

President Harrington of the Merchants' 
Club sent to the meeting of the Half-mil- 
lion Club yesterday his regrets on his in- 
ability to attend. He is ill with la grippe. 

Police Judges Campbell, Conlan and 
.Toachirasen are victims of the epidemic. 
Judge Campbell is confined to his bed and 
Justice Barry is holding court in his en- 
forced absence. Judges Conlan and Joach- 
imsen appeared in their respective courts 
yesterday morning, but were compelled to 
adjourn after struggling for about an hour 
to perform their duties. Jndge Low has 
escaped so far, but Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Roberts was unable to attend court 
yesterday afternoon. 

Chief Crowley and Captain Lees were 
able to be at headquarters for two or three 
hours yesterday. Both looked as if they 
were recovering from severe illness. The 
Chief blames la grippe for his suffering and 
the captain, although suffering from rheu- 
matism in his ankles, declares that he is 
also suffering from a touch of the common 
enemy. 

Several members of the police force are 
also confined to their homes from the same 
cause. 

Chief Clerk Hardenbergh walks the Bald- 
win lobbies a picture of woe. He has been 
suffering from the epidemic two weeks and 
this is the fourth consecutive winter that 
the disease has attacked him. 

A. N. Towne, general manager of the 
Southern Pacific, has just recovered from 
the disease. 

N. H. Forster, auditor of motive power 



on the Southern Pacific, is confined to his 
home. 

Prison Director Sonntag is one of the un- 
fortunate sufferers from the epidemic. 

Isaac Uphani, one of the directors of the 
valley road, is still taking quinine. 

Deputy Coroner Tyrrell has not escaped 
the common enemy, and Gavin McNab is 
aiso a sufferer. "

WHERE ARE THE LETTERS? 

Postal Inspectors Are Trying 
to Solve an Interesting 
Problem. 



The Missing Press Club Invita- 
tions Are Now Being 
Traced. 



The missing Press Club invitations to 
the members oi the Bohemian Club are 
causing considerable stir in postoffice 
circles. Although no formal complaint 
was made by the president of the club, 
still Postmaster McCoppin thought enough 
about the matter to call in the assistance 
of the Postoffice Inspectors. The latter 
have not quite finished their labor?, but 
nevertheless have learned enough to satisfy 
themselves that the missing letters of in- 
vitation never reached the Postoffice. 
There were over 600 of them written out, 
enveloped and stamped; of this number 
only some 150 reached their destination. 
Consequently $8 worth, or over, of stamps 
went astray with the letters. 

What became of those letters, therefore, 
Is the question that is worrying Postmaster 
McCoppin, the Postal Inspectors, Secre- 
tary Donald of the Press Club, and in fact 
all the members of the Press and Bohe- 
mian clubs generally. 

"The invitations were never mailed in 
this office," said Postmaster McCoppin 
yesterday. "They were lost or stolen 
either before or after leaving the club- 
roonis. The man to whom they were given 
to mail says he delivered them to some 
one in the Postoffice, and did not put them 
in the regular mailing-box. No such thing 
was done, to the knowledge of any one in 
the Postoffice. Supposing, for the sake of 
argument, all those letters had been 
mailed, what chance was there for any one 
carrier or sorter to get rid of 400 of them J 
The idea is absurd on the face of it. Those 
invitations were never mailed." 

"The invitations were mailed all right," 
said Secretary Donald last evening. "Mr. 
Worrell, a gentleman in whom I have the 
greatest confidence, assisted me in the get- 
ting out of the invitations. He took them 
to tne Postoffice when completed and 
mailed them himself. 1 employ Mr. Wor- 
rell only occasionally, but lie came to me 
with the highest recommendations, and 
when he tells me he mailed those letters I 
am satisfied that he did so." 

The matter, therefore, stands in this 
way: The postal authorities are satisfied 
that the missing invitations were never 
mailed, and Secretary Donald is positive 
they were. In the meantime the Postoffice 
Inspectors are on the scent and the facts of 
the case will soon be known.

He Was Named Executor of the 
Fair Will and Promises 
to Stay With It. 



THE CASE OF JOSHUA HENDY. 



A Man May Make an Unjust Will 
if He Sees Fit and Is Sound 
in Mind. 



"Oh, go right ahead, we don't mind 
what is printed as coming from the other 
side," said W. S. Goodfcllow yesterday, 
when the criticisms of Mr. Knight and 
Mr. Hcggerty upon certain peculiarities of 
the Fair will were called to his attention. 

"I don't care what they say," he con- 
tinued, "and certainly will not take the 
trouble to answer their criticisms in the 
papers. I assure you, however, that I did 
not care to fool round with Uncle Jim 
Fair's estate, but now that he has stuck 
me in as executor I shall remain and see it 
through. 1 shall make it stick, too, you 
can be sure of that. 

"Mr. McEnerney has taken the"burden 
from my shoulders for the time being, but 
I intend to give the case my personal at- 
tention shortly." 

The setting uside of the verdict in the 
Hcndy wUl case, the contest of which was 
based upon allegations of unsound mind 
and undue influence, is given an added in- 
terest to lawyers and others in view of the 
prospective contest of the Fair will on 
these same allegations. 

"James G. Fair was a keen, clear-headed 
business man, the last man in the city to 
be suspected of being insane," said ^lr. 
Goodfcllow. "No one thought of suggest- 
ing such a thing during his lifetime nor of 
any one influencing him in the least de- 
gree against his inclination. 

"The case of Joshua Hendy has nothing 
in common with that of James G. Fair, 
said Mr. Heggerty yesterday. "Hendy, at 
his death, was at the head of a big manu- 
facturing concern, which was a demon- 
stration in itself that his head was all 
right. His will was contested by his 
brothers, who felt aggrieved at the testa- 
tor's neglect. Now, a man is not expected 
to provide for his brothers unless he wishes 
to. The case of Fair is entirely different, 
you sec. Here his own children arc left 
subject to the whims and good behavior of 
strangers, so to speak. And as to his men- 
tal condition, he was old, he was sick and 
had been so for a long time, and he was 
daily aDd continually under the influence 
of whisky." 

Nowlin & Fassett and Judge Cotton, who 
were attorneys of record for the Hendy 
estate, are, of course, very well pleased 
with the turn the Hendy case has taken, 
and have the rulings of the courts on the 
questions of "mental incompetency" and 
"undue influence" on call. 

"The courts have been crying out against 
the prevailing disposition to attack the 
validity of wills," said Mr. Nowlin yester- 
day. 

• Judge Coffey, in this case against the 
Hendy will," he said, "charged the jurv 
that ' the very object of making a will is 
to disturb the equality of distribution 
which the law establishes in the absence of 
one; and whether the reasons for it, in 
the testa'or's mind, are well or ill founded 
is immaterial, if he has arrived at the re- 
sult of his own volition anil without any 
fraud, coercion or constraint of others.' 

"Again, he said : 'Intellectual feableness 
alone, or mere weakness of the under- 
standing—whether this condition of mind 
is brought about by natural causes or the 
result of an injury or disease — does not dis- 
qualify a person from making a valid will. 
A partial failure of mind or memory, even 
to a considerable extent, from whatever 
cause, is not in itself sufficient ground for 
setting aside a will if there still remains 
sufficient mind and memory to enable the 
testator to comprehend what he is about 
and to understand that he is disposing of 
his estate by his will and to whom he is 
disposing of it.' 

"On the question of undue influence 
Judge Coffey said : 'The true test of un- 
due influence is that it overpowers the will 
withoutconvincingthe judgment. It must 
be an influence depriving the party of the 
exercise of his judgment aud his free ac- 
tion. Undue influence cannot be presumed, 
but must he proved and the burden of 
proving it by preponderance of evidence 
lies on the contestants.' 

"With regard to the right of every man 
to dispose of his own as he will, Judge 
Coffey said : 'The law gives to every man 
of sound mind the right to dispose of his 
own property by last will, and this is re- 
garded as one of the most sacred rights and 
the most citicient means which he has in 
protracted life or old age; to command the 
attention due to his infirmities, and a man 
cannot legally be deprived of this right be- 
cause of any bodily afflictions, if he be of 
sound mind. It makes no difference 
whether the will appears to be just or un- 
just, equitable or inequitable. * * * A 
man may be of sound mind and strong 
mind, and yet be exceedingly unjust. A 
person has a right to make an unjust will. 
A testator * « * may do what he will 
with his own.' " 

'There is not one opinion alone, but a 
thousand of like character," said Mr. Good- 
fellow yesterday, "holding that a man may 
make what appears to be a cruel and un- 
just will— that, in a word, he may do with 
his own as he will." 



PREPARED TOE ROBBERS. 

The Southern Pacific May Have Im- 
pregnable Express Car*. 

The frequency with which train rob- 
beries have occurred within the past few 
years, many of which resulted in the loss 
of large suras of money to the companies 
which were the victims, has been a source 
of great annoyance to the officials of the 
Southern Pacific in common with those of 
other roads. 

The subject has received much attention 
from these gentlemen, and various means 
have been suggested from time to time by 
which it was believed the efforts of the 
thieves might be frustrated. It was pro- 
posed to have armed guards accompany 
each train upon which treasure was car- 
ried, but this plan involved great expense, 
and as the efforts of all railroad companies 
are now directed toward reducing expendi- 
tures instead of increasing them, conse- 
quently this plan was abandoned. 

The method now under consideration is 
a car especially constructed to successfully 
resist any attacks make upon it. It has 
become quite a frequent occurence of late 
for outlaws to make a sudden descent on a 
train, put the engineer and fireman under 
arrest, and while a portion of the gang 
guards their prisoners, the remainder of 
the band deliberately go through the train 
ami levy on the passengers. 

The mail and express cars are, however, 
the most sought after, antl the desperadoes 
often make rich hauls, owing to the fact 
that the messengers are in such a position 
as to be almost helpless. If they lock them- 
selves in the car there is no chance to resist 
an onslaught, and the robbers being, as a 
rule, first-class marksmen, any exposure 
on the part of the employes results in 
drawing the effective fire of "the thieves. 

In a device which the Southern Pacific 
officials are giving their consideration the 
express or mail car is provided with oppo- 
site side openings, into which are fitted 
rectangular frames, somewhat like a large 
shallow box, opening inwardly to the car. 
Ihese sections rest upon suitable floor 
strips and are provided with rack -bars and 
pinion gear. They are nominally drawn 
inward, so that the outward face is flush 
with the side of the car, and does not pre- 



sent any unusual appearance. When the 
train is stopped and the robbers parade 
along it the messenger turns a crank and 
the bullet-proof sections slide out like a 
square bay-window. Small loopholes are 
provided, and the messenger is thus af- 
forded a flanking fire the entire length of 
the tram. The loopholes are protected by 
steel plates pivotally attached, which can 
be turned to cover the orifice until the mes- 
senger is ready to snuff out another robber. 

The sections are also provided with 
searchlights, which will illuminate the 
entire length of the train and the sur- 
rounding land. The device, it is claimed, 
will also prevent the robbers from pursuing 
a plan wnich has found much favor with 
them in the past. It has been the custom 
of many of these gangs of desperadoes to 
use the engineer or fireman of a train at- 
tacked as a shield, while the thieves forced 
the door of the express-car with dvnamite 
or other means. As the sliding sections 
permit the messenger to have a'full view 
of the train he could readily pick off the 
thieves from his secure position before 
they would be able to attach a bomb to 
the car door or make anv progress in their 
efforts to force an entrance.

Lovers of Harmony Who Seem to 
Be Undergoing Lent 
Penances. 



So m any good and pious people practice 
self-abnegation in Lent, denying them- 
selves every pleasure, from sugar in their 
tea to the luxuries of music and art, that 
one cannot but wonder whether it is owing 
to a self-imposed penance that the musical 
public of San FranciFco is denying itself 
the pleasure of the excellent concerts that 
the Metropolitan Musical Society is giving 
at the Auditorium. 

Last week a symphony that had been 
talked of throughout the length and bredth 
of America— Anton Dvorak's "From the 
New World"— was given atthe Auditorium 
for the first time in San Francisco. It was 
the first great symphony by a leading com- 
poser of the day, written in America 
and for Americans, and the musical pub- 
lic was not to be tempted, even by that 
great treat, to break its I^enten fast from 
the joys of good music. Yesterday even- 
ine Moszkowski's "Jeanne | d'Arc" was 
played, and the people who used to flock 
to applaud Scheel were again conspicuous 
by their absence. 

Of course there was an audience, but 
where the enthusiastic crowds used to come 
in hundreds they now come in tens and 
fives, and yet the orchestra is much nearer 



perfection than it was a few months aco. 
Moszkowki's symphonic poem was beau- 
tifully played last night. It is a peculiarly 



attractive work and will well bear hearing 
more than once, as the descriptive charac- 
ter of the music grows upon the hearer- 
Jeanne's pastoral life and her great mis- 
sion revealed in a vision, followed bv the 
harmonies which were chromatic enough 
to express any amount of internal discord, 
then the music gradually subsiding into 
peaceful remembrances. 

In the third part it was easy to imagine 
from the realistic tone-painting the con- 
querors entering Rheims with all the pano- 
ply of war, and in the fourth to see Jeanne 
in prison, led forth to execution, and 
finally dying to soft music, which was suc- 
ceeded by a burst of glorification. 

The gracefulness and yet the strength of 
Gluck s overture "Iphigenia," were beau- 
tifully rendered, and Bizet's suite "Roma," 
was worth going to the concert to hear 
alone, for the brio and brilliancy with 
which the charming music was played 
could scarcely have been improved.

PIPE THROUGH THE STREETS. 

A Wineuiaker Will Use One of the City's 
Thoroughfares. 

The Board of Supervisors has been asked 
for various kinds of piping privileges, 
franchises for steampipes, gaspipes and 
water-pipes, but for the first time in the 
history of the body a petition to lay wine- 
pipes in the public streets was before the 
Street Committee yesterday. 

C. Carpy is the owner of two extensive 
warehouses, one at the southwest corner 
of Folsom and Second streets and the 
other on Brannan street, near Fourth. It 
has heretofore been his custom to have all 
wine which it became necessary to convey 
from one winery to the other hauled in 
wagons, but the proprietor has decided 
that it would be cheaper to pipe it, so he 
petitioned the Supervisors for the privilege 
yesterday, receiving a favorable answer to 
his request. 

The pipes will be laid along Second and 
Brannan streets, and the amount of wine 
which under the old methods took a day to 
transfer can then be carried in a couple of 
hours. 

The work will be done under the super- 
vision of the Superintendent of Streets. 



THE MAEA BANK SUIT. 

Claus Spreckels thinks It Will 
Be Thrown Out of 
Court. 



A Hint at More Litigation Be- 
tween the Family Fac- 
tions. 



An attempt was made yesterday after- 
noon to learn from Rudolph Spreckels just 
what injury he fears from the transfer of 
stock proposed by the Xevada Bank, to 
prevent which he has brought an injunc- 
tion suit. The plaintiff could not be found, 
but his brother, C. A. Spreckels, said : 

"The people at 437 Market street have 
certain objects to gain by the transfer of 
this stock. They have been trying to at- 
tain their object for a long time, and I have 
given them just rope enough with which to 
hang themselves. Now, my evidence is all 
in, and I propose to protect my interests. 
This suit is only the beginning. The end? 
You will find that in the courts at the 
proper time. 

"I am not the party in interest in the 
present suit, but the agreement mado when 
Rudolph's stock was pledged was that it 
should not be transferred out oi his name. 
If any one asserts to the contrary he lies, 
that's all." 

"Was there a written paper to that ef- 
fect?" was asked. 

"We will prove our case or keep it out of 
court," was the rejoinder. "Do I sptak for 
my brother? No, onlv for myself, but our 
interests are practically identical." 

J. D. Spreckels remarked that the suit 
was brought against the bank, but if it in 
any way concerned him his attorney, S. M. 
Shortridge, could give any necessary infor- 
mation. 

Claus Spreckels said: "There is nothing 
in the suit. You will see that it will be 
thrown out of court. The company owed 
me $700,000, but the boys charged "tne in 
their former suit with trying to rob the 
stockholders. I told my l'awver to offer to 
settle for $»W0,000, and'thereby sacrificed 
?100,000. Does that look as though I was 
trying to rob them? They accepted the 
offer, and then I hail to have security for 
my money. Gus did not have security 
enough, and so Kudolph pledged his stock. 
It was stock I had given him outright. He 
never had any hand in the management of 
the company. Mv partner owned half the 
stock aud I owned the other half — only I 
gave half mine to Rudolph. 

"Now they want to pay one-third of the 
debt, and as we cannot "divide the stock 
that way without getting new certificates 
I thought I would cut it up into smaller 
parcels and have it all in my name, to save 
trouble. 

"The suit amounts to nothing. It seems 
as if those boys like to be always in litiga- 
tion ; they must be crazy. They lost their 
heads now these last few years, and vet 
they used to be just as goo'd boys as ever 
were." 

Attorney Shortridge, whose firm, Delmas 
& Shortridge, has been retained by the 
Nevada Bank, spoke of the matter" with 
evident reluctance. "The suit," he said, 
"is against the Nevada Bank to enjoin 
them from transferring certain stock from 
the name of Rudolph Spreckels. The 
stock is pledged to the bank and the law 
distinctly gives the pledgee the right to 
have such stock reissued to him as such 
pledgee. For this young man to charge 
an institution of suc^i known integ- 
rity with taking part in anv under- 
handed or questionable transaction 
affecting his stock is ridiculous. The bank 
simply wants to protect itself and those 
who arc dealing with it. This young man 
does not seem to realize upon what thin 
ice he stands. Charges against him are 
such that all his property in the Hawaiian 
Islands is liable to confiscation. 

"You may say that the step the bank 
contemplates cannot in any way, manner, 
shape or form tend to injure the interests 
of the plaintiff in this case. We will re- 
turn his stock to him when the payment, 
which is still owing but not yet due, shall 
be made, and we would be only too glad to 
have him make the payment and take the 
stock at once."

The central figure is Professor Benjamin 
Pierce, LL.D., superintendent of the 
United States coast survey, piofessor of 
mathematics of Harvard University and 
one of the greatest mathematicians of the 
country. It was at his instigation that the 
tour made by Agassiz was undertaken. 

Professor Agassiz is at Pierce's left band. 
On the right hand of the central figure is 
Captain C. P. Patterson, hydrogTaphic in- 
spector United States coast survey, who 
afterward succeeded Pierce as superinten- 
dent. 

These three wise men are supposed tc be 
discussing the proposed tour of the world 
which was then yet to be made by Pro- 
fessor Agassiz, the trip that has since 
taken its place in history as a voyage that 
accomplished great things for science. 

The trip, made in 1871, was the initial 
undertaking of the Hassler. She had just 
come off the ways in the yard of Camden, 
N. J. Her performance during the entire 
tour was all that could have been desired. 

The trip was undertaken at the request 
of Superintendent Pierce of the United 
States geodetic survey and with and under 
the authority of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

The steamer was commanded by Captain 
Phil C. Johnson el the United States navy. 

Professor Agassiz was accompanied by 
bis wife and by Thomas Hill, LL.D., ex- 
president of Harvard, and by D. 8. Stein- 
dechnar, afterward director of the Impe- 
rial Museum of Vienna. 

On the voyage they studied the fauna of 
the ocean, its currents, temperatures, deep- 
sea soundings and the dredgings; also, the 
depths to which light penetrated the ocean. 

The little Hassler. just in commission 
and new to her business, brought the dis- 
tinguished company safely around the 
Horn and all the long way up the Western 
coast. 

Thej- arrived in San Diego in 1872. Com- 
ing on to San Francisco, they wtre received 
by the California Academy of Sciences, of 
which Professor Davidson had just then 
been elected president. 

The party remained here some consider- 
able time, being shown all the honors that 
were befitting so distinguished a company 
and so noble a mission. 

Agassiz's health steadily improved while 
he was here, and when he left it was to 
once more engage, and with renewed en- 
thusiasm, in the ichthyological investiga- 
tion and his teaching in the field school 
which his friends bad established. 

AD three of these planners of the expedi- 
tion have since died, Agassiz last of all.

Foote's claim is that the Election Com- 
mission agreed to dismiss the case if 
O'Connor would sign the returns. O'Con- 
nor has signed the returns and still the 
prosecution goes on. Foote wished to 
show that his client had told the District 
Attorney that he was willing at any time 
to sign the returns, that he had no inten- 
tion of breaking any law and that there 
was no criminal intent in his action. To 
prove this Mr. Foote called A. P. Black, 
the Assistant District Attorney prosecuting 
the case, to the stand. Black did not want 
to go. Judge Wallace looked with sur- 
prise on the proceedings, and said so. 
Should Mr. Black be made a witness he 
could not argue the case before the jury, 
and the court was of the opinion that in 
tnat fact lay the principal object in putting 
the Assistant District Attorney on the 
stand. 

Foote contended it was not and insisted 
that Black be called, and finally the court 
allowed him to take the stand, saying that 
he would see if Mr. Foote's intention were 
what he claimed or not. Foote tried to 
except to the remark, but Judge Wallace 
announced that he would allow no excep- 
tions to the remarks of the court. Foote 
then put his questions, all touching upon 
what O'Connor bad told the witness, and 
one by one the were ruled out by the 
court and Black retired without giving a 
word of evidence. The case then pro- 
ceeded without any further unpleasantness.

"Questions about the new law? Yes, we 
have to answer hundreds of them every- 
day. To keep track of them would require 
the services of half a dozen shorthand 
writers. There are a great many persons 
in this city who had at one time a large in- 
come, but who by misfortune have had 
that income reuueed below the $3500 mark. 
Tnese persons, fearing that they might be 
assessed arbitrarily, come here and make 
affidavit to show that they are not subject 
to assessment. It is not necessary, but 
there is no law to prevent them from so 
doing. No one who has not had an income 
in excess of $3500 need trouble himself 
about the income tax." 

The law provides for a collection of a tax 
of 2 per cent on the return of gains, profit 
and income received by citizens of the 
United States, whether residing at home or 
abroad, and by other persons residing 
therein, naving an income of more than 
$3500 for the year 1894 ; and by persons 
residing without the United States owning 
property therein, or engaged in anv busi- 
ness, trade or profession carried on in the 
United States during said year; and by 
guardians and trustees, executors, adminis- 
trators, agents, receivers and all persons or 
corporations acting in any fiduciary 
capacity. 

Return to be made to the collector or 
a deputy collector of the district on or be- 
fore the 15th of April, 1895, and the tax to 
be paid to the collector or deputy on or 
before the 1st day of July, 1895. • 

It also provides for a like tax on returns 
by banks, banking institutions, trust com- 
panies, saving institutions, life and other 
insurance companies, railroad, canal, turn- 
pike, canal navigation, slack water, tele- 
phone, telegraph, express, electric light, 
gas, water, street railroad and all other 
corporations— and this to make up the 
deficit in the treasury, the result of the 
maladministration under the Cleveland 
rule. The law does not apply, however, 
to States, counties or municipalities, nor to 
corporations or associations conducted for 
charitable, religious or educational pur- 
poses; nor to savings banks having no 
stockholders, no members save depositors, 
nor capital save deposits; nor to insurance 
companies on the mutual plan. 



GRAND JURY PRESENTMENTS. 

Attorney Kuef Will Test the Legality 
of Proceedings Against Certain 
Property-Owners. 



The question of the legality of arrests 
under Grand Jury presentments came up 
in Judge Low's court yesterday afternoon, 
when the cases of the four women charged 
with giving an indecent exhibition were 
called. 

District Attorney Barnes appeared for 
the people, and Attorneys Ruef and West 
for the defendants and other defendants 
arrested on presentments. The defendants 
and the witnesses for the prosecution were 
in court. 

The District Attorney said that arrests 
on presentments of the Grand Jury were 
new to San Francisco courts. He thought, 
however, the presentments would stand on 
the same footing as a complaint sworn to 
in the police courts. He was prepared to 
go on with the cases. 

Attorney Ruef asked for a further con- 
tinuance. He thought he could satisfy the 
Judge that he had no jurisdiction, and at 
the proper time he would cite numerous 



authorities in support of that contention. 
There were also the case of property- 
owners to be brought up on presentments, 
and he wished for time to gather his facts 
in logical sequence, so that the matter 
could be intelligently argued and disposed 
of. His clients declined to plead as they 
did not recognize the court's jurisdiction. 

The District Attorney agreed with Attor- 
ney Ruef as to the importance of the ques- 
tion, as there were fourteen cases yes- 
terday and there would be eighteen more 
to-day, in which the same principle was 
involved. He would agree to a reasonable 
continuance. 

The Judge fixed Monday afternoon for 
the argument, and if he should decide 
against Attorney Rucf's contention the 
cases will be tried by a jury probably on 
Wednesday. 

Warrants were served yesterday upon 
several of the property -o"wners against 
whom the Grand Jury made presentments 
for renting houses for purposes of ill fame 
and each gave bonds in $200 or $100 cash. 

ELLIS' SUIT DISMISSED. 

He Decides He Cannot Win and So 
Drops Out. 

The suit of John W. Ellis against the 
Central Presbyterian Tabernacle, of which 
he was for some turbulent months the 
pastor, has been dismissed by Judge Sea- 
well on stipulation of the contracting 
parties. This suit was for $5142 78, which 
Ellis claimed was due him on the salary 
contract which he had with the session of 
the Presbytery. 

In its answer the defendant chnrch de- 
nied owing this money to Ellis, and further 
charged that tie had collected $633 belong- 
ing to the tabernacle, which had never 
found its way into the coffers of the Lord. 
In answer to this Ellis denied taking the 
muiiey, and claimed that any money he 
had ever collected had been used to liqui- 
date church debts in an entirely legitimate 
manner. Having issues thus joined the 
case came to trial, but Dr. Ellis' evidence 
not being of the strongest it lagged, and is 
now dismissed. 

THEY WILL fORKTOGETHER 

Plans Being Formed for a Co- 
operative Society of Church 
Members . 

Twenty Thousand Acres of Land 
as a Basis Upon Which to 
Begin. 



G. W. Wilderman of 711 Howard street 
has a patent on a tiouring mill and an in- 
terest in a tract of land near Ensenada, 
Mexico. With these two possessions he 
proposes to revolutionize the workjifc of 
the Christian public by establishing a co- 
operative society composed entirely of pro- 
fessed and tried Christians. 

The plan is an elaborate one as outlined 
by a circular now in the hands of a printer. 
The organization is to be known as the 
World's Christian Co-operative Society 
and is to be incorporated under the laws of 
California. 

Each individual joining the society is to 
pay $100. This money is to be used in 
developing mining lands, to be purchased, 
building and operating flour mills and, in 
fact, delving in every business known to 
tbe people of the world. In order that the 
society may have some substantial ground 
upon which to begin business G. W. Wil- 
derman and William M» Crindle have each 
donated 10,000 acres of land in Lower Cali- 
fornia to the society. That is, the circular 
says they do so, with the provision that the 
provision that land shall never be sold 
but must remain as the property of the 
society. The prospectus says that the 
object in forming the society is to get 
Christian people together where they can 
earn their living under circumstances sur- 
rounded by the safeguards of church fel- 
lowship. All profits to be equally divided. 

The business of the society will be trans- 
acted bv a board of directors to be elected 
annually by tbe members. These directors 
are empowered to purchase lands, erect 
flouring mills, establish general stores, 
factories and such other places of business 
as they may deem fit. Oneof the principal 
features of the plan is to establish bakeries 
in San Francisco, and in that way use up 
the product of the flour mill, which is to 
be located within fifty miles of this city or 
Los Angeles. 

According to the prospectus the brans 
and surfeit stock of the proposed mill will 
be used to fatten cattle and hogs. Chickens 
and sheep are also to add to the exchequer. 

It is proposed to have 1000 Christians 
subscribe $100 each. If a person who is 
qualified from a Biblical standpoint does 
not possess the requisite $100 he or she will 
be permitted to borrow the money they 
require from anv one, and "the societv 
will pledge the land." Although the gift 
deed will have the provision that the land 
must never be sold, it is expected that 
many people can be found who will loan 
money upon it with that understanding. 

So far $14 has been received, according 
to Mr. Wilderman's statement. There are 
to be no salaries, hence all the money paid 
into the society will go to furthering "the 
cause." 

Articles of incorporation have not been 
drawn up as yet, but it is expected by the 
father of the scheme that seven men will 
be ready to sign the articles within a few 
days. Mr. Wilderman counts upon him- 
self and William McCrindle, who was the 
original owner of the tract in Mexico, a 
portion of which it is proposed to give the 
society, as two of the people who will ask 
for incorporation. 

Thus fur the scheme has not been en- 
thusiastically received. As soon as the 
prospectus has been printed the various 
churches of the city will be visited and the 
pamphlet will be sold to those who desire 
to investigate.

North. 



The swift little launch Meteor will grace 
the waters of the bay no more. She was 
sold yesterday to A. W. Read, a merchant 
of Gardner City, Or. The Meteor was 
owned by M. H. Newell, marine secretary 
of the Home Mutual Insurance Company, 
and J. L. Hawks, paying teller of the 
Bank of California. She was the fastest 
launch on the bay, having won all the 
races last year. Her average speed is 
knots an hour, but the coming of the 
Satellite put her into the shade, which fact 
may have accounted for her owners part- 
ing with her. Mr. Read will ship his pur- 
chase on the next vessel going to Umpqua 
River. He expects to take considerable 
pleasure out of the craft this year. 

The Panama Steamship Company's 
steamer Progreso sailed for Panama yes- 
terday afternoon loaded to her utmost 
capacity. The principal items of freight 
were wine, canned fruit, beans and canned 
salmon. 

Word was received here yesterdav that 
the British ship Thomas Stephens, bound 
from Cardiff for Victoria, had put into 
Port Stanley for repairs. She was dis- 
masted in a gale, and had her bulwarks 
smashed and chainplates damaged. 

A life-raft with lines attached picked up 
recently on the beach near Pacific Grove is 
said to answer the description of the raft of 
the lost collier Keweenaw. It is painted 
white and is about twelve feet long. 

The California Drydock Company's new 
dock will be launched at Benicia this 
morning. A party will leave Vallejo-street 
wharf on a tug at 7 o'clock to be present at 
the launch. 

The steamer Mariposa will sail for Aus- 
tralia by way of Honolulu and Samoa this 
afternoon. Among her passengers will be 
the "Gaiety Girl" troupe. She will take a 
large lot of lumber for Apia, Samoa. 

Hattie Morse, a handsome and wayward 
young girl, arrived from Stockton yester- 
day morning consigned to Captain Dunlevy 
of the harbor police. The girl said that 
she went to Oakland from Los Gatos and 
fell under the baneful influence of John 
Roach, a hostler, who took her to Stockton 
and wanted her to support him. She was 
rescued by the Chief of Police of Stockton, 
who sent her hack to this city, and Captain 
Dunlevy returned her to 'her uncle in 
Oakland. 

The Branch Hydrographic Office has 
issued a circular asking specially for in- 
formation regarding derelicts. The circular 
savs : 

In several reports recently published de- 
scribing the rescue of distressed crews by 
the boats of another vessel, little or no 
mention was made of using oil to calm the 
seas. The Hydrographic Office desires to 
call the attention of shipmasters to the 
beneficial effect of oil when the seas are 
heavy enough to endanger a ship's boats. 
By steaming to windward and liberating a 
quautity of oil a "slick" is formed in which 
boats can be lowered with greater safety 
and the wreck approached with more ease. 
After the boat is clear of the rescuing ves- 
sel the latter can steam to leeward and 
round to in the "slick" in order to pick up 
the boat, meanwhile using oil freely. The 
office would be glad to receive reports re- 
garding the etlect of using oil under such 
circumstances. 

The whaling bark Lydia was towed to 
Howard-street wharf yesterday morning to 
fix out for another cruise in the Arctic. 
The vessel is an old-timer and her bones 
have been bleaching in the San Leandro 
estuary for the past two seasons. The old 
bark Lydia came off the Merchants' dry- 
dock yesterday and is fitting out at 
Mission-street wharf No. 2. The Andrew 
Hicks is on Hunters Point drydock. She 
will complete the trio of windjammers, 
which arc to make one more hunt for coal 
and oil. 

Collector of the Port Wise received a copy 
of an amendment to the shipping act yes- 
terday that will bring sorrow to the heart 
of the boarding masters. By it a fine of 
$100 is provided for any one convicted of 
retaining the clothes of a sailor after a 
demand has been made for them. In other 
words "Poor Jack's" kit is exempt from 
execution.

Dan Spellman Wanted by the Police for 
Failure to Provide.

IT IS NOT ALEGAL ACTION- 

george whittell's opinion [of 
the Market Street 
Bond Suit. 



Opposing Stockholders of the 
Street Roads Fear for 
Their Rights. 



That the suit of the Market-street Rail- 
road Company against I. W. Hellman, 
which, upon a pro forma decision of the 
Superior Court, is now before the Supreme 
Court, will not be decided without a con- 
test, is shown by a notice of motion for 
permission to file briefs made yesterday. 

The suit is one to settle the legal stand- 
ing of the bonds issued by the Market- 
street Railroad Company soon after its 
formation. 

I. W. Hellman, president of the Nevada 
Bank, contracted to purchase a large 
amount of the bonds, but when the time 
for delivery came he refused to accept 
them, on the ground that they were not 
legally issued. A suit to compel him to 
take the bonds was then instituted, and 
Judge Wallace, before whom the case was 
tried, rendered judgment in favor of the 
plaintiffs, thus, for the time being, estab- 
lishing the validity of the bonds. 

The case was submitted to him upon an 
agreed state of facts, and it comes now be- 
fore the Supreme Court under the same 
circumstances. 

Whittell's affidavit and notice of a mo- 
tion for permission to tile briefs in the case 
is made as a citizen interested in but not 
connected with the suit. 

Whittell is a stockholder in the Central 
Railroad Company, and now has a suit 
pending to set aside the transfer of the 

Sroperty and franchises of the Central 
:ailroad Company to the combination. 
Joined with him in his motion is . I. How- 
ard Smith, a stockholder in the Ferries ami 
Cliff House Railroad, who has a similar 
suit to set aside the transfers of property 
and franchises of the road in which he is 
interested. 

Whittell's claim is that there is really no 
controversy between the parties in the ac- 
tion now on appeal, nor does he admit 
there ever was a controversy. He charges 
that the whole case is an agreed action to 
secure a decision adverse to himself and to 
tbe objecting stockholders of the roads 
which entered the combine. 

The section of the Code of Civil Proce- 
dure which the applicant quotes in sup- 
port of his claim allows parties to a ques- 
tion in difference to agree upon a case con- 
taining the facts upon which the contro- 
versy depends and to submit the same for 
adjudication. The section expressly pro- 
vides, however, that it must appear'bv af- 
fidavit that the controversy is real anj the 
proceedings in good faith. This Whittell 
claims is not the case in the present action. 
The controversy is not a real one, he savs, 
but one brought by both parties for the 
sole purpose of securing a judgment and 
without any bona-fide difference arising 
between them. His motion will be heard 
next Mofiday. His action is brought, he 
states, because he fears that unless repre- 
sented in the case he as well as other op- 
posing stockholders will not have their 
rights protected.

Nicholas H. Lang, a Real Estate Agent, 
Damaging Accusations 
Against His Former Wife. 



Nicholas H. Lang, the real estate dealer, 
through his attorney, James A. Hill, has 
petitioned the Superior Court for the cus- 
tody of his younger child.

It was an excellent card that was offered 
race-goers yesterday, one of the best since 
the meeting began, the fields were good 
and the betting on the different events was 
spirited and heavy. The attending crowd 
was liberally sprinkled with "ye society 
folk," who gathered there to sec the pony 
race, with gentlemen riders sporting silk. 

Five out of six favorites finished in front, 
but one, Don Fulano, was disqualified for 
fouling and the race given to Captain Rees, 
also heavily played. It was a hard blow to 
combination players, nearly every" combo" 
that was made having the Don in. 

The pony race, a sprint dash at half a 
mile, furnished a red hot favorite in Gold 
Coin, a ponv of elephantine proportions 
ridden by Mr. Hunn, who went to the post 
a 3 to 5 favorite. Of the other starters 
Finesse ridden by Mr. Tobin, and Jessie 
Sturgill with Mr. Pimpkins up, received 
the most backing. The race was deprived 
of all interest by the favorite Gold Coin 
getting away two lengths in front and 
making a show of the field, winning by 
three lengths. Finesse finished second, 
four lengths in front of Jessie Sturpill.

In a 
drive Seraphin beat Montalvo a short head 
for the place. 

Of the original twenty-two entries for 
the second race, a five and a hal f furlong 
run, twelve went to the post.

Another Rush to the Yukon. 
Prospectors in British 
Columbia. 



They are having quite a little gold ex- 
citement at Willets, in Mendocino County, 
and ihere are several "prospects" being 
opened, though nothing startling has been 
developed as yet. 

They have had dull times in mining in 
Mariposa County for twenty years past, but 
everything is getting lively down there 
now. 

Prospecting is very active in the old as 
well as the newer mining regions of the 
State. 

Mining affairs are quite active in the 
Pieacho district, San Diego County. 

There is as much activity in Calevaras 
County now as in any county in the State. 

The strike at Pike City, Sierra County, 
last week will encourage many miners in 
that vicinity. 

Mining sales appear to be as frequent at 
Angels Camp as at any place in the State. 
The mines worked in its vicinity are turn- 
ing out lots of bullion, and this makes 
other properties near by valuable. 

A mining revival is reported at Pana- 
mint, Southern Inyo County. New York 
men have been buying some properties 
there. 

The new shaft of the old Gwin mine, 
Calaveras County, is expected to strike the 
ledge at 1400 feet. This was a famous pro- 
ducing mine in its day, but has been 
abandoned a long time. Recently active 
operations have been going on. 

Several gravel-mills are being built for 
crushing "deep gravel" in Siskiyou Count v. 
It is thought by some that certain portions 
of the gravel deposits there are much like 
those now yielding so well in South Africa. 

The Hayden Hill mines, Lassen County, 
are again looking up as more development 
work is done. 

A great deal of mining work is now going 
on in Riverside County and with excellent 
results. 

It is said that English capital will open 
the gravel mines 011 the west side of the 
Colorado River, about twenty-seven miles 
above Yuma. 

Colorado men have purchased the Shel- 
ton group of gold mines, Lvnx Creek. Ariz. 

Idaho increased her gotd product very 
materially last year over the previous one. 

A good many Washington mines are ic le 
owing to the low price of silver. 

Ten experienced hydraulic miners from 
Iowa Hill. Placer County, went up to 
British Columbia last week to work in the 
mines operated by John Hobson, who was 
formerly of Iowa Hill. He knew where to 
send for good miners. 

At Acton, Los Angeles Countv, H. C. 
Reno is extracting gold with a steam gold 
amalgamator, working up old tailings, and 
is taking out per day. It takes six men 
in two sliifts— DJkfit and day— to run the 
machine. This is a new p'lant and has 
about six months' work on the present 
dumps. 

Plans are on foot to organize a branch of 
the State Miners' Association in Tuolumne 
County. Mr. E. C. Loftus of Sonora is 
starting the movement. 

The California Miners' Association is 
busv collecting moncv in the mining 
counties to aid in the h'ght to prevent the 
railroad companies from obtaining any- 
more mineral lands in this State. 

Activity is increasing in the mines of 
the peninsula of Lower California. Pros- 
pectors are going out in all directions from 
Ensenada. 

In Lower California N. II. A. Mason of 
Nevada has purchased the Hareno mines 
below Rosario, and lias also interested him- 
self in mines at the Real del Castillo with 
H. L. Edwards and O. P. Reed. General 
E. C. Humphrey and a Mr. Wood have 
located a number of copper mines between 
Ensenada and San Quintin, and are also 
looking at gold properties in the Real 
country. A stampmill will be immedi- 
ately put on the Jacalitos mine, owned by 
H. A. Howard, and a live-stamp mill is 
about to be put up on H. L. Edwards' 
Znragosa mine. 

E. R. Abadie, formerly sui_>erintendent 
of the North Star mine at Grass Valley, is 
now sui>erintending a mine at Johannes- 
burg, South Africa, and receives a salary 
of $10,000 a year. 

John Hays Hammond, the California 
mining engineer who has distinguished 
himself in South Africa by receiving the 
largest salary of any mining engineer in 
the country, is atprescnt in London. 

The Anaconda Company will begin next 
month the erection of a refinery , etc.. at 
Great Falls, Mont., to cost $2,000,000. 

The miners at Placerville have been 
drafting a new set of by-laws for the dis- 
trict. This shows that mining affairs are 
looting up in that section of El Dorado 
County. 

The Colorado River from Yuma to the 
Needles is proclaimed as a country won- 
derfully rich in gold, silver, lead and iron. 
An expert of some note says that within 
the next five years the country between 
Ehrenberg and Yuma will surprise the 
world in its output of gold, silver and lead. 

The necessity of keeping close watch 
over mining claims, and of taking all legal 
steps to perfect titles has been shown in 
the Couitervilic district lately. In one in- 
stance a mine upon which a mill was in 
operation, was jumped, and several in- 
stances have been reported where claims 
have been "appropriated." Thercare men 
who will resort to almost any means to se- 
cure desirable claims; and even if their 
efforts do not win the owners are put to 
considerable expense. A claim is never 
safe until it is patented; and if a claim is 
worth holding it is worth patenting. 

The Porterville (Tulaie Countv) Enter- 
prise says: The people of this and adjoin- 
ing counties should petition the authori- 
ties at Washington for permission to pros- 
pect and mine in the reserve lands. It is 
believed that there are great and valuable 
mineral deposits, and mining certainly 
would not be very injurious to the forests, 
and if it were injurious to some extent the 
profits would more than compensate for 
the loss. 

In the mining districts of Wvomingthey 
arc trying what they call a new process. 
The crushed ore is heated to a state of in- 
candescence, quenched in a bath of cold 
water. As each red-hot particle falls into 
the water enough steam is instantly gen- 
erated to shatter it, and any glaze or film 
is therefore ruptured. There is nothing 
very new in this, and it will remind Grass 
Valley men somewhat of the Erver process 
tried there some years ago, which was a 
lamentable failure. 



Alaska .Mines. 

A special steamer leaves this city in a 
few days to take a number of miners to 
Alaska. There will be a big "rush" to the 
Yukon River section this year owine to 
the good results last year. It is estimated 
that the placer-miners on the Yukon and 
branches took out about half a million 
dollars in 1894. On the Yukon River and 
its branches and feeders there is plenty of 
placer gold, and the farther you go up the 
better it gets, but there is no way to reach 
that country except by crossing the moun- 
tains on foot from Sitka or by going up the 
Yukon River in the spring, when it is clear 
of ice. The miners go up as early as they 
can in the spring and stay as late as they 
can in the fall, but they scarcely ever get 
more than six month's' work out of the 
year. They make good wages as a rule, 



but there is a great deal of luck about it, as 
in all places. Theq-iartz mines are attract- 
ing a great deal of attention at present also. 
They are mainly on the islands or the 
coast. The ledges are generally large and 
not of high grade, and ft takes capital to 
operate them. We may look for many 
strikes in Alaska this season owing to the 
m 'pu ber of Prospectors in the field. 

The mining along the Yukon is placer 
entirely. A large number of claims were 
taken up last year at various points, and 
the output of gold gave an average return 
of $2000. Of course there were many dis- 
appointed prospectors, as some of the 
claims produced verv heavily, while manv 
others were worthless. But that is en- 
countered in every mining country. A 
good many miners wintered in the "i ukon 
camps this year, but most of the men re- 
turned to civilization. Expenses are very 
heavy in that region, and no miner should 
leave here without funds enough to keep 
himself well supplied and have a "stake'' 
to get back with in case of bad luck. 

What Colorado Miners Want. 

The Rocky Mountain News prints an 
open letter, which it states was signed by 
nineiy-six working miners and addressed 
to the Tenth General Assembly of Colo- 
rado, in which they suggest amendments 
to the laws, as follows: 

1. Eight hours a legal day's work for all 
men working underground. 

2. Require all mines 100 or more feet 
deep to have at least two exits. 

3. To forbid storage of powder or caps 
within fifty feet of shafthouse. 

4. To prohibit the employment of coolie 
labor in mines. 

5. To require all incorporated com- 
panies to pay their laborers at least semi- 
monthly. 

fi. To compel all mining corporations 
offering stock for sale, or those whose 
stock is held by any person other than the 
directors of said company, to publish an- 
nually in some newspaper of general circu- 
lation in the county where they operate a 
full statement showing assets and liabili- 
ties, income and expenditures, this state- 
ment to be signed under oath by at least 
two of the company's directors. 

This clause particularlv would be not only 
a good thing for the masses, but for people 
who buy stock incorporation mines. There 
area good manv swindling mining corpora- 
tions that would soon be out of existence 
if such a law was enforced, not only in 
Colorado but in other mining States. " We 
have been very free from such evils in Cal- 
ifornia mines, but mainly because the gold 
mines of this State do not offer their stock 
at public sale. We have had plenty of 
mining stock speculations, it is true. 'but 
scarcely any with parley California mines. 

Assays Not Necessary. 
In a mining case tried in Montana the 
other day before the Supreme Court, an 
error alleged was that the evidence did not 
show that prior to the location of the claim 
there was a dicovery of a mineral-bearing 
vein. One of the locators testified fully to , 
the location of the claim and the discovery 
of a vein. He described the strike, gave its 
width and stated that it was laid in solid 
granite; that he did not make any assays 
at the time, but did so later, and proved 
the mineral character of the vein. The Su- 
preme Court says that was all it was possi- 
ble for an intelligent prospector to say 
without making an actual assay. The 
court did not consider the assay necessary, 
which shows it was a sensible court, in 
goid-quartz claims particularly, very few- 
assays are ever made except to get at the 
value of the BUlphurets. A "horn spoon" 
or pan will readily show the presence of 
gold without any assay. A verv simple 
test, too, will show the presence* of silver 
w ithout an assay for quantity having to be j 
made. Assays ar# all very" well in some I 
cases, but they are of Utile use when lo- 
eating or prospecting claims. Old hands 
in the business care little for them in com- | 
mencing work or locating a claim. It is' 
time enough for assays when the other pre- ! 
liminaries are arranged. And now the i 
prospector has a Supreme Court authority 
for his practice. 

Alien Miners in British Columbia. 

Some of the British Columbia people 
have been trying to get an amendment to 
their laws to forbid Americans and other 
aliens in British Columbia from locating 
mineral lands in the province. This was 
defeated, however, and the new law, just I 
passed, contains no such provision. The j 
proposed policy would have been a very j 
short-sighted one, as thev need American 
miners and capital in thai region. 

The Canadian Government is making 
special efforts to induce immigration. It 
particularly desires the exploration and 
development of its wild lands. The min- 
eral wealth of British Columbia was an 
unknown quantity until prospectors from 
the United States went into the country, 
endured the hardship of the wilderness 
and made the startling discoveries that 
afterward placed the province in the front 
rank as a mineral producer. If such a re- 
striction had been in force four years ago 
the Slocan would still be an undiscovered 
camp and Trail Creek would be unknown. 
Of course if such a law should now be en- 
acted it would check future discoveries and 
retard the growth of the province. The 
law-makers took the sensible view of the 
matter and did not adopt the suggestions 
of the narrow-minded men who wanted to 
keep American miners out of the country. 

Price of Asbestos. 

In the Call of last week reference was 
made to the character of the asbestos de- 
posits of this country, and particularly to 
those of California, which has elicted some 
inquiry as to the market value of the sub- 
stance. The Canadian asbestos is the best, 
and brings high juices. The producers in 
that country sold in 1890 some 98B0 tons for 
an average of $127 per ton. In 1891 they 
sold 9000 tons, at $111 per ton; in 1892 
6042 tons, at $04 30; and in 1893, C473 tons, 
valued at $48 per ton. 

In 1890 all the asbestos produced in the 
United States was from California. It was 
only 71 tons, valued at $65 per ton; in 1891 
it was 61 tons, valued at $60 per ton ; in 
1892 it was 104 tons, valued at $61 per ton. 
In 1893 the amount was only 50 tons, and 
that which was ground and sold brought 
$50 per ton. Only the verv best of the ma- 
terial was marketed in this State in any of 
these years. The ordinary run of the ma- 
terial is not worth more than $10 to $20 per 
ton, and is hard to sell at that.

licaeh Sand Mines. 

Any one who wants to see beach-mining 
lor gold can witness the operation within 
thirteen miles of the city. About a mile 
below the county line.in San Mateo County, 
seven or eight men are operating 
two California amalgamators on the 
beach deposit and say they are 
doing well. Another machine, invented 
in Salt Lake, of which mention was 
recently made in the Call, is also on 
the way to be set at work on the same 
claim. The miners have dammed up a 
creek in a canyon near by and thus have 
water power to work their machines. The 
deposit is six or seven feet deep, though 
only the black sand near the bedrock is 
worked. It is said to contain "shot" gold 
as well as the usual "flake" gold found on 
the ocean beaches of this State, Oregon and 
Alaska. . 



Mm. Keasler's Applications. 

Judge Coffey lias granted to Mrs. Kessler, the 
widow of William Kessler, who lelt an estate 
valued at (78,963, her three applications, that 
a homestead be set apart for her, that she be 
allowed a monthly allowance, and that she be 
allowed to expend if50O0 In erecting a monu- 
ment over the grave of her deceased husband. 

The applications were not all granted exactly 
in their original form, however. Mrs. Kessler 
asked for an allowance of $500 a month.

A report from Mr. McAfee was read. It 
was presented in the nature of a letter of 
invitation to be sent to aggressive organi- 
zations having for their object the develop- 
ment of California's resources and the com- 
mercial prosperity of San Erancisco.

San Francisco, Cal., March 5, 1895. 

Dear Mr: The committee on organization of 
the Halt-million Club beg to stale the object of 
the club and solicit your co-operation and re- 
quest that you be present at the general meet- 
ing of the club, to be held March '27. 

Theobject of the Half-million Club is to in- 
crease the population of San Francisco tc 
500,000 people before the close of this decade, 
and to that end unite all the interests in San 
Francisco — manufacturing, commercial, social, 
literary, moral— In advancing the prosperity 
of our city, and with it the general prosperity 
of the State. 

We desire to create a sentiment that will lend 
to make San Francisco the pride of California 
and he looked up to a!> the State of New York 
looks up to New York and Illinois to Chicago, 
and as each nation of the world esteems its 
metropolis. Civic pride is the great want of 
San Francisco, and, indeed, ot all California. 
Our resources are vast, and if we can unite our 
people in good will to develop them we can 
place our city as she should be— among the first 
cities of the globe. 

We desire your presence at the general meet- 
ing on March 27, and trust yon will be there 
and be ready with your voice and vote to aid 
in carrying out the object of the club, which 
no true citizen of San Francisco will fail to aid 
in every way possible in his power. 

The by-laws and constitution of the Half- 
million Club were rend by L. C. McAfee. 
Article II sets forth what "the club will en- 
deavor to accomplish in the following 
language: 

The object of the club is primarily to increase 
the population of San Francisco to a half-million 
ol people before the end of the present decade. 

To attain this object the material develop- 
ment ol our resources is absolutely essential. 
Neither can the prosperity of the city be ad- 
vanced except with the prosperity of the State 
at large, and every advance in any part of the 
State tends to the advancement ol the eilv. 
Therefore the club will advocate and assist 
every legitimate and laudable enterprise in 
both State and city. Among the matters that 
may be promoted by this club are the follow- 
ing: Manufacturing in all its branches; com- 
merce, lioth inland and foreign; merchandise 
of all kinds; agriculture, including every 
product ol the soil; all sanitary measures 
affecting the public health; recreation, includ- 
ing the beautifying of the community, whether 
of park, street or building, and proper amuse- 
ment:, of all kinds: such legislative, municipal 
or other public measures as may seem wise and 
beneficial in aiding the proper authorities in 
enacting or carrying out laws for the good of 
the community, and in general, anything that 
will promote the prosperity, happiness and 
well-being of every member of the community 
and create State arid civic pride that will exal't 
San Francisco as the center of our prosperity. 

Every resident of California is eligible to 
membership on paying $4 a year in ad- 
vance, or $1 quarterly. An executive com- 
mittee of fifteen will manage the club and 
hold ofhre for one year, and there will be a 
president, two vice-presidents, a secretary 
and a treasurer. The executive committee 
is given complete control and can meet 
once a month. 

It was decided to hold a general meeting 
on March 27 in the rooms of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and invitations will be sent 
out by the Committee on Promotion, 
which nas full power to make all arrange- 
ments for the meeting. 

A letter of regret from the Governor was 
read, conveying his inability to attend yes- 
terday's meeting. "However," wrote Gov- 
ernor Budd, "the club will have my hearty 
co-operation, as 1 think few appreciate 
more than I do the position which San 
Francisco should occupy among the cities 
of the Union." 



EED E00KJVS._BLUE BOOK. 

Contractors Want the Rattler Teat Ordi- 
nance Kepraled. 
The advocates of blue and red rock for 
the concrete used in street work had a 
hearing before the Street Committee of the 
Board of Supervisors yesterday. A num- 
ber of contractors who own red rock quar- 
ries were present with their attorney, 
Charles A. Garter, to protest against the 
rattler test, to which an ordinance of the 
board forces contractors to submit their 
rock. 

They held that it was entirely unjust, 
as a certain kind of rock used by one firm 
was the only kind that would stand the 
test though it was no better for concrete 
work than the stone from red rock quarries. 
They argued that the board should not 
shut out competition or advertise the wares 
of one linn by continuing the test. 

Superintendent of Streets Ashworth was 
called upon for an opinion and said that 
he considered red rock equal if not supe- 
rior to blue and also that he did not con- 
sider the rattler test as worth anything. 
He thought a test of the completed con- 
crete by* compressors was the proper 
method of ascertaining the value of rock. 

Herman Schussler, the engineer of the 
Spring Valley Water Company, was of the 
opinion that if proper care was taken in 
the selection of the rock the red variety

TOILET 01 A_TUEKISH BEAUTY. 

The Dressing of the Odalisque Is a Work 
of l'ain and Care. 
The Eastern lady of hii;h decree has, 
generally speaking, nothing to do. Katu- 
rally, therefore, much of her time is spent 
on her bath, on the braiding of her hair 
and the donning- of glorious apparel, says 
the New York Advertiser. The most en- 
joyable part of the day being that of early 
morning, she rises early, somewhere about 
o o'clock, and having used a mouth-wash 
of rose or lemon scented water, puts her- 
self into her maid's hands to have her hair 
dressed. 

As a rule the hair is abundant, far below 
the waist, black as nieht and soft as silk. 
By way of pomade, a little oil made from 
aloe wood is put on and the whole put into 
one thick plait or coil and arraneed simply 
and quite low on the neck. According to 
her wealth she will wear it in gold or silver 
ornaments. The bath is prepared very hot, 
and over this ceremony, which is partly a 
religious observance as well, the lady may 
spend two if not more hours. 

Soaps are not always used, but there are 
unguents, pastes of all kinds, which the 
bathing women alone know how to man- 
ipulate, and which make the skin as soft as 
velvet. The sweetest of the pastes is one 
made of almonds and rose water, smooth 
to touch and agreeable to smell. It is not 
unusual to wash the face overnight with 
milk which has been curdled bv a squeeze 
of lemon. This is done in the liot weather 
to cool the face before retiring. 

In Constantinople the ladies often dye 
the hair an auburn tint by using a paste 
more or less liquid called "rastic." "Ras- 
tic" is said to contain a certain amount of 
green vitriol, but the ingredients used are 
kept a profound secret. 

In India the men often dye their beards 
a bright orange, and very queer they look 
at times, when they drop in the "wrong 
powder and emerge from the dye bucket a 
pronounced violet. The women there 
rarely interfere with nature as regards 
their hair; they prefer it black. They, 
however, color their teeth and their 
nuils. Certain tribes stain their teeth black 
or red. 

Their nails thev dye with a species of 
myrtle leaf, the color'of red ocher. Then 
the eyelashes have to be touched up. This 
is done by the use of an adhesive powder 
called "sooema." Sooema imparts a soft- 
ness and brilliancy to the eyelashes, and is 
in many cases an improvement. Perfumes 
are very much used, rubbed on the arms, 
face and hands and on the draperies, but 
not often on the handkerchief. In some 
places a pomade, into the composition of 
which essence of roses enters, is frequently 
inserted into an egg-shaped bottle and car- 
ried about on the person. 

Irish Types. 

Three types, at least, are observable in 
the south" of Ireland — lirst, the dark 
Italian-looking Celt, also found in Devon: 
secondly, the tall veljow-haired type, ana 
thirdly, the aboriginal Aryan of the Volga, 
with red or auburn hair and blue or green 
eyes, who may also be found in Cornwall. 

The dark aquiline type of Wales differs 
considerably from that of the Irish, and 
the Irish lan^uaire is nearer akin to Cor- 
nish than to Welsh. The traditional Irish- 
man of caricature is not often seen in tho 
south, though this type is not unknown 
even among the upper classes. 

The soft features and bright eyes of the 
modest peasant women present many va- 
rieties of beauty, and the mingled race of 
Cork and Kerry— fairer as a rale than that 
of the far west— is as vigorous as any in 
Scotland or in Yorkshire.— Blackwood's 
Magazine.

The Police Seem Powerless to 
Subdue the Epidemic of 
Thievery.

Still Weeding Out Heretics in 
vhe Berkeley Baptist 
Church. 



Oakland is overrun with thieves and 
burplars, and the police seen utterly un- 
able to check the epidemic of crime. The 
thieves do not seem to be after money 
alone, for they carry off everything in 
sight that is portable, and there is no 
doubt that in one instance at least a horse 
and waeon were used to carry off the plun- 
der, as nearly a carload of stuff was re- 
moved. Neither do the gentlemen of the 
jimmy and dark lantern pick upon any 
particular quarter, for they have left their 
footprints in East and West Oakland and 
among the business houses of Oakland 
proper. 

In only one instance has there been any- 
thin? near a capture, and that was on 
Monday morning last, when Special Officer 
Avers took a shot at a fleeing thief, who 
had a sack of silver plate on his back, 
stolen from the residence of George Faulk- 
ner, on Alice street. Detective Holland 
blames Ayers because he did not arrest the 
man when he saw him. instead of calling 
on him to halt and telling him he was an 
officer. 

This is the one instance in which there 
w as almost a capture. There are many in- 
stances, however, in which the police" are 
all at sea. 

Thursday night last the residence of 
Robert Johnson at Twelfth and Wood 
streets was entered while the family was 
away and money and valuables to the 
amount of $500 was stolen. The family 
Went out at 7 :30 P. M.. and at 9 p. m. a son 
of Mr. Johnson came home and found the 
house in the utmost confusion. Mattresses 
were ripped open, drawers turned upside 
down, and this was the case in every room. 
The thieves secured a gold watch, four gold 
chains, three pairs of earrings, gold pins, 
cuff buttons and considerable monev. 
Entrance was effected bv forcing a window 
with a jimmy. 

The residence of Mrs. M. H. Simpson, at 
Telegraph and Simpson avenues, was en- 
tered on Sunday night last. The family 
was in San Francisco, but the thieves did 
not enter the house. They confined them- 
selves to the basement, and evidently 
backed their wagon up to the basement 
door. There was a large quantity of 
canned goods stored there, such as fruits, 
preserves and jelly, and the robbers took 
it all. They did not leave a single can or 
glass of sweets. 

1 hieves raided the W. C. T. IT. restau- 
rant on Ninth street that same night. 
They boldly lifted the cover of the coal 
chute in the sidewalk and went into the 
basement, coming up inside the eating- 
They wrecked the cash reeister in

That same Sunday night thieves effected 
an entrance into Nolan's shoestore, on 
Broadway, through a back window. They 
turned their attention to the register there 
and secured $15 for their pains. 

The bicycle thieves also seem to be hav- 
ing a picnic, but the police appear to be 
luckier with this class of the light-fingered 
ones. There are several people now in 
custody for stealing wheels, and at the 
police station there are four bicycles await- 
ing owners. Yesterday a valuable wheel 
belonging to Ed Pearce was stolen from 
the basement of the Lincoln School. The 
wheel was valued at $1U0. 

Another Eruption. 

The little Baptist church of Berkeley is 
Etill in a turmoil. The seeds of heresy 
sown by Professor Charles Woodworth, 
who occupies the entomological chair in the 
University of California, have taken root, 
and at a business meeting in the church 
last night another brother was dismissed. 

This time it was also a student at the 
university, a young man named W. O. 
Smith. For some time the Baptists of the 
old school have thought it best that Mr. 
Smith follow Professor Woodworth, and 
the student, as clerk of the church, knew 
well what was going on. 

At the meeting in question he handed in 
this letter, which brought the matter to a 
head: 

As my views are essentially the same as 
Y those expressed by Professor Woodworth I 
n>h to be informed if such beliefs ere incon- 
sistent with views of members of this church, 
and I want action on this matter. 

The members did take action, and the 
result was that the little church has lost 
another pillar, and in the eyes of the elect 
heresy has been strengthened. 

The Stock Ha* Been Sold. 

"Soap King" D. E. Dowling. superin- 
tendent of the Standard Soap Company, 
appeared before Judge Frick yesterday on 
.i citation to show cause why he should 
not be punished for contempt of court, in 
refusing to tarn over certain stock to John 
Chetwood Jr., assignee of It. P. Thomas. 

In his answer Dowling claimed that he

Saya Ludlow Falsified. 

C. E. Gardner, who says he was dis- 
charged from the employ'of the railroad 
company because he was a Populist, de- 
clares that Master of the Yards Ludlow 
spoke falsely when he made a statement to 
the contrary in the public prints. Mr. 
Gardner says: 
. When Ludlow states that I voluntarily 

f asked for my time he deliberately falsifies 
the facts, and he knows it. I did not say: 
'I am employed bv the People's party.' 
Mr. Ludlow did say : 'You cannot engage 
in politics and work for the Southern Pa- 
cific Company.' 

"I replied to him: 'I am on the cam- 
paign and auditing committee, and cannot 
conscientiously give up my right of citizen- 
ship.' Ludlow then responded: 'Youhad 
better work at politics alone, and the chief 
clerk will give you your time.'"

as $10,000 worth of the capital stock shall 
have been sold, but as this amount is 
nearly all raised only a few months will 
elapse before the Alameda County crema- 
tory and columbarium will be an actuality. 

Ample provisions will be made for not 
only the incineration of bodies, but for the 
preservation and disposition of the re- 
mains of the bodies. The building pro- 
posed comprises the receiving- room, with 
vaults attached, where bodies awaiting in- 
cineration may be kept. An appropriate 
chapel for funeral services, two retorta for 
incineration and columbariums, with up- 
ward of 4000 niches for the preservation of 
the ashes of the dead in urns or other re- 
ceptacles will be the prominent features. 

The building and appliances will be at 
the service of all applicants, and no limita- 
tions of its use will be imposed on account 
of religious belief, race or color. 

Ames oil-burners of the same pattern as 
the ones now in use in Boston will be used, 
and bodies will be reduced to ashes in from 
forty to sixty minutes. 

The columbariums will be of marble, 
with marble tablets in front on which will 
be placed obituary inscriptions correspond- 
ing with their respective contents. A beau- 
tiful flower conservatory will flank each 
side of the chapel. 

Specially prepared tiling suitable for the 
antiseptic treatment of bodies will line the 
receiving-room, and the interior of the 
cremating-room will be of light buff-col- 
ored brick or tiling. 

The two retorts will each have an extra 
outside vault door. In one retort the re- 
duction of the casket will be going on while 
the body of the departed in the neighbor- 
ing retort is passing through the disinte- 
grating transition to its original elements. 

The crematory when completed will be 
the best appointed one in the United States 
with one exception — the Gardiner-Earl 
crematory in the Oakwood Cemetery at 
Troy, N. Y. 

A site will probably be chosen in the vi- 
cinity of Mountain View Cemetery.

Around the trees 
will be iron boxes painted green. The con- 
tract to dig the holes has been let to A. E.

Buckman, who was the lowest bidder, the 
price being $4 50 a hole. Each tree, it is 
estimated, will cost $18 to put in place, in- 
cluding loam, frames, sidewalks and 
curbing, and there will be 160 trees in all, 
running from Market street to the end of 
the seawall north. The board has con- 
cluded not to adorn the west side of East 
street running south as it was first pro- 
posed until the seawall takes another start 
m that direction. 

At the meeting of the board yesterday a 
communication was received* from the 
Merchants' Association regarding the con- 
templated improvement on the water 
front. The greatest satisfaction was ex- 
pressed at the board's movcm ent, and the 
association wished the commissioners ev- 
ery success. 

The board was also thanked for the work 
being done in keeping Fast street clean. 
The communication dwelt on the necessity 
and importance of making East street at- 
tractive to the eye, saying that it was the 
first to be seen of the city by the incoming 
visitor, and that first impressions arc the 
most lasting. Secretary Keegan was in- 
structed by the board to return its thanks 
to the Merchants' Association for the lat- 
ter's support. 

The Commissioners granted to J. S. 
Kimball the privilege of occupying twenty- 
five feet of the north end of the shed at 
Fishermen's wharf, including two refrig- 
erators. The rental of the premises was 
fixed at $76 a month. 

State Engineer Holmes said after the 
meeting that the work of planting the 
trees would now proceed with all possible 
expediency. He said that Buckman would 
probably be notified to-dav to go on with 
his contract, and that as everything else 
would be in readiness there would be no 
delay.

Are Well Appre- 
ciated. 



ABILITY OF LOCAL TALENT. 



It Is Displayed at Musical En- 
tertainments at the Me- 
chanics' Pavilion. 



The assumption that San Francisco is 
musically a "jay" town is being disap- 
proved, so far as expenditure is concerned, 
by the American Concert band, which, un- 
der the direction of Alfred Roncovieri, is 
producing music for all those who wish to 
hear music, and good music at that. Al- 
fred Roncovieri had determined that he 
would prove that San Francisco was not, 
musically, behind the provinces, no matter 
what the assertions might be that were 
made by outside authorities. 

The fact that San Francisco has to-day a 
band of 100 pieces which is in size second to 
but one that ever visited or rendered any 
numbers in this country is purely the re- 
sult of the local enthusiasm. When criti- 
cisms were being matle to the effect that 
San Francisco was "jay" in all its particu- 
lars and in all its habits, Mr. Roncovieri 
said: "I will bet any reasonable amount 
of money that I can pick up in San Fran- 
cisco a band of 100 pieces — equal in size to 
that of the famous Gilmore band— and 
produce in this city music such as has not 
been heard in this city, and prove by the 
production that it is not in anv sense a 
'jay' town." If it was "jay" at all it would 
certainly be "jay" in music. 

It was upon this sociable bet that was 
based the present concert of the American 
band going on at the Mechanics' Pavilion. 
So largely does charity enter into the 
scheme that it almost ceased to be an ex- 
ample of San Francisco's appreciation of 
music. 

The days given to the French Hospital 
and the Mondays and Saturdays given to 
various charitable organizations have 
proved the disinterestedness of the pro- 
moter of this scheme for the musical edu- 
cation of San Franciscans. 

Lest there should be any feeling on the 
part of the public that it was for their edu- 
cation and not for their appreciation the 
illustrated numbers have been arranged. 
There are no chunks of Wagnerian music 
thrown at the audience in order to test 
their musical susceptibility. The musical 
schemes ate legitimate and complete. 

Last night there was presented the "War 
Memories," by W. D. Reeves, which has 
been called for very often. The musical 
plan consists in tHe distribution around 
the Pavilion of a bugle corps. There is a 
reveille, then a call to guard, then guard- 
mount, the hand meanwhile carrying out

the plan of the composer, and at the end 
"tattoo." This makes the Pavilion a mili- 
tary camp. The calls and counter-calls 
ring out to the accompaniment on a lower 
key by the band. The effect is complete, 
and the average listener believes that he 
has been on an army post for half an hour. 

There is another representation of scenic 
music called the "Night Alarm." Up in 
the dome of the Pavilion there is a big 
bell, which sings out its note of "32." As- 
soon as the tones of the bell have sounded, 
the musicians cry "fire," and there is then 
thrown upon a screen the picture of an 
engine rushing from its house. The effect 
is realistic, and the following motifs 
show the various tights that the firemen 
have with their enemy, the blaze. 

Another musical study is the number 
called "The Naval Baftaiion March." This 
portrays an American man-of-war search- 
ing for an enemy, and the effect is pro- 
duced by a peculiar mechanical contrivance 
which makes tin; search light seem to come 
from the vessel portrayed on the screen 
and search around the" hall for possible 
friends or enemies. Mr. Koncovien wrote 
this march. 

Besides the music, there is away off in 
one corner a Turkish theater, and scattered 
here and there half a dozen booths with 
pretty attendants. Each night brings a 
varying programme, and it remains to be 
proved whether or not this scheme of local 
musical culture shall be adjudged a success. 

Over 5000 were in attendance at last 
night's concert. The immensity of the 
show is its great attraction. It is big— 
with a size that goes with big trees and 
other Californian growths. Roncovieri is 
the most dashing and original of the great 
musical directors, and he is cutting a 
swath with his magnificent American Con- 
cert band that makes the sojourner from 
calmer settlements stand and admire.

Cripples and Alms-Seekers May 
Be Kept From Public 
Places. 



The street Dogears of San Francisco are a 
disgrace to the community. They are un- 
lawful parasites, and they are frequently 
lawless. They have become an eyesore to 
the inhabitants, and thev are shocking 
sights to visitors. If the evil is allowed to 
continue, San Francisco will p&in a repu- 
tation that will excel that of the beggar 
cities of Southern Kurope. 

The manner in which the blind, the 
maimed and the pretended cripples have 
divided up this city in respect to stands 
whereat to ply their mendicancy has 
reached such a pitch that a person can 
hardly pass a street corner without sud- 
denly coming upon a sight, not only re- 
volting to delicate women, but sickening 
to strong men. The blind have their 
stationary location, but the cripples hobble 
about, getting in the way of persons so as 
to purposely block their path. If refused 
money, curses and frequently blows with 
crutches follow the demand. 

Few of the unfortunates are entitled to 
the charity they obtain. Most of them are 
criminals, or at least of a vicious nature. 
That a blind man could successfully com- 
mit a burglary and that a man with one 
leg and one arm could beat a strong man 
virtually to death are hard statements to 
believe, but such criminals are now in the I 
State prison paying the penalty of their 
misdeeds. That the sight of a hideously 
blinded woman glaring up at a young lady 
would cause the latter to faint and nervous 
prostration result sounds like a tale of the 
imagination, but such an occurrence took 
place recently at the foot of the stairs lead- 
ing to a photograph gallery on Post street. 
Vomcn are frequently seriously startled by 
the sudden appearance of a deformed man, 
and men arc greatly harassed by the 
great army of cripples and wrecks who ac- 
cost, follow and persist in importuning. 

This state of affairs would not exist if 
the laws were enforced. The indolent 
tramp who is too lazy to work would be 
imprisoned and the blind or crippled un- 
fortunate would be given a comfortable 
home either in a blind asylum or the alms- 
bouse provided the local ordinances were 
put into effect. The law is plain on the 
subject and if the police officers were only 
instructed to do their duty the streets 
would be cleared of its hideous sights and 
its vicious paupers within twenty-four 
hours. The orders of the police to "move 
on" would be obeyed and this city would 
be rid of a most objectionable class of im- 
ported parasites. 

Ever, those deserving of charity would be 
far better off in a properly conducted alms- 
house than on the street. According to 
their own stories they eke out a most 
miserable existence, live in squalor on a 
few cents a day, clothe themselves in rags 
. and suffer for comforts furnished to even 
animals. The truth is that many of the 
unfortunates have money saved up, while 
those who are in daily need are generally 
in that condition because of their own 
vices. Those vagrants of this class do not 
wish to be placed in a home because they 
could secure no liquor there, and as many 
arc confirmed drunkards they strive hard 
to keep out of the poorhouse. Still they 
occupy bunks in the City Prison or the 
almshouse more frequently than anywhere 
else. 

The better class among the blind, crip- 
pled and infirm prefer the precarious ex- 
istence afforded by an "independent" 
mode of life to living- upon a regular 
charity. Under the thin disguise of sell- 
ing pencils they contend that they are not 
as much the objects of charity as if they 
were in the poorhouse. The truth is that 
they prefer the life of the streets and the 
chance to have a glass of beer and whisky 
whenever they want it to the confinement 
and the regular routine of a large charita- 
ble institution. It is the desire to do as 
they please which makes them all want to 
beg for a living. Therefore by the non- 
enforcement of the law the streets are lit- 
tered with the hideously blind, the shock- 
ingly deformed and the sickeningly in- 
firm. 

The people pay taxes for the support of 
these unlortunates in an institution where 
comfort, good air and good food are sup- 
posed to be given to them. Having once 
paid for their support many citizens ob- 
ject to contributing toward the pauper s 
desire to drink and toward the mainten- 
ance of revolting spectacles on street cor- 
ners. 

There is a chance now for San Francisco 
to become a great city within a short time 
and progressive citizens object to exhibits 
of beggars which lead visitors to believe 
that there is a very large pauper element 
here and that it is due to •general 
poverty in the land. This is not true, as 
nearly every beggar has been imported 
from some other country. 

The police are often hindered in doing 
their duty by the false sympathies of some 
people. If a policeman arrest a beggar, be 
he blind or a drunken cripple, the crowd 
will often abuse the officer for imposing 
upon a poor unfortunate. The policeman 
realizes for once that he is a public ser- 
vant, and to oblige those possessed of false 
sympathies, or those devoid of sense, he 
uses his judgment and violates the law. 
The people do not understand that the ar- 
rested man is being taken into custody for 
his own good and for the public welfare. 
The beggars are a nuisance to the police, 
and the latter will be only too willing to 
run the mendicants off the streets when 
they learn they disobey the law by allow- 



ing the vagrants and maimed to remain in 

public places. 

The majority of the beggars are cripples, 
and curiously enough these are given more 
money than the blind, though the loss of 
sight is considered the greater misfortune. 
Still the cripple can look appcalingly at a 
passer-hy and the blind man is virtually 
also dumb and deaf. Most of the cripples 
have met with the loss of limbs through 
their own viciousness. The majority when 
possessed of a sound body were tramps, 
who have fallen while drunk from brake- 
beams on trains and escaped with their 
lives by the loss of their limbs. This new 
physical deformity adds to their mental 
deformity, and they drift to large cities to 
become beggars and thieves. Nearly all 
their money goes for drink, and many of 
the constant "strikers" in this city are ad- 
dicted to the habit of drinking Chinatown 
gin, one drink of which puts a man into a 
semi-unconscious sleep for a couple of 
hours. When they descend to drinking 
Chinatown gin they are forever lost. 

Some of the more hideous street beggars 
have been arrested recently and others 
have been driven away by Police Officer 
Peter Kichter, whose beat is on Kearny 
street, and who has made a small crusade 
of his own. The almost blind organ grinder 
with a head and face of a dried skull, who 
used to sit on comers along Kearny street, 
will be seen here no more. 

The drunken blind Indian "Andrew," 
with the sickening red eyeballs, who plays 
a harmonica and runs wildly through the 
streets, has been at the almshouse for two 
weeks. 

Two men, hardly more than boys, who 
are to be seen on the streets every few 
months, are about as good samples of mis- 
directed-charity receivers as any known. 
One of these hoys is legless. The other 
stands behind him and plays an accordion. 
When they obtain their day's contribu- 
tions they haunt the dives on Mission 
street and consort with the lowest whites 
and negroes, who mingle there together. 
Both of the boys have led abandoned lives 
for years. 

Three of San Francisco's most noted 
beggars may never be seen here again. 
They are John Kinlock, Joseph Caley and 
Dick Bannister. Bannister has been ban- 
ished. He is an armless man who plays a 
hand-organ. He wears leather bands on 
the stumps of his arms, and connects the 
handle of the organ with the stump of his 
right arm. Bannister became a loath- 
some drunkard and was compelled to leave 
the city. Bannister created a sensation at 
San .lose once. He and three legless men 
did such a nourishing business in the Gar- 
den City that they planned a novel spree. 
The four cripples hired a four-in-hand' and 
drove to Mount Hamilton, visited the Lick 
Observatory and got on a wild drunk after- 
ward. 

Joseph Caley is a blind Mexican boy. 
He appears to be about 20 or 36 years of 
age. He is short, but fairly stout in 
stature and is badly pockmarked. His 
habit was to stand in front of the White 
House on Post street. He would almost 
shut his sightless eyes, hold his hat in 
front of him and stand still for hours. He 
was always in bad odor with the police, as 
they frequently found him among gangs 
of petty thieves when raids would be made. 
It is this Mexican boy who, though totally 
blind, robbed a store at midnight and got 
to his room, a mile from the scene of the 
robbery, and was then only caught by acci- 
dent. About three months ago Caley and 
Fred Lane, aged 17, went to a grocery- 
store on Post street. Caley opened the 
door with a skeleton key. Both entered 
the place and loaded themselves down 
with plunder. Caley was led back 
to his room on Montgomery 
avenue, near Kearny, and the boy started 
for his own room. Two policemen saw 
him, and as his actions were suspicious 
they searched him. They found some of 
the stolen goods and Lane became so 
scared he betrayed his companion. One of 
the policemen went to Caley's room and 
there be found a number of whisky bot- 
tles, some boxes of cigarettes and other 
plunder. The trial of the two burglars 
came off before Superior Judge Bahrs two 
weeks ago. The blind Mexican burglar 
and tempter of younger boys was con- 
victed and sentenced to four years' impris- 
onment in San Quentin. The Lane boy 
was sent to the Preston Industrial School. 

The most vicious beggar known to the 
police of San Francisco is now in San 
Quentin serving a term of rive years for 
assault to murder. He is John Kinlock, 
and was seen daily on the streets of San 
Francisco until three years ago. Kinlock 
had only one leg and one arm. But the 
stump of his right leg was a dangerous 
weapon. Kinlock's right leg was cut off at 
the knee. With this stump Kinlock, while 
standing or. crutches, would strike men 
vicious blows in the abdomen, almost de- 
priving them of sensibility through exces- 
sive pain. Kinlock's habit was to walk 
the streets, get in the way of men and 
women and keep there as long as possible. 
Kinlock was more or less under the in- 
fluence of liquor all the time, except dur- 
ing the many periods following his arrest. 
When refused money on the street he 
would hit men with the stump of his leg 
or his crutch, and to women who passed 
him by no language was too revolting for 
him to use. He was feared by his com- 
rades, even the able-bodied ones. He was 
often suspected of committing petty 
crimes, such as "rolline" drunks, but the 
police never succeeded in catching him un- 
til one night three years ago. Kinlock and 
Tom Barry induced a drunken man who 
had money on him to leave a Barbary 
Coast saloon and go with them to Gold 
street, a little alley near the corner of 
Jackson and Sansome street*. As soon as 
the trio were in a dark spot Kinlock hit the 
victim over the head with his crutch and 
felled him to the ground. He then beat 
the man into insensibility and left him for 
dead, after taking all the money and val- 
uables in his clothes. Kinlock was con- 
victed and sentenced to live years' impris- 
onment. It was a light sentence as Kin- 
lock's victim never fully recovered. He 
was an employe at the Presidio and made 
money by lending sumsat high rates of in- 
terest. Since the beating and robberv the 
man has been unable to work and his mind 
has been so deranged that he has become 
very weak mentally as well as physically. 

A COMPLETE AND POSITIVE LAW. 

Beggars and Unsightly Persona Prohibited 
From the Streets. 

The law regarding the cases of beggars, 



whether they be infirm, blind, crippled or 
unsightly, is very plain. The law was 
made for the purpose of keeping beggars 
and fakirs off the street, and the Alms- 
house was created for the purpose of giv- 
ing the unfortunates a home. This home 
is supposed to be conducted in a better 
way than any of the places where the 
beggars exist. The people are taxed for 
the support of the poor, and there is no 
reason why such sights as are to be seen 
about the streets daily should be inflicted 
upon the community. The mendicants 
should not be sent to jail or the 
Almshouse for a few days or weeks 
and then be allowed to return to the 
street corners again. Section 2!) of the 
general orders of the Board of Supervisors, 
entitled "To prohibit street-begging and 
to restrain certain persons from appearing 
in streets and public places." reads as 
follows: 

Xo person shall, either directly or indirectly, 
whether by look, word, sign or deed, practice 
begging or mendicancy in or on any of the 
streets, highways or thoroughfares of the city 
anil county of San Francisco, nor In any public 
place. 

tin the conviction of any person for practic- 
ing mendicancy or begging, if it Bhall appear 
that Mich person is without means of support 
and iniirni and physically unable to earn a 
support and livelihood, or is, for any cause, a 
proper person to be maintained at the Alms- 
house, such person may he committed to, the 
Almshouse. . 

Any person who is diseased, maimed muti- 
lated or in any way deformed, so as to be an 
unsightly or disgusting object, or an improper 
, person to be allowed in or on the streets, high- 
ways, thoroughfares or public places in this city 
ami county, shall not therein or thereon ex*- 
jH»se himsell or herself to public view. 

On the conviction of any person for a viola- 
tion of any of the provisionsof the next pre- 
ceding clause of this section, if it shall seem 
proper and Just, the fine and imprisonment 
provided for may be omitted and such person 
sent to the Almshouse. 

It is hereby made the duty of the police offi- 
cers to arrest any person who shall violate any 
of the provisions of this section. 

A PIONEER OF BEGGARS. 

Henry J. Powell's Misery After Amassing 
Considerable Wealth. 
The most painful object on the streets is 
the most prominent one. Henry J. Powell, 
better Known as the "paralyzed old xylo- 
phone player," whose stand has been for 
years at the corner of Sutter and Kearny 
streets, is a good example of what contin- 
uous professional begging makes of an un- 
fortunate. For many years the white- 
haired man has been seen daily by thou-

sands. He was never an object that pro- 
duced anything but pain and pity, and at 
the present time he presents a sight that is 
almost sickening. 

He struggles daily from his room to 
some place along Kearny street. He can 
hardly drag his distorted legs along the 
ground. Foot is moved after foot in the 
slowest manner, while the face of the old 
man peers up into the countenances of 
passers-by with a look on it that is evi- 
dence of the greatest mental and physical 
suffering. He no longer plays the xylo- 
phone, as his hands are too badly afflict- 
ed. His daily actions are generally 
the same. After painfully dragging him- 
self to his stand he sits down, rubs his 
aching hands with liniment, and then 
overcome with that peculiar stupor of old 
age which foretells death he falls asleep. 
The policemen on Kearny street have to 
raise him up and awaken him frequently, 
and they expect to pick up a corpse 
some day. Though possessed of wealth 
Powell has no enjoyment of it. Having 
been swindled all his life he is fearful for 
that which he has left, and though he is 
still rich enough to secure comfortable 
quarters he lives in a dingy hole, eats but 
a mouthful and drags himself out to gain 
a few dimes. 

Henry Joseph Powell is an Englis hman, 
72 years of age, and claims to have been a 
partial cripple from birth. He attempted 
to make a success in business in different 
Eastern cities, but never gained much of a 
Mart. About thirty years ago he went to 
Montana, a pioneer, and prospered. After 
having been swindled out of considerable 
money, as well us a partially developed 
gold claim, he came to this city, 
as his affliction had increased rap- 
idly. He spent a small fortune in 
trying to cure his paralysis, but 
failed. Health and money " gone he 
was in despair. One day twenty -two years 
ago he went to the corner of Sutter and 
Kearny streets, and he began a life of beg- 
ging. Powell made money rapidlv, and 
transferred his stand to old Meiggs, 'wharf. 
There twenty years ago all who passed 
him gave him something, and many times 
handfuls of coin were dropped into his 
hat. But the constant sitting brought on 
rheumatism, .and Powell's ills increased 
with his wealth. Still he lived like a 
miser and hoarded. Nearly every time he 
would invest his money he would be 
robbed. Times have become so dull now 
and he has lost so much money Powell is 
anxious to get into some home where he 
can secure good treatment for the remain- 
der of his days, which will probably be 
few. 

Powell lives at the Coso House, a low- 
priced place on Sansome street, near Sac- 
ramento. He occupies a little room about 
the size of a box. In this he sleeps, cooks, 
eats and lives. He makes his bed and at- 
tends to his room himself. All the time 
he is not on the street he is in this room. 

Attempts have been made by persons 
taking a kindly interest in the old fellow 
to get him to return to England, where he 
has a sister. Though wishing for a home, 
he still hates to leave his miserable sur- 
roundings and painful daily begging. Ho 
has a large number of people as regular 
contributors. Some give him 10 cents a 
day, others 25 or 50 cents a week. In the 
past a large number of persons used to 
give him $1 every Monday morning. 

About twelve years ago he lost $5000 
through the purchase of a ranch in Santa 
Cruz County. He got into a lawsuit, 
which he won, but he was swindled out of 
his money. He still owns a ranch 
in the Santa Cruz Mountains which is 
worth $2300 to $2500. Powell accuses L. J. 
Ewcll, the dairyman, of defrauding him 
ont of $1500, and has instructed his attor- 
ney, Joseph Napthaly of Napthaly, Freid- 
enrich & Ackcrman, to bring suit to re- 
cover the money.

Fech- 
heimer of the Plaza stores, 706 Kearnv 
street, will tell just what Powell has, but 
state that it is about that sum. Mr. Fech- 
heimer has taken care of the old man's 
money for ten years and is now trying to 
make arrangements to get him from his 
miserable surroundings to a place of quiet 
and comfort. Some people incline to the 
belief that Powell ownes a considerable 
interest in Fechhcimer's store. 

" PROPHET " AND HIS PROPERTY. 

An Italian Organ-Grinder of the Weil-Known 
Old Style. 

Pietro Zazzi is a beggar of the old style. 
He is a genuine Italian organ-grinder, and 
has plied that vocation for twenty years. 
He has traveled all over the coast and has 
made a large amount of money. He now 
lives at 525 Greenwich street. near Stock- 
ton. He owns the place, but it is mort- 
gaged. He also owns a house and lot on

Third avenue, near California street. This 
is mortgaged to the City Huilding and 
Loan Society, but Zazzi is Paying up the 
installments rapidly, tie also has a lot 
on California street, near Maple, in his 
wife's name. There is a small mortgage 
on this. He is supposed to have many 
more interests. Zazzi has given his atten- 
tion to grinding the organ along streets in 
the Western Addition. When lie goes out 
he alwuvs wears a cap upon which is the 
word "Prophet." But Zazzi does not go 
out a great deal now. He is 80 years of 
age and is able to rest. 

DEBASED WRECK OP A MAN. 

Andrew Hassell, a Frozen Norwegian, a 

Chronic Drunkard. 
Andrew Hassell, a Norwegian, is an ugly- 
looking beggar, whose feet were frozen off 
in Alaska. He now walks around on his 
knees, carrying a number of trinkets in a 
basket. His appearance is against him, his 
bloated face showing constant dissipation. 
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Hassell, crippled and a beggar, manages to 
provide for himself and a woman known as 
Nellie Muffins. They live in a room in the 
notorious Jessie-street lodging house. They 
are nearly always drunk, continually fight- 
ing, and they would not be tolerated in 
any other kind of house than that in 
which they now live. It is one in which 
the vilest of all classes consort, negroes and 
whites together. Hassell is a debased 
wietch, upon whom charity is badly mis- 
spent. 

KEPT BY A_BLIND WIFE. 

A. J. Whitehouse Loafs While His Better 
Half Begs. 

Perhaps the most shameful case of street 
mendicancy is that of Mrs. M. L. White- 
house. It is not shameful on her part, but 
on that of her husband, who lives upon the 
earnings of his blind wife. Mrs. White- 
house is 50 years of age and has been 
blind since childhood. She married her 
present "husband, A. J. Whitehouse, eight 
years ago in Kansas City, Mo., where she 
has relatives. It is probable Whitehouse, 
who is younger than his wife, married the 
blind womau so as to live upon her beg- 
ging. He lies around their two little rooms 
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in the third story of a rooker y in the rear 
of 344 Third street while his wife 
is out at work. He pretends to be ill. He 
often allows his wie to come h ome alone, 



as she can distinguish objects dimly. 
AVhitehouse cooks, makes beds, etc., but 
he is too lazy to carry out the organ with 
which his wife used to attract attention. 
He also states it is too much bother for 
him to purchase pencils or trinkets for his 
wife to sell. Mrs. Whitehouse, attired in 
shaker bonnet, plaid apron and plain dress, 
generally sits on a camp stool on Post 
street near Kearny or on Kearny, near 
Market. She complains of her treatment 
by her husband, and says he scolds her 
dreadfully if she does not bring home much 
money. 

FRANK PHELPS 1 WRECKED LIFE, 

A Disgusting Spectacle to Be Seen on Res- 
taurant Steps, 

A disgusting, sickening sight is presented 
by Frank Phelps, a man of 28 whose afflic- 
tions are the result of his dissipation and 
misspent early life. He generally reclines 
on the steps near the entrances to the res- 
taurants of the-Center Market at the corner 
of Grant avenue and Sutter streets. Here 
he lies writhing in assumed agony, expos- 
ing the stump of an arm and uttering 
groans, which tf ever genuine are from his 
desire to get whisky or morphine as he is a 
"hypo" fiend by reputation. He begs in 
piteous tones for passers-by to purchase a 
pencil. As soon as he gets a dime he 
slowly picks himself up and walks rapidly 
and firmly to a neighboring saloon. When 
he returns to his place on the steps he 
whines out a tale of paralyzed legs to all 
whom he may attract. This" constitutes his 
work of the day. At night he takes 
up a stand in front of Bome 
restaurant, and with twisted limbs and 
distorted face begs for a dime with which 
to get something to eat. After the restau- 
rant closes he becomes a "striker" on the 
street, and later goes to one of the numer- 
ous beer saloons near the old City Hall, 
where he meets congenial spirits. ' There 
the proceeds of the day are spent in "filling 
up" on steam beer, until the money being 
gone he goes to sleep in a chair or walks 
down to the City Prison and begs for a 
night's lodging. Occasionally he saves 
enough out of the beer money to pay for a 
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bed in a 15-cent lodging. Phelps claims 
that he was a newsboy in the East. While 
in Salina, Kans., seven years ago heat- 
tempted to jump on a train on which he 
was news agent. He fell under it and had 
his left hand cut off. His home, he claims, 
is in Belleville, 111. 



LIFE OF A BLIND SCOTCHMAN. 

Con McGregor Finds Pleasure Among Disso- 
lute Companions. 

Con McGregor is a Scotchman who is not 
satisfied with the dollar or two he makes 
selling papers at the entrance to the ferry 
in the morning, but he also sells pencils 
and begs occasionally. McGregor is cer- 
tainly blind in one eye and claims to be 
blind in both, though the left eye appears 
perfect. McGregor lived for a long time 
with a depraved woman in St. Charles 
place, and the two became noted for their 
drunken orgies. 

McGregor now lives on Natoma street and 
the little blonde woman who is with him 
makes the neighborhood lively when she 
starts on one of her sprees. McGregor has 
the reputation of being a man of irritable 
temperament and is generally disliked 
among his acquaintances. 

ANNIE BARRY'S WRETCHED LIFE. 

A Woman Who Claims to Be Nearly a Cen- 
tenarian. 

Annie Barry is one of the female wrecks 
that float about the city begging for alms. 
She is a little Irish woman with yellowish 
•white hair and claims to be 95 years of age. 
Notwithstanding this she is" a drunkard 
and an inmate of the notorious den 
known as the Jessie-street lodging-house. 
Annie Barry hobbles along painfully and 
with an agonized and drawn face extends 
her palm for aid. She was a housekeeper 
for prominent families some years ago, but 
recently she has spent her time mostly be- 
tween the jail and the almshouse, the lat- 
ter place being one which she declares has 
been badly conducted during the past 
three years. 

BREAD-WINNER FOR MANY. 

Fernand Deboas Grinds an Organ With Pe- 
cuniary Suooes8. 
Fernand Deboas is the support for at 
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least two men, and it is proba"blc that a 
whole family receives the major part of his 
gatherings. Deboas is the aged Belgian 
who sits in front of the City of Paris and 
grinds "Two Little Girls in Blue" out of an 
organ all day long. About !) p. m. a slouchv 
Frenchman comes for the old blind maii. 
They go to Dick von der Mahden's grocery, 
at the corner of Mission and Fourth streets, 
leave the organ, drink licer for an hour or 
so and then take the Castro-street ears so 
as to get as near as possible to the home of 
Peter Valle, a pretended musician, who, 
with a wife and four children, lives on 
Ocean road, opposite Alvarado street, on 
the eastern slope of Twin Peaks. Valle 
owns the property, and claims to have an 
income from some source in Chicago. The 
whole party came from Chicago just before 
the Midwinter Fair opened, and the only 
visible source of income has been the old 
organ-grinder. Seven years ago Fernand 
was the support of three professional beg- 
gars in Kansas City, Mo. When Fernand 
did well the man and a woman with him 
would go on a spree, leaving the third one, 
a crippled girl, to starve. 

BLIND FOR TWENTY YEAR8. 

Frank Amann Lives in a Hovel Almost 
Neglected. 

Frank Amann has been twenty years a 
beggar on the streets of San Francisco, and 
is supposed to have considerable money 



laid awav. He sits bare-headed all day on 
Grant avenue, near Geary street. At night 
a man, whom he pays 30 cents a day to 
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lead him back and forward, comes for him 
and takes him to a hovel in St. Charles 
place, off Kearny street, near Broadway, 
where the lowest class of women and the 
most criminal men abound. Amann, 
though totally blind, cooks his supper on 
a coal-oil stove. He has a few friends to 
meet him occasionally in the evening to 
talk to him. Some of" these friends arc in- 
trusted with Amann's savings. Amann 
is an Alsatian, 60 years of age. 

AN IMPORTED PROFESSIONAL. 

Joseph Heidjsburg Changed His Giounde 
From Paris Reoently. 
A good sample of the imported mendi- 
cant is Joseph Hei Jesburg, an aged French- 
man. Old Heidesburg plies his vocation 
at night principally, when he has nearly a 
clear field to himself, though he is often to 
be seen out on Saturday and Sunday after- 
noons. His favorite haunt is on the north 
side of Post street, near Kearny, where he 
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sits under the arc lights of the White 
House. Here he remains with a bent 
head, and twisting about a concertina, 
which makes doleful, wheezing sounds, 
that are interrupted every few seconds by 
a loud squeak, which he draws from the 
tortured instrument by the exercise of a 
little extra vigor. Heidesburg's appear- 
ance is that of a bundle of rags, with an 
upturned hat placed in front of it on the 
sidewalk. At times he goes to the west 
side of Grant avenue, south of the corner 
of Geary street, and again he can be seen 
at some dark spot on Montgomery street. 

Heidesburg is neither blind, crippled nor 
ill, though he pretends to have all those 
complaints. He is a somewhat stoutly 
built Frenchman, 60 years of age, who was 
brought to this country about three years 
ago by an uncle who lives at Redwood 
City. He entered upon the life of a beg- 
gar, which he had followed professionally 
in Paris, though pretending to be a 
butcher. 

Heidesburg occupies a small room at the 
Hotel des Alpes, 621 Pacific street. He 
has no friends or relatives in this city, and 
leads a miserable existence. He cooks his 
own meals in his room, seldom leaves it in 
the daytime and at night prowls along 
Kearny street to his ohos*n rost. He is 
poverty stricken and leads an uneventful 
life. 

DECREPIT MRS. JANE SHAY. 

A Old Woman Who Needs Constant Cars and 
Attention. 

Mrs. Jane Shay, who claims to be 80 
years of age, and looks it. sells matches 
every day in front of the Academy of 
Sciences. She lives at 255 Minna street 
with Mrs. Mary Moore, a widow of 65, who 
is said to have some kind of an income. 
Mrs. Shay was a workingwoman, but now 
she is unable to even help herself about. 
For the last five years she has sold matches. 
She has three granddaughters in this city, 
but they are unable or unwilling to help 
her. Mrs. Moore cooks the old woman's 
meals for her. Mrs. Shay was at the Alms- 
house once, but complains of the treat- 
ment there. 

TWO DESTITUTE OLD BELGIANS. 

Johanna de Spiegeleere Begs forHer 81ok 
Husband. 

Johanna de Spiegeleere, a withered old 
Belgian woman, sits all day long in front 
of the Pacific Postal Telegraph Company's 
office on Market street, and with the little 
money she gets she keeps herself and her 
sick husband from starvation. Peter de 
Spiegeleere came to this country over 
twenty years ago with a few hundred dol- 
lars. For several years he sold lead pen- 
cils, making a precarious living. He was 
taken sick several weeks ago and his wife 
now goes out in his place. The two live 
in two rickety rooms in the rear of 42 Jes- 
sie street. The wife is 82 years old and the 
husband is three months younger. Thev are 
almost destitute, but the old man cries if 
the Almshouse is mentioned to him. He 
had $50 in the People's Home Savings 
Bank. He has withdrawn and received in 
dividends a total of $14. 



THE HAPPIEST BEGGAR IN TOWN. 

Robert N. Morris More Satisfied Legless 
Than When Whole. 
The happiest beggar on the street is 
Robert N. Morris, a legless pencil-seller, 
who is to be seen daily in front of the 
store of O'Connor, Moffatt & Co., or that 
of D. Samuels, on Post street, between 
Grant avenue and Kearny. Morris can- 
didly admits having made quite a sum out 
of the sympathies of the women who trade 
on Post street, and declares he does not 
need much assistance. He presents a 
shocking sight, as both his legs are entirely 
off and he stands on two short stumps. His 
head and body are those of a finely built 
man of middle-age, and as he presents a 
neat appearance many persons think he is 
a man who once occupied a high place in 
society. The result is that he gathers in 



many dimes. Ten years ago Morris, whose 
home is in Chico, was a drunken brakeman 
about Sacramento, according to his own 
story, and it took all his money to keep 
him in liquor. One day he tried to jump 
on a train and fell under it and had 
both legs cut off. For the past ten 
years he has knocked about the United 
States', begging in all the principal cities. 
He made more by begging than by brak- 
ing. He traveled much and spent all of 
his surplus money for whisky. He claims to 
have quit drinking to excess over two years 
ago, just before he went to the World's 
Fair at Chicago. Morris, when spoken to, 
hands the questioner a neatly written card 
which has upon it his name and his ad- 
dress, which shows he lives at the Bonanza 
lodging-house on Market street, opposite 
the Baldwin Hotel. He eats in the Palace 
Restaurant, underneath his lodging-house. 
Morris is a very independent fellow. He 
laughs at being placed in a home or the 
Almshouse and travels wherever his incli- 
nations direct hi m. 

QUIET PERPETRATOR OF FRAUD. 

Joseph Zen Does Not Possess Four Motherless 
Children. 

One of the many impositions on the 
public without much of a history is Joseph 
Zen, a Swiss. He generally stands silently 
in front of Sherman A Clay's, on Kearny

street. A badge announcing that he has 
four motherless children to support is upon 
his breast. Zen lost his sight about two 
years ago. He has no motherless children 
or any relatives at all. He lives at the San 
Gottardo Hotel, 511 Broadway, opposite 
the County Jail. A hired guide takes Zen 
about town. Zen leads a quiet, uneventful 
life. 

THE CASE OF JOHN 8C0TT. 

Though Blind, He Walks the Streets is 
Safety. 

John Scott, alias "John Adam, the 
Scotchman," is one of the few blind men 
with an uneventful life. For the last few 
years he has stood at the corner of Post 
street and Grant avenue. Scott claims 
that in 1880 his eyesight was destroyed and 
his right arm blown off by a blast in a coal 
mine in New Mexico. For seven years ho 
could see a little. Then his eyes gave out. 
Scott has a room at the Pacific lodging- 
house, on Leidesdorff street, and eats at 
the What Cheer House. Though totally 
blind, Scott finds his way from his lodg- 
ings to his stand. He never meets with 
any accidents except falling into 
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ments through open traps. On two occa- 
sions he nearly lost his life. Scott is a 
steady man, and though his face may be 
said to be a hard-looking one, he is better 
than the average blind man. He barely 
makes out a living. 

HARRY THE HAOKMAN'S CASE. 

He Has Passed an Uneventful Life for Fonr. 
teen Years. 
Another blind man with an uneventful 
life is Harry McLaughlin, theex-hackman. 
He grinds a broken-down organ in front ot 
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the plaza opposite the old City Hall all day 
and at night he goes to the Osborn House, 
a resort for low characters, which adjoins 
the Bella Union on Kearny street. Harry 
eats at the International Hotel. He earns 
a fair living, has a little money and only a 
horse and wagon could get him to the 
Almshouse. He has been blind for four- 
teen years.
